fight against tyranny, against injustice, against corruption and aganist 
the mad U.S. administration and its puppet, the Zionist entity i Israel), 
and against those damned people who have formed with them an alliance 
of tyranny and injustice," Saddam said. 

"You must not imagine that the battle against tyranny reprt^sented bv 
the American admunstratitMi and its slogans ofdimnnat ion will be short.'" 
he added, vowing that, the battle to expel the atheists and atheism from 
the sacred land of Moslems will not be short 

But he vowed. "A^ictory m this battle is certain. Clod willing "' 

But as Saddam delivered his defiant speech, his ambassador to 
Washington took a more moderate tone. 

'if you don't want to call it negotiation, call it discussion." said Iraqi 
Ambassador Mohamed al-Mashat on the NBC News program "Meet the 
Press ■■ He added, "Kverything is negotiable but has to be in the context 
of the whole Middle East problem." 

Saddam's tlery speech marking the 70th anniversary i^f the fmindation 
o\ the Iraqi army came a day after Presidont Bu>h warned the Iraqi 
president he must quit Kuwait or face "'terrible consequences." 

The speech also came as Secretary of State James Baker left Sunday 
for Europe, where he will meet Iraqi Foreign Minister Tariq Aziz on 
Wednesday. 

Baker is carrying a letter to Saddam Hussein from President Bush which 
is designed to underscore American resolve to evict Iraq from Kuwait by 
force unless it does so voluntarily. 

Prior to his departure. Baker rejected any attempts to negotiate Iraq's 
withdrawl or mtrt^duce discussion of other issues "We will not agree to 
anything that will constitute linkage t-if the Kuwait Iraq pn^blem with 
any other problems, " he said on the ABl" News progi-ani "This Week with 
David Brinkley." 

Baker also said he would refuse any invitation to meet with Hussein 
in Baghdad. 

"You are in the same battle . . . you have prepared a historical 
opportunity, long awaited by your fathers and grandfathers- the return 
of the branch to the tree, the return of Kuwait to the motherland, " Saddam 
said. "The creation of a greater Iraq is now a reality." 

Saddam's address otTered no policy change or i-eadiness to compromist> 
on the t'i\ f mont h old gulf standoff, triggered when Iraq invaded and 
occupied the oil-rich emirate of Kuwait on .Aug. 2. 

The Iraqi leader praised the Palestinian uprising against Israeli 
occupation in the W^est Bank and Gaza Strip and said the forthcoming 
battle with Western forces in the gulf would be for the liberation of 
Palestine 

"The battle for the liberation of Palestine is not going to be short if we 
want it to be serious and glorious. " he said. "You should not imagine that 
Its sacrifices will he sniall or simple." 

British Prime Minister J ihn Major, leaving for a tour of Britian's gulf 
allies Sunday, said it must be made clear to Saddam that Iraq will not 
be attacked if it withdraw s from Kuw ait. Major was scheduled to inspect 
British troops in Saudi Arabia, meet with Saudi and Kuwaiti leaders, and 
then travel to Oman and Egypt. 

In other <tevelopments Sunday: 

The Cypriot -registered freighter Demetra Bmuty was damaged by what 

may have been a mine in the Gulf of Oman and was reported sinking. 
The "J^-member crew was rescued and later taken to the Omani capital 
of Muscat. Lloyds Shipping Intelligence reported The Greek owners of 
the vessel said that latest reports indicated the vessel was still atloat. 

Saudi Arabia. Syria and Eg>pl. key Arab allies of the United States 
confronting Iraq in the gulf, were reported to have disagreed after two 
closed-door meetings in the Saudi capital of Riyadh on how to deal with 
the Iraqi war machine should hostilities erupt in the region. Saudi Arabia 
a^arently u ants the Iraqi military destroyed m that it can no longer pose 
a threat to gulf Arab states, but Syria w ants the Iraqi armed forces left 
intact so they can be used against Israel if necessary 

Eighteen Cierman jet fighters arrived at a Turkish base north of Iraq 
Sunda\ as part of a N.ATO torce to deter possible Iraqi aggression against 
Ankara, a mt niber of the Atlantic alliance. Jets from Belgium and Italy 
were to arrive m Turkey later Sunday. 

Iran called fur an emergency summit meeting of the Islamic Conference 
Organization in a last ditch bid tofiml a peaceful solution to the gulf crisis, 
the ofT) :ial Islamic R<-public News Agency said Sunday. There was no 
immediate word of a response from other members of the ICO, which 
loosely brings together countries with a large Muslim population.

away with, however, is living in the 
dormitories with the students 
Jackson said summer enrichment 
counselors combined with 
competent dormitory persoaell 
make it unnecessary for him to live 
with the students. 

"It's not a high priority. Nobody 
(at other universities^ lives in the 
dormitories," he said. "I don't see 
the bi^: deal." 

When Dean of Undergraduate 
Studies K!lisabeth Muhlenfeld 
disnnssed Anunerman from his non- 
paying position it caused a stir in 
the local academic community. 
Professors and students questioned 
if the university would continue 
supporting the summer progi"ams. 
Students from the FSU Black 
Student Tnion unittKi with the 
university chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People and the Black 
Progressive Men and marched to 
the Westcott administration 
building to voice their concern 

And when Muhlenfeld hired 
Jackson at S/iT.OOO a yeiii' to replace 
Amnieiinan, the controversy 
continued. Leader> from BSl' and 
the NAACP were angered because 
the university did not consult them 
before hiring Jackson. 

But Muhlenfeld, Jackson's 
supervisor, said he has the 
necessary experience for the 
position. 

"He was hired because of his 
strong credentials and his history nf 
work in the area of minority 
academic support," she said. He 
has a strong commitment to 
education." 

Jackson said that despite the 
controversy, he is optimistic. He

remember Luckily, these days my two-year-old niece and six-year old 
nephew take up a lot of the time and attention. "Say *Hi," Miranda, say 
Hi' to Grandma, say *Hi' Miranda, Miranda, please just say 'Hi,' Miranda 
dammit can't you just say *Hi!' " 

I think my niece and i^phew have in some ways saved Christmas for 
our family; they bring in a little joie de vivre and provide good 
entertainment Since we don't have any relatives here in .America, we have 
a small I'amily and it s been hard adjusting from two adults and four kids 
to SIX adults plus various significant others 

This was the first Christmas that I spent a lot of time with my familv 
As silly and sentimental as it may sound, it was a Christmas of gieat 
significance. 

I started mit the holiday stating I hated Christmas: the conunercialism, 
being sort of forced to hang out with the family, the hassle of feeling like 

you have to buy gifts. Why are \\ e supposed to feel and promote this so- 
calUxi gixxl will only once a year.' I considered Christmas sentimental tripe 
v\ hich caused more bad then good. iCheck the suicide rates this time of 
year' Bah Humbug' 

Then, perhaps with the first snowfall, my idea of Christmas began to 
change. 

The first realization was that I had to get rid of the many harmful and 
silly r^ntment I harbored against my family: "Mom, remember the time 
you let all the boys go deigh riding down the hill and I had to sUy in? 
Remember the t ime ycu let the three of them climb up Snowdcm Mountain 
and I had to take the train with you and Daddy? Remember when " 

For my brothers it wrs: "Remember the time you and your friends told 
me to go into the store and get you a C oke and then you drove away and 
left me there and I had to walk four miles home m the rain.'" And so on. 

These incidents from years past colored the w ay I dealt w ith each of my 
family, colored our communication, our friendship. I've forgiven my high 
school buddies a thousand times ov^ for any small injustices that were 
wTought on my per^n. My family, however, was another thing. 

I don't know why I expected them to be perfect. 

Now, despite my niece and nephew being young, Christmas is a very 
different thing— n.avhe not fun in the old way, but fun in a new way. This 
Christmas was the lu st I really paid any attention to that. It was the first 
Christmas that I began to appreciate the difl'erence 

So I left New York and Christmas "90 with mixed feelings. It was sort 
ot painiui to come to these realization^ and let go of s<^me past {perspectives 
But it was a good thing too. When this Christmas was over. I finally, 
perhaps for the first time, had a good sense of what Christmas was for 
me: an ever growing and fascinating family ritual.

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THE FILMS OF 1990 

Celluloid not to remember

Fitly or 100 years from now, when 
film historians look back at the 
films of our time, 1990 will be a vast 
wasteland of forgotten movies and 

1. u riorating celluloid. 

Film over the last year sunk to 
!itnv depths. Fewer films were 
made, which meant there were 
t'ewei unod films. Not only were 
there tewer studio films released, 
but the independent films that 
seemed to flourish n<rt so long ago 
almost completely disappeared. 

Instead we got $100 million- 
grossing blockbusters like Pretty 
Woman, Home Alone and Gh(^st~ 
nothing more than fluff that the 
movie gomg public ate up. 

If tliere were some sort of 
imaginary battle within the fUm 
industry pitting Style vs. 
Substance, Substance would be on 
the roj^s right now and Style would 
be setting up for the knockout. 

In the imaginary battle, Pretty 
Worrian and others Uke it represent 

what IS bad about fihn. There is Martin Scorsese (I) talks with Ray Liotta and Robert DeNiro (r) 

nothing to see m films that are little on the SGt Of GoociPpMas in 1989. 
more than a fairy tale without the presence of a 
wicked witch or fairy godmother. Nothing realistic 
ever happens. There are no happy endings in life; if 
you'll remember, everyb<Mly dies at some point. 

But if a film makes over $100 million, are studio 
heads going to listen to people who want a little more 
substance when they drop $6 down the hole? 

We all know the answer to that, hut filmmakers like 
Martin Scorsese give us a little ray of sunshine m the 
extremely dark skies that are hanging low over 
modern cinema. 

Scorsese s 1990 release GoodFellas was the only 
saving grace to an otherwise uneventful year at the 
movies. 

• • • 

When I left the theater after seeing GoodFe!Io.< back 
in September I was physically exhausted. The film 
was so fast paced and upbeat that I felt like I was 
running along with it at breakneck speed 

But along with the teelmg of physical exhaustion 
came an equal feeling of mental exhilaration. Within 
that two-and-a-half-hour span. I felt like I had just 
seen the entire body of filmmaking— past, present and 
future— summed up on far too few reels of celluloid. 

GocxiFeUas is the type film that shows the 
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possibilities that this medium has to offer. It breaks 
down the boundaries and mores of traditional 
filmmaking and makes all new rules. 

The film, based on the true story by Nicholas 
Pileggi. is about moh informant Henry Hill — a man 
w hci became a part of a Mafia family even though he 
was an t)utsider. But when things got tough for Hill 
he turned to the FBI and entered the witness 
protection program. The film shows bits and pi^es 
of Hill's life like a roUercoaster— things and events, 
sometimes too ghastly to believe, flash by— until the 
film comes over the last big rise and grinds to a halt. 

GtMxiFcllas breaks the mold of the conventional 
Mafia film Scorsese has taken an often romantic 
lifestyle and hriuight it down to the middle-class level. 
These are real ptx)ple who inhabit each frame, not epic 
figures who struggle for a bigger piece of the pie. 
These are everyday people who inhabit the streets of

The Godfather Part III 

F> anns F(ird Coppola's third installment m this masterful epic about 
i nt ( orleone familv i> hy far the best of the releases that made their way 
-.niith of thf .-<m)\\'belt. 

In Part III wv pm Michael Cork-one. the head ofthe tamily since midw ay 
through the original film, in the last >ieps of hringm^^ the family into 
U i^iiimacy The year is 1979 and it's been a long, hard struggle for Michael. 
We can see it in the way he stoops and the tired sound of his voice. 

The most interesting thing about this film is that Michael is actually 
stnirching for redemption in the eyes of his family, the public and even 
pntst- and clerg>- who figure into the plot. But as we know, redemption 
ju-l i-n t the kind of thmgthat comt-s easily tothehead of a Mafia family- 
espeeuilly when he"s hemu dragged back down into the filth of crime and 
murder that he ne\er seem.-- to e.-^cape. 

Probably the biggest question that had to he answered about Thf 
(jniifathor Part III didn't have to do with the fihn. but with it- director 
K\ fryone was waiting to see if Coppola could pull it oil pull his career, 
u hich would probably over if this film had bombed, out ofthe dumper 

But he shows a deft hand in his direction and his casting choices were 
brilliant Al Pacmn as Michael pulls another inci-edible job out of his hat. 
u hile newcomer Andy Garcia shows the fire that the young Pacino had 
m the first two installments of this epic Even the ca>t!nt; of his own 
daughter Sofia, as Pacino's daughter Mar\ . seem- inspired after watchini: 
the film. Winona Ryder or Madonna or any other high-profile lemale actor 
\ ou could pull out of a hat could not have played this extreme!\ understated 
role. The young Coppola is not a gTeat aclre.ss. but she was just what 
Coppola and Mario Puas's script called for. 

I only have one complaint about the film. It n«ded to be at least a half 
an hour longer. There wasn't enough time for character development. At 
one .point near the end. there doesn't seem to be much rhyme or reason 
fitr some of the characters' attitude changes. And why would George 
Hamilton and John Savage make appf^irances when their characters aren't 
f \ t n properly explained? Between the two of them they probably have 
10 lines. 

But that's only bickering. Overall, the film checks in as one ofthe year > 
best.

When the novel came out. everyone hailed it as the 
best thing since sliced bread, but if the book i which 
I haven't read and may never read now) is any 
indication of the film, why did just about everybody 
read it? 

Bonfire— the film— is fiipposed to be a wildly funny 
satire about racism. But what it turns into is a 

laughably racist piece of well-direct txl fluff. The story 
concerns a down-and-out reporter named Peter Fallow 
'Bruce Willis', who makes his meteoric rise to 
temporary fame by capitalizing on a sensational story 
of a bond trader (Tom Hanks) who runs over a black 
kid in The Bronx while he's sneaking around with 
hiis mistress (Melanie Griffith). 



Three things can be ascertained from the film: a' 
Everybody is a racist; b' The justice system m 
.America is as crooked a.^ a two-bit hood who steals 
from blind people, c Reporters don't use facts. They 
embellish their stories and sell papers by 
sensationalizing everything. 

There's no telling where this film went wrong. In 
the pre-scripting stage would be a good guess. There 
aren't any real people in this film. Everyone is a 
stereotype of some sort or another There's a 
disgustingly unfunny caricature of Rev Al Sharpton, 
and a rabidly racist Jewish district attorney with 
political a.-pirations. 

Films like this lead you to ask the question: where 
does an artist draw the line between satire and actual 
promotion of the subject that is being satirized? 

Obviously, the creators of this film never even paid 
attention to any imaginary lines drawn in the dust. 
As it stands, there are only two positive things about 
this film. Morgan Freeman, who plays the hard as- 
nails judge who eventually clears the Hanks character 
of all charges, proves once again that he is one of the 
best actors in the business. 

The second pc^itive aspect of the film is DePalma's 
direction. As usual, he serves up a visual feast with 
luscious set pieces and interesting camerawork. Now 
we just have to wait for the day that may never 
come— when DePalma can find another script that can 
complement his little-used talents.

a Nashville studio. They were immtxiiately rewarded with a Top Ten hit 
in "Be Bop A-Lu'a. " Vincent racked up enough money-spinners to remain 
on Capitol's roster into the 1960s. 

"Be-Bop-A-Lula" and its notorious flipside, "Woman Love," open this 
CD. Among the small elite of perfect rock 'n' roll performances, these two 
tunes sound as new and immediate as they did in 1956. Backed by Gallup's 
mesmerizing, spontaneous guitar, the steel-brush drumming of Dickie 
Harrell and Willie Williams' four-to-the-bar rhythm guitar, Vincent 
delivered the goods with a vocal style bridging the stylized swagger of 
Elvis and the adenoidal charm of Buddy Ho'ly . With this ace band. Vincent 
made five singles and two LPs, but they never topped this initial assault. 
"Woman Love," with its insistent guitar figures, swampy atmosphere and 
Vincent's NC-17 crooning (many people insist he utters the F-word" 
herein, but with all the echo, it's hard to tell), is Vincent's masterpiece. 

Not to knock the rest of his early repetoire: "Race With The Devil," 
"Gonna Back Up Baby," "Bluejean Bop," "Crazy Legs," the impossibly 
demented "B I Bickey Bi, Bo-Bo-Go," "Lotta Lovin'," "Dance To Tlie Bop," 
"I Got It," "Baby Blue," "Git It" and "Say Mama," all included here, are 
fresh, original rockers. 

Cliff Gallup's guitar leads are continually astonishing A devotee of the 
Les Paul Chet Atkins school, Gallup combined a complex, precise 
fingerstyle techinique with a weird sense of humor. This latter aspect best 
surfaces on 1956's "Blue-jean Bop," in which Gallup begins a solo by 
delightfully quoting "Mary Had A Little Lamb," turning its toybox melody 
into a roaring, mellifluous improvisation. On Vincent's LPs, Gallup 
galvanized familiar standards such as "Up A Lazy River." find "Jezebel," 
endowing them with a distinctive, torrid atmosphere. 

Vincent excelled on the then-obligatory ballads and mid-tempo softies. 
On this compilation's "Important Words." "Wear My Ring." "Walkin 
Home From School" and "True To You," he boosts the lightweight tunes 
with a sincerity and assertiveness that often transcends their cliches. But 
even Vincent can't conquer the Jordanaires, villains on many of Elvis 
best records, who moo away on the otherwise-superb "Important Words." 
CThe dream of many rockabilly fans is the ^velopment of an "Ex- 
Jordanaire" device that could wipe out the obtrusive backup vocals that 
mar some great performances). 

Another pioneer rocker, Eddie Cochran, lends a hand on two tracks. Bill 
Monroe's bluegrassy "Rocky Bo&d Blues" and "Git It," a bizarre exercise 
in vocal hysteria. 

This CD is a fine treat for anyone who'd like to know how great rock 
'n' roll music once was. Capitol promises another Vincent CD volume next 
year; perhaps we Americans will eventually have our own pick-of-the-crop 
of this fantastic music that's a vital part of our popular culture heritage.

FAMU football team highlights 
Rattler's winning ways

Talk of Florida A&M's 1990 
athletic accomplishments has to 
begin with the school's football 

team. 

Coach Ken Riley said it was 
difficult to pinpoint the most 
outstanding moment in FAMU's 
football season, and he wasn't 
kidding. Not only did the Rattlers 
win their first-ever Mid Eastern 
Athletic Conference title, but they 
went undefeated in ME AC play. 
They finished their season at 74 
after a 1-3 start. 

After the poor start, the new and 
enthused Rattlers won the next 6 
out of 7 games and "really showed 
what they were made of." according 
to Riley, who was named the ME AC 
Coach of the Year. When pressed, 
Riley said he thought that the 
Homecoming contest against South 
Carolina State and the season- 
ending blowout of rival Bethune- 
Cookman were his favorite 
moments. 

But the most meaningful game, 
according to Riley, was the one 
against Delaware State, m which the 
Rattlers put up a whopping fight to 
hold off" the Hornets in the last few

minutes, winning 43-38. 

"That game gave us the 
confidence to go on and win the 
conference," Riley said. "The whole 
team gave everything for that win." 

FAMU's offense certainly proved 
itself this year. It established- 
thanks almost entirely to Tony 
Ezell— single-season school records 
for passing yards (2,463), 
touchdowns passing (22), and 
passing attempts and completions 
'300. 147 ). The offense boasts eight 
all-MEAC players, including record- 
.^etting quarterback F^zell. who set 
a full dozen single-season, single- 
game and career passing records. 
Ezell returns next year to 
undoubtedly rewrite the record 
books. 

FAMU's premier running back. 
Amir Rasul. earned himself a seat 
in the Rattler record arena, too. 
finishing his career with 2.072 
yards to become only the fifth back 
at FAMU to rush for over 2.000 
yards. Rasul also caught 59 passes 
for 600 yards and six TD's during 
his FAMU career. 

The other all-MEAC players 
include senior tackle Terry 



Beauford, guard Robert Frost and 
kicker Jimmy Vertuno, all first- 
teamers, and center Wally 
Williams, receivers Harry Brown 
and TeiTy Mickens. a freshman. 
Vertuno broke virtually every 
FAMU kicking record and became 
the school's all-time leading scorer 
and most accurate field-goal and 
extra-point man. 

FAMU's defense played 
outstanding as well, despite its 
youth and early-season criticism. 
The defensive line, led by second- 
team All MEACs Keith Austin, 
Chris Blue and nose tackle Irvin 
Clark, who was also named to the 
Academic All-America team, 
became a big-play squad in the 
Delaware State game and pressur«l 
the opposition into scoring 20 points 
or less in the remaining 4 out of 5 
games. 

FAMU s banner year was a 
triumph for C(K\ch Riley, who 
refocused the team after a bleak 
start and turned the youth-laden 
team into conference champions.

Rattlers done with December; 
now comes January win-fest

So far, 1991 has been a jolly good 
year for FAMU's men's basketball 
Coach Willie Booker. 

The new year has brought with it 
the return of 250-pound DeLon 
Turner, who last year averaged 9.3 
points and 5.6 rebounds per game, 
the use of a re-fmished gym all to 
themselves, and a 89-71 blow-out 
Saturday over Marylar«i-Eastern 
Shore 

To add to this is the possible 
return of the highly talented Reginald Finney, who 
last year avers^ed 16.4 points and six rebounds per 

game. 

And, it all goes according to past Januarys, Booker's 
team should make this month a win-fest, turning his 
3-5 team around. In the past two seasons, the Rattlers 
have gone into January with sub-.500 marks, only to 
come out of the month well above .500. Last year, the 
Rattlers were 1-6 in December and ended January at 
117. 

This January, FAMU attempts to raise its record 
to 2-0 when it plays Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference 
rival Delaware State, 5-4, tonight at 8 p.m. at Gajther 
Gym. 

"We're going to need a big home crowd behind us 
to help us beat Delaware State," Booker said. "We're 
definitely going to have our work cut out for us," 

Booker's troubles could be ea^ tonight if star 
forward Reginald Finney returns. Both Finney and 
Delon Turner were forced to sit out November and 
December due to academic troubles. Unlike Turner, 
who returned Saturday night. Finney will either 
become eligible to play on Monday or will be red- 
shirted until next year. 

"Since the summer, I've been preparing the team 
with the understanding that neither Finney nor 
Turner may return," ^loker said. "I don't want to 
drag Finney on.

Booker wouldn't elaborate on Finney's academic 
troubles 

FAMU s priorities for January are to improve its 
defensive intensity, rebounding and outside shooting 

"We're not where we want to be," Rx)ker said. "We 
need to work much harder. We need the shooting of 
(point guard) Kenneth Davis and (shooting guard) 
Reginald Kennion to come through Right now we're 
shooting about 40 percent We also need to start 
rebounding and play ing defense like I know wo can 

Since November. Booker said that it doesn't matter 
how many points they score as long as they play with 
intensity— defense- and rebounding-wise. In their five 
losses, the Rattlers lost by 45 points to Kansas, 29 
to Missouri, 16 to Washington State, 23 to Alabama 
Birmingham and 36 to New Orleans. And they've 
been out rebounded 314 to 276. 

To solve their defensive troubles. Booker believes 
that the team needs to increase their intensity and 
pressure. 

"Right now I'm going with the attitude il vou don't 
work you don't play, sort of like if you don't work you 
don't eat." Booker said. "And if I use this conc^t 
right now, we'd be starving." 
Kennion and Davis were both victims of Booker's 
new attitude as Davis sat out 
against UAB in the second half and 
Kennion sat out against 
Washington, UAB and New 
Orleans.

l-iusseln reportedly 
asks for extension

A Western diplomatic source in 
Baghdad said Monday Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein is seeking an 
extension of the United Nations' 
Jan 15 deadline to withdraw his 
forces tVoin Kuwait, an idea the 
Bush administratu>n flatly rejected. 

In Washington, meanwhile, 
Hou^ Speaker Thomas Foley said 
Congress will begin ctebate this 
week on what further action the 
United States should take on the 
Persian Gulf crisis, and the White 
House said it expected Capitol Hill 
to be "very supportive" of the ad- 
ministration's policy. 

Iraqi airmen flew six military 
helicopters to Saudi Arabia Mon 
day, but it was not immediately 
known if they were defecting, the 
Pentagon said. 

Four of the helicopters landed at 
Ra's al Khafji. about 1 1 miles inside 
Saudi territ^)ry from Kuwait. The 
other two helicopters set down in 
the Saudi desert, "apparently while 
running out of fuel," a Pentagon 
six>kesman said. 

"We have no further information 
at this time," the spokesman said. 
"I can't speculate whether they 
defected. Right now, I can't say 
whose custody they are in" 

In Baghdad, the Western Euro- 



pean diplomat, who requested 
anonymity, said Hussein asked in- 
fluential French legislator Michel 
\'anuzelle to help arrange a new 
U.N. Security Council meeting to 
extend the deadline for Iraq to 
withdraw from Kuwait or face 
possible force from IKS led 
multinational forces arrayed 
against it in the Gulf region. 

Vouzelle, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the French 
National Assembly and a close 
friend of French President Francois 
Mitterrand, met with Hussein in 
Baghdad for four hours Saturda\ 

'* .. Saddam Hus.sein could be 
ready to talk about withdrawal 
from Kuwait, and a peaceful .settle 
ment of the Gulf crisis, if the 
deadline ^t by the Security Coun- 
cil is extended," the diplomat said. 

But the diplomat also said Hus- 
sein would continue to insist on a 
link between the (nilf crisis and 
other Middle East issues, with 
priority being given to the Palest i 
man question. The Bush aa- 
ministration has refused to 
recognize such a link. 

In Washington, White House 
spoke.sperson Marl in Fitzwater said 
the Bush administration also re 
jected any deadline extension "The 
U.N. resolution is firm," he .said.

Befere McCloud stepped m 
to revamp the department, 
Muhlenfeld said, the financial aid 
office was plagued by poor morale 
and difficulty in serving students' 
needs. Within the past year, a 
"dramatically higher" number of 
students received financial aid at 
the beginning of each semester, she 
added 

Under his leadership. McCloud 
said, the department has improved 
staff morale, administered more aid 
to more students quicker, and 
educated students and parents on 
aid application. 

"The prcx^ess students have to go 
through \o get financial aid is a

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The real question 

Once again, tragedy has struck El Salvador. 

Last Wednesday, an American helicopter carry 11^; three U.S .iirinen 
over a war zone was shot down by Salvadoran rebels Two of the three 
men apparently survived the crash, and were pulled tVoni the wreckage 

The rest of the story is m dispute. The I'.S asserts that the men were 
then executed w ith bullets to the head: the guerillas maintain that the 
men died trom wounds sustained during the downing of the helicopter. 
Different accounts of what happened support each argument. 

But whether the men were executed is not the only question that needs 
to be answered. 

Much to the chagrin of the Bush administration. Congress this year 
reduced !t< annual military aid package to El Salvador by half, to a still 
substantial $40 million. The cuts were prompted by the tailure of th ^ 
Salvadoran government to bring to justice members of the military who 
are believed to have killed six Jesuit priests in El Sah ador more than 



a year ago. 



But the death of three U.S. airmen is already being used by the 
administration as a convenient excuse to nix the cuts and resume full aid. 
Indeed. Secretar\- of State James Baker made such a call Sunday. 

The legislation mandating the cuts allows the aid to be restored if the 
guerillas mount a major offensive, or threaten negotiations currently in 
process with the Salvadoran government. Because the rebels have recently 
■stepped up their military activities, the Bush administration has already 
hwn ciamnring for resumed aid. 

The death of the airmen w ill probably ensure that their wish is granted. 
But Baker, the rest of the Bush administration, and tho^ members of 
Congress hoping to filter more money to El Salvador's goverment should 
consider the consequences: renew^ aid will mean that the country's bloody 
civil war. which has been raging for 10 years, will continue. 

The U.S. has long -tip'^>>rted right-wing elements in the tiny country, 
and over tht past dt cad^ jias funneled $3 billion to a government linked 
to death squads. Yet the guerillas remain strong. 

As long as the concentration of wealth and power remain in the hands 
of a ruthless few. they will have no choice. The current government refuses 
to consider even moderate land reform or minor checks on the military. 
As long as U.S. aid continues, it dwsn't have to. Under those 
circumstances, atrocities on both sides cannot help but continue. 

What happened to the three American servicemen was brutal and 
reprehensible. But over the past 10 years. 70.000 Salvadorans have been 
killed in a civil war that has onlv managed to last so long because of U.S. 
support for a regime with one of the worst human rights records in the 
world 

What happt^ied to those 7U.ih)u was brutal and reprehensible, too 
The Bush administration needs to realize that stepping up aid to El 

Salvador will only ensure that atrocities like last Wednesday's continue. 

The real question it needs to ask itself in light of El Salvador's latest 

tragedy is whether the three airmen should have been ther^ in the first 

place. 
The answer is no.

Ammerman. former director of 
three minority-aimed academic 
programs, was fired from his 
position last semester He was 
replaced hy Norman Jackson in 
XoNrmhei".

According to 
Ammerman, Turnbull supported 
Ammerman's idea, but made clear 
It couldn't be a '"uniyersity 
program."

FSU Center for Professional 
Development— which helps run 
events such as Boys State, Girls 
State and athletic camps— to help 
him meet his goals. 

"What he wants to do sounds like 
sports camps." Turnbull <aid 

Animerman said he plans to 
discuss the program with CPD 
directors soon. 

Majken Peterzen. executive 
director of the Commmuity Task 
Force on Drugs and Crime, 
described her discussions with 
Ammerman as a "first date . . . you 
never knmv where it can lead." and 
said .\mmerman"s goals are 
consi>tfnt with the task force's. 

"We need to flush out the 
program and see what it wt)uld be 
like, but it is clearly something we'd 
be interested in." Peterzen said. 
"David's talent w ith young people 
can be utilized with the same 
populatKin of people ue focus on" 

Unlike his other programs — 
which targeted nunoi-ity students 
throtigout the state wtio were 
interested m a college education — 
this priii^'.am would focus on 
youngsters m Leon County. 



Ammerman intends to work with 
up to two dozen students at a time 
to improve their classroom 
performances. 

Ammerman said that if the 
students attend classes and do well, 
he'd like to reward them by 
allowing them to '"toss a football 
around with (FSU football player i 
Amp Lee" or attend music, ceramic 
and arts and crafts classes. 

Ammerman said the students in 
the program would be picked by the 
task force, established by the city 
two years ago. 

According to Peterzen, the group 
sponsors a wide range of 
intervention programs aimed at 
assisting youngsters in trouble with 
the law and gives organizations 
with similair goals grants from 
$350,000 to $400,000. 

Peterzen said that, ideally, the 
organizations receiving grant 
money should raise "matching 
money" on their own. Ammerman 
said he has already started 
fundi'aising for tiie program, and 
ha.-- received a So.niKj cneck from 
the Miami-based Harry Kramer 
Memorial Fund.

Bush asks Congress for resolution backing use of force 



I NITED PRKSS IM KHN \TI(1NA1 

WASHINGTON- Prt-idont Bush 
asked Conirress Tuesday to iidopt a 
resolution endorsing the I'nited 
Nations call for the use of "all 
necessary means" to compel the 
unconditional withdrawal of Iraq 
from Kusvait. 

In a letter tn House and Senate 
leaders. Bush said that "such an 
action would underline tliat the 
United States stands with the 
international community and on 
the side of law and decency." 

He said it would also "help dispel 
any belief that may exist in the 
minds of Iraq's leaders that the 
United Slates lacks the necessary 
unity to act decisively in response 
to Iraq's continued aggression in 
Kuwait " 

Furthermore, Bush said such a 
resolution would "send the clearest 
message to Saddam Hussein that he 
must withdraw without condition or 
delay from Kuwait." 

Bush said he would have 
preferred to have -^uch a resolution 
adopted hetbre Secretary of State 
James P ;k with Irao

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Public pressure forces forest 
service to rethink its policies

F'ln'idaV national forests. Hit' U.S. 
Forest Sen- ice has announced that 
it will beiTin usini: less destructive 
method- II- Ffmove timber there. 

Environmentalists said the 
move was a sign that years of 
pressure are starting changes 
within the administration that 
Will result m better management 
of national forest land. 

"It's no question that this deci- 
sion is the i-esult of pressure from 
the puhiic. " said Tom Ankersen. 
of the Sierra Club Legal Defense 
A uiiQ » uliite 111 1 aiiaiiassee. 1 ne 
people don't want the forests to be 
tree farms anymore." 

Clear-cutting is a method of 
removinc trees in which heavy 
machinery is used to level virtual- 
ly e\er\ihmg withm a selected 
piece of forest land. The timber 
that can he used is hauled away 
and everything else is ground in- 
to the soil. 

Afterward, the barren land is 
treated with chemicals and 
re'planted with rows of pme seedl 
ings Ankersen said thf practice 
depletes soil fertility and is inc(!n 
sistent with the forest servicf's 
responsibilitx' to sustain biodiver 
sity within prcrtected habitats. 

The new jx)licy will allow less 



destructive methods of obtaining 
timber from the forest— like "seed 
tree cutting" and "shelter-wood 
cutting" — to be used more 
t>equently 

"In the pa^I, our policy 
employed clear cutting as the most 
viable method," said Mark War- 
ren, a public affairs officer with 
the forest service in Tallahassee. 
"Now we're looking at many dif- 
ferent ways of harvest '.nc instead 
of zeroing m on elf, ir cutting This 
gives our peoplo mow i^ptions to 
determine the best method for 
removal on a particular tract of 
land." 

Seed-tree cutting involves cut- 



ting Qown most oi the trees m a 
certain area, except for a few 
mature ones. This allows the ones 
left behind to deposit their seeds 
and begin a natural regrowth in 
the area. 

Shelter wood cutting, on the 
other hand, removes only a certain 
percentage of the trees, allowing 
new growth to get started before 
the remaining trees are taken. 
This method is preferred by 
environmentalists 

Wf'd like to see selection 
managt-ment —actually going in 
and marking individual troo^ tor 
harvest." Ankersen ^aia "This 
method is the least disruptive and 
It has been shown to be cost 
effective."

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Organization dishes out free 
legal advice for FSU students

Habeas corpus. Lis pendens. Due process The legal 
system is often too complex for any one person to 
understand. But Florida State University Student 
Legal Services can help untangle the web of legal 
procedure 

The student government-funded agency has been 
providing preventive legal service for all FSU 
students since 1974, and 1,000 students use the 

service yearly. 

'"At least one time in four years a student will come 
across a situation where an attorney might be useful 
and the fact that they can get one free through our 
agency is a great help," said Jorge Piedra, director 
of the program. 

He said some of those situations may involve 
landlord and tenant disputes, domestic incidents, 
personal injuries, immigi-ation, contracts or criminal 
otTenses such as drunken driving, assault and battery, 
traffic violations, auto accidents and false 
identification. 

An attorney will consult and advise the student, and 
if necessary, will make a phone call or write a letter 



on the student's behalf for a nominal fee which is 
picked up by Student Legal Services. 

There are 14 members of the Tallahas.^ee Bar and 
Florida Bar Assv>ciation working uith the rt-tefral 
service. Three half hour sessions with an attorney per 
year are available free of charge to students with a 
valid ID, according to Piedra. 

"Ninety -five percent of students that come could 
have their problem taken care of during the first 
consultation," said attorney James C. Banks, who 
w^orks with students. 

With a little legal advice, an articulate student can 
represent himself in small claims court, said fJ. Joseph 
Hughes, another attorney working with the agencw 

Al Marquez, acting chair of Student Legal Services, 
said the program is one of the most important 
students' services on campus. 

"We're trying to get more students aware of w hat 
the legal service has to offer." he said. "It's one service 
that students need to take advantage of because it is 
a good servic(> and it's free." 

Student Legal Services is in room 220 of the

from the city in 1988 to come to Tallahassee and build 
high-tech combat radios for the Department of 
Defense. The city owns the buildings where the two 
companies are located and leases them to each 
company for $1 per year. 

Thursday's hearing will mark the end of a six- 
month hiatus from General Dynamics business for 
city officials. Tallahassee Mayor Steve Meisburg 
postponed the issue in July so outside attorneys could 
evaluate the ordinance and the city's position on it. 

The move recently came under fire when it was 
revealed that the law firm doing the evaluation- 
Steel, Hector and Davis— put up money with other 
local investors to lure General Dynamics to town. The 
lawyer doing the evaluation has disavowed any 
conflict of interest. 

Results of the evaluation are expected to be released 
sometime before Thursday's hearing. 



But David Mack, whose North Florida Rainbow 
Coalition will hold a press conference thi^ morning 
to air a number of complaints on various issuf> 
concerniiig the anti apartheid ordinance, said the law 
firm's former business relationship "reeks of conflict." 

Mack argued that Meisburg's decision to postpone 
discussion over General Dynamics was a political ploy 
to damper the momentum of rising pressure to oust 
the company. 

'"He did it for political reasons in an effort to 
dissipate the movement to get General Dynamics out 
of here." Mack said Tuesday. 

Widmer wouldn't speculate on what the 
commission's decision would be. 

"We're just going to go ahead and state our case . . . 
and hope they'll make a fair ruling," he said Tuesday. 

According Ben Harris, chair of the Anti-Apartheid 
Review Committee, the 4 p.m. hearing will be open 
to the public, but no public input will be allowed. 
Hams also said there ;s a chance the commission 
could postpone the issue or take some other action.

Tallahassee Jr. Museum 
undergoes expansion

Over the past ten yeai'S or >o, the Tallahassee Junior Museum has 
changed relatively httle— only moderate additions and renovations have 
been made. 

But thanks to a recent grant by The Kresge Foundation, a private, 
independent foundation created by benefactor Sebastian S. Kresge. and 
the hugely successful efforts of the museum's own fundraising drive, major 
new facilities are already in the works. 

According to the museum's newsletter Round the Bend: "The noises of 
construction are sometimes startling in our usually peaceful, relaxing 
natural setting, but staff and visitors alike are excited about the future 
the activities are promising." 

And so is the nuiseun."s new director. Russell S Daw<. w ho. m Octohei' 
of last year, left the Philadelphia Academy of Natural Science io take on 
the post at the Jr. Museum. 

Daws realizes he is stepping on board at a most opportune moment. 

"This is the first real building expansion since the museum opened." 
he said. 

Somewhere in the neighborhood of $600,000 will be spent during the 
project: approximately $575,000 from the museum's fundraising effort and 
$75,000 granted by the Kresge Foundation, 

The $575,000 commitment from the museum is a result of the 
"challenge" policy of the Kresge Foundation. In order to receive tht- Kresge 
donation, the beneficiarv" must raise the remainder of the projected balance 
on its own, as sort of an incentive to ensure that the project will be 
completed. Construction must also be underway at the time the grant is 
applied for. 

"The Kresge grant rec^uires us to raise money and get into a stage where 
we can't get out of it, " said Daws 

So far. the museum has garnered $47^.000 of its required amount of 
$575,000. and construction is undenvay. The deadline imp<ised by the 
Kresge Foundation is January 1. 1992, and appears likely to be met. 

The building of at least tour new structures is anticipated. Of these, the 
Visitor's Center l^ nearing completion. It will house space for retail sales, 
a public meeting room and restrooms. 

Also planned is a Discovery Center for kids, which will provide "hands- 
on" participation with computer simulation games, backpack discovery 
kits, microscopes and viewing areas for videos and slides 

A concession area restaurant is another facility being planned. 

Several existing buildings are to be renovated including a natural science 
building that will house sea life and other exhibit^-. >uch a< bu d watchmt; 

To keep the central office going, an admiministration buiidmg. new 
oathroom facilities and maintrn.oici facilities will be constructed in 
idciituui to the other new pri-jfCts. 

Even though the Jr. Museum/s future is looking incredibly bnght. thereV 
lo reason to wait to make a visit. The current exhibits are still worth the 
noney. and make for an intere.sting afternoon 

The"alligator pit. black bear, bald eagle and reptile 'f^pH cialiv the ^- ^ ■ 
displays are both mtnguing and educational Also, three endan^> • 
Florida panthers are temporaniv housed at the museum. And it % , .r..

Rice's latest work 
bites compared to 
lier previous tales 
of the Vampires

The Witching Hour 

By Anne Rice 

Knopf, 965 pps., $22.95 

Even passionate readers of realistic fiction need an occasional break from 
liie pseudo-life that pours from the pages of today's contemporary 
literature. 

And every once and awhile an intelligent writer who chooses to write 
fantastical stories about the romantic (or imaginary) side of life comes 
along. Anne Rice, who is probably best known for her bestselling series 
The Vampire Chronicles,, is one of those writers. She is an imaginative 
writer who has a gift for creating beautiful images with the written word. 
Her novels are well researched and writtten with loving care. 

The only problem— for the realist— is that they deal with vampires and 
spirits and mummies and all sorts of creatures that have passed down 
through the mythology of civilization. 

Rice's latest book, The Witching Hour, is the beginning of another 
.series— this one dealing with the Mayfair family which has been haunted 
by a powerful spirit since the 1600s. 

The spirit. Lasher, makes himself visible to the 'strongest' of the Mayfair 
women, giving that woman the power of healing and the power to kill, 
plus other countless telekinetic wonders. 

The novel shows Rice's ability to create the perfect mood and feeling— 
usually den.se and Gothic. The feel to her work is the most impressive thing 
about her novels, sometimes causing the story to move into the background. 

The Witching Hour mainly takes place in a decaying New Orleans 
mansion surrounded by a wild, tangled garden which lends an ominous, 
haunting feel to the things that take place. 

There really doesn't seem to be any theme in the novel except on the 
superficial level. It's more of an exercise for Rice, trying to prove to herself 
that she can write a novel that's 965 pages (and weighs over three pounds) 
and still keep the reader's attention. The story is marvelously written, 
changing from a modern setting which follows the latest of the Mayfair 
Witches, Rowan, and her lover Michael, to a thick and ponderous account 
of the entire history of the Witches kept by the ever-watchful eye of the 
Talamasca (which made its first appearance in the third vampire novel 
Queen of the Damned). 

Both sections are extremely well-written. When a chapter ends, you're 
mad because you want to find out what's going on. This is a continuous 
chain moving from chapter to chapter building toward the 'big finale.* 
What it all boils down to is this: even though she is a romance writer 
in a serious novelist's guise, Rice writes some incredihlv good stuff But 
The Witching Hour }ust isn't as good as it could've been. In the Vampire 
Chronicles she concentrates on a singular goal moving rapidly and vividly 
toward it. But here we're subverted far too many times. 

The ending rings hollow and certain stories are retold far too many times. 
It becomes tedious. 

She's definitely written better novels. In fact, all three of the "Vampire 
novels are better than this one. 

Rice is .still a guilty pleasure worth .seeking out with each new novel, 
hut she's going to have to do a little better than this if she wants to keep 
the cult following that she's developed.

Leppard, has died m his sleep at bis London townhouse, police reported 

Tue.sday. 

Authorities said they were investigating the cause of Clark's death, but 
added there were no suspicious circumstances.

A solo exhibition of sculptures by Deborah La Grasse

Amal^^am, amulet, reliquary, ritual. These are the 
words that Deborah La Grasse uses while talking 
about her work. Upon entering the Florida A&M 
University School of Architecture Gallery, a bed form 
entitled "Shroud" horizontally dominates the space. 
From a cast iron headboard, a skeletal frame extends 
to a wheel. Fabric, cast in iron, drapes across the 
frame in a figure shape that ends up resembling a 
lung. La Grasse says a bed is normally rigid, but the 
wheel represents passage. There is that soft fabric 
made hard by casting and a feeling of rest and 
movement. 

La Grasse has taken an ethical position in 
sculpture— every piece is an exploration ot" materials 
as well as her own consciousness. On a deliberate, 
intellectual plane, she works with opposites— hard 
metal/soft body parts, positive and negative spaces, 
male/female, life and death. It may sound 
complicated, but La Grasse moves freely within the 
confines of this preception. Historically, she comes 
from the school of "readymades." recycling found 
objects and using them with fabricated cast metal, 
unfolding a magical world of layered meanings and 
richly textured surfaces. 

La Grasse experienced loss through death very 
early. Her sister died when she was only twenty and 
last summer, a young friend drowned in one of 
Tallahassee's sinkholes. "Rising Reliquary" is a 
momento for her friend. This piece is almost hidden 
around a corner in the back of the gallery. A beautiful 
shrine, it lias the primitive feel of an Indian burial 
gi'ound. A small box is held upright by sticks and 
poles, all cast in bronze. It is a special place for relics 
to be kept. 

Although La Grasse says she didn't intend any 
similarity, "Africa," also shown around the corner in

the back, has the same primitive feel as "Reliquary." 
The shape of the African continent sits atop poles cast 
in iron and fitted on a base of wheels. Instability or 
passage, and there are a few hol^s in the continent. 
Again, that African shape could be a lung. In addition, 
there is a wall piece entitled "Iron Lung." 

There is no mistaking the lungs in "Iron Lung," but 
La Grasse says that is the only intentional lung. It 
is complete with breasts and blood vessels, cast in 
bronze and iron which are not supposed to gel. While 
casting in iron, the mould burst and rather than let 
the piece go. La Cirasse poured bronze in on t(ip of the 
iron. It worked and the two nu'lals can be seen upon 
e.\aminalion. There are several other small wall 
pieces— "Iron Heart," "Amoret," and "The Divining 
Rod," all intended as amulets— charms to protect the 
owner from evil. 

But what about the lungs? La Grasse suffered 
cadmium poisoning several years ago. It took three 
years to get it out of her system. Meanwhile, a< an 
asthmatic, she is especially concious of how awful u 
IS not be able to breath. It must remain in her 
subconscious for standing tall and beautiful in the 
middle of the gallery is "X-Screen," two fragile- 
looking lungs laced together like a corset and hanging 
suspended from a base. These forms have the ghostly

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American Video accuses Nintendo of 
conspiracy to nnonopolize video gannes

SAN FRANCISCO-American Video 
Entertainment Inc. Tuesday sued video game giant 
Nintendo Co. Ltd. in a $105 million antitrust suit 
(. hariTint: Nintendo used monopolistic power to lock 
AnuTican out (if the lucrative video tjame market. 
- .American X'ldeo, the San Jose. Calif.-based 
subsidiary of Macronix Inc.. said Nintendo has used 
its 80 control of the home video entertainment market 
to block competitors from marketing Nintendo- 
compatible cartridges. 

The suit accuses Nintendo of conspiracy dating back 
to the early 1980s to restrain trade and monopolize 
the manufacture and distribution of consoles and 
catridges used m \ ideo games. 

Nintendo called the claims "bast-iess" and vowed 
to vigorously defend against the lawsuit. 

The case is similar to a 1988 antitrust suit brought 
against by the Atari company challenging Nintendo's 
limits on licensing of Atari -developed games for the 
Nintendo system. That dispute remains in federal 
court. It may be resolved by late 1991 or 1992, 
according to a Nintendo spokesman. 

The latest lawsuit charged Nintendo and its I'.S. 
>ubsidary, Nintendo of America Inc. of Redmond. 
Wash., created and began quietly shipping lockout 
systems specifically designed so American Video's 
new products would no longer be compatible in the 
28 million Nintendo game machines used in U.S. 
homes. 

Former San Francisco mayor Joseph L Alioto, an 
expert in antitrust law, filed suit on behalf of 

American \'ideo. 

The antitrust battle centers over the wildly popular 
video games that have swept the nation in recent 
years. 

Different games, such as Nintendo's popular Super 
Mario Brothers series, are contained on computerized 
video game cartridges and displayed through a 

television screen by insertion into a game console. 
Nintendo dominates 80 percent of the American 

market in the games with 28 million of the consoles 
installed in .-\merica. according to the lawsuit. 
Nintendo had $2 7 billion in I'.S. sales in 1989,

according to Richard Lindner, company spokesman. 

The game maker has projected $4.1 billion in sales 
for the current year. Tindner said. 

Alioto contends Nintendo began secretly shipping 
its modified lockout system specifically to make 
American Video's games useless in Nintendo consoles. 

"Nintendo refrained from publicizing its redesign 
but privately urged its major customers to refuse to 
deal with plaintiff because its cartridges no longer 
would operate with the NES game machines," the suit 
states. 

Howard Lincoln. Nintendo senior vice president, 
said he would have no comment on the details of the 
lawsuit because the firm has not seen a copy. 

He did say, "Based on the news reports we have 
heard we do feel the charges are baseless and 
Nintendo will vigorously defend itself" 

"American Video planned initial entry into the 
business as a Nintendo compatible cartridge publisher 
m the thrid quarter of 1991. according to the lawsuit. 

It planned to produce a hand-held color unit to 
compet with Nintendo's black and white unit. 

American Video produces five Nintendo-compatible 
games, Tiles of Fate, Double Strike, Pyramid, Krazy 
Kreatures, F-15 City War and Puzzle. 

The suit contends American is likely to suffer $35 
million in actualy damages. 

Under terms of antitrust law American is allowed 
to seek triple damages and is claiming $105 million, 
as a result.

qualitv of an X ray and can be slowly rocked, 
underscoring the instability of life. 

Le>i this all sounds too heavy for the average 
viewer, be assured it isn't. The work is very playful. 
Once again, the conjunction of opposites. There are 
two wall pieces entitled "Cruciform" and "Cruciform 
II," male and female counterparts. These are 
figurative shapes with the look of old armor that has 
developed a few holes in the aging process The male 
figure is huilt around a machine gun juxtaposed 
beside a how Sitting atop an airplane face is a gunbelt 
halo. "Cruciform If is crowned by a halo of bullets. 
Breasts, one concave, one convex, have fallen to her 
thighs. She also sports a gun, a pistol that was cast 
from a water pistol. 

La Grasse wants to leave a little mystery in her 
work The layering of opposites. the mixtures of 
presences and absences is tightly held together by her 
well-grounded sense of composition and her 
craftsmanship with metals The different parts work 
as a whole.

From there, she attended the 
University of Florida, received a B.A. in Painting, 
followed by an M.F.A. in Sculpture from Southern 
Illinois University in 1983. 

She came to Tallahassee as an instructor in Florida 
State University's art department as well as being 
a lab machine shop supervisor. From 1985-1988, she 
was an assistant professor and head of sculpture at 
Eastern Illinois University in Charleston, IL. She 
has been a visiting artist, conducting metal casting 
workshops at colleges as far away as Seattle, 
Washington. Beaumont, Texas and Grandforks, 
North Dakota. 

It was only after her marriage to Charles Hook, also 
a sculptor, and the birth of a daughter that La Grasse 
gave up teaching and for the first time is 
concentrating on the development of her own work.

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Hurricanes' flagrant behavior 
was nothing but a "team thing"

While the University of Miami's 
football team was laying claim to 
the title of "'team of the '80s." they 
also gamed a reputation as bemg 
the bad boys of the collegiate 
gridiron. 

At no time in the last 10 years has 
that reputation been more deserved 
than during the Hurricanes' Cotton 
Bowl destruction of the University 
of Texas. 

In that game. Miami racked up 16 
penalties for a Cotton Bowl record 
202 yards. Nine of those penalties 
were of the misconduct variety- 
late hits, , taunting, excessive 
celebrating . . . you get the picture. 

In the Jan. 7 edition of the 
Tallahassee Democrat, Gerald 
Ensley wrote a column in which he 
suggested that the Hurricane's 
volatile behavior— since a bulk of 
the penalties were committed by 
black players— could be written off 
as a "black thing." 

Ensley intimated that the team's 
taunting and dancing was simply a 
reflection d'black culture; that "it's 
not a matter of bad sp<Htsmanship. 
It's just a different type of 
expression." 

I don't think so. It's a different 
type expression, but it's certainly 
not exclusive to blacks. 

Does anyone remember Mark 
Gastineau, the long haired, big- 
mouthed, megalomaniac former

defensive end of the New York Jets? 
He used to celebrate like the latest 
lottery winner whenever he sacked 
an opposing quarterback. 

It was his displays which 
prompted the National Football 
League to impose it's excessive 
celebrating rule. 

Gastineau is white. 

Here's another name you may 
remember— Brian Bosworth. If 
you'll recall, Bosworth was a 
linebacker for the University of 
Oklahoma who thought he was 
pretty big stuff. 

Bosworth was known for his 
taunting of opposing teams, both on 
and off the field. .After this year's 
Cotton Bowl, Miami wide receiver 
Lamar Thomas said he wanted to 
throw the ball at the Texas mascot, 
a longhorn bull. Bosworth implied 
he wanted to do much worse things 
than that to poor Bevo. 

Bosworth is white. 

The list of players that have a 
penchant I'or trying to embarass 
their opponents with their actions 
or words is a long one, filled with 
blacks and whites. 

There's nothing wrong with 



players celebrating after scoring, or 
making a great play— it's part of the 
game. Some of the rules that the 
XCAA and the NFL enforce to 
discourage those celebrations are 
ludicrous and archaic; for instance, 
no planned celebrations are 
allowed. 

It's the late hitting, finger 
pointing and trash talking that's 
the problem— and it has nothing to 
do with color. 

Miami Coach Dennis Erickson 
talked to his team at the end of the 
Cotton Bowl's first quarter and at 
halftime. He specifically told them 
to stop the stupid penalties, the 
tauniing, the late hitting. 

"So what," said the Hurricane 
players. They kept on giving cheap 
shots, and kept on with their cheap 
talk. 

It's unfortunate that the penalties 
and the uproar that followed will 
overshadow what was an awesome 
display of football by the 
Hurricanes. They absolutely 
destroyed a Texas team which lost 
only to co-national champion 
Colorado during the regulai season. 

The Miami display was not, as 
Ensley said, a black rebellion 
against a white man's idea of 
sportsmanship. Ensley seems to be 
reaching too far to explain 
.something that is rather simple — 
It was a team with no respect for its 
coach, doing whatever it wanted. 

And that is not a "black thing."

"When you're in this business, you know you can 
be hired and t"ired." special teams coach A\ Reverts 
said. "I just didn t expect it now. We've had some 
success. We found a program m a state of turmoi! 
We've improved the program and left it better than 
we found it." 

Roberts said the players would learn to accept the 
decision. 

"You people are volatile and make emotional 
statements," he said. "They all like Buddy Ryan. But 
when a new coach comt ^ in. they change their minds. 
They are young and flexihle" 
Jo> ner, h(i\\e\(.'r. said it might not he that ea>y 
"Look at the players here," he said ' They're all 
based on a system and the t>'pe of offense and defense 
played by Buddy Ryan. If you take these players and 
try to put them in a different offensive and defensive 
scheme, you're looking at a long period of time to put 
it together. 

"To go through a rebuilding process after all we've 
done in the la.st five years, it's ridiculous. You can't 
ask that of people."" 

Strength coach Ronnie Jones said he was sorry to 
see Ryan leave for two reasons. 

"No. 1, leaving these players because we're a clo.se 
football team," he said. "And No. 2, leaving before 
the job was completed. If we had stayed, we would

Tne controversy stems from a series of conflicts 
hetwtvn the A-'i'Va/ and the sheriffs office In 19S8. 
.i A '^-t:: reporter wa> arrested after she carried a 
note from a prisoner out of the county jail Then, the 
sherifTs office secretly recorded a telephone 
conversation with another reporter. In the meantime, 
the paper has run several critical articles atwut the 
sheriffs office. 

In a Jan. 4 press release, company Chair Phillip 
Ckn^Tis said that out of 702 adults who r^ponded, 31.7 



percent felt the Denux^rafs coverage was fair Another 
3L5 percent said the coverage was not fair, and 36.8 
percent said they were uncertain. Only 53.1 i^rcent 
said they had read any of the paper's articles. 

There is a margin of error of plus or minus 3.7 
percent. 

Several of those polled had strong opinions 
"Democrat reporters should be shot llies need to 

learn to report fairly." was the response of one 

resident. 

But the fact that public opinion is almost evenly 
divided pleased Leon County Sheriff Eddie Boone" 

Tt was pretty enlightening to me," Boone said 
Wednesday T thought it was positive and 
encouratrinc to me " 

He said he was also glad that nearly half the people 
who responded said they did not read an> of the 
Democrat articles about the sheriffs office.

With names 1.5 centimeters hii^h. Penta^^on estimates of 
25.000 dead would require the b^uTel to be 16 meters in 
diameter and 24 meters high. If the French estimate of 
100,000 is correct, the barrel would need to be ^ meters in 
diameter and 110 meters high. Most if not all tlw cost could 
be offset by sales to oil and armament corporations for display 
of corporate logos. 

On the other hand, we could not fight a war for oil. We 
wouldn't need a memorial then George "How are mv polls'.'"

■■favorite Negro" a century ago was 
Booker T. Washington, the rfucator 
who defended the political 
disenfranchisement of Blacks and 
the expansion of racial segregation 
throughout «x:iety. A decade ago. 
Hoover Institution economist 
Thomas Sowell became prominent 
as the Black apologist for 
Reaganism. 

The easiest way for Blacks to 
become millionaires in this countr>- 
IS to publicly defend reactionary 
and racist policies. Williams is 



being used by a cynical system 
which perpetuates oppre^ion on his 
own racial group. 

But there's also evidence 
indicating that the connection 
between Blacks and conservative 
Republicans is rooted in a curious 
convergence of interests. 

The Voting Rights Act of 1965 
and subsequent Supreme Court 
decisions regarding minorities' 
voting rights have forced state 
legislatures to create districts in 
which Blacks and Latinr>s comprise 
significant percentages. Today, 
about 80 white Democrats represent 
Congressional districts which are 
30 i^rcent Black. 



Blacks and Mexican-Americans 
represent the most dependable and 
reliable voting blocs which white 
Democrats have, especially in 
urban districts S<i if Congrt-s ■ n ;1 
district lines are redrawn to include 
greater numbers of nonwhites. to 
assist in the election of greater 
numbers of Black and Hispanic 
candidates, other districts will 
become "whiter" and "more 
affluent," a profile favoring 
Republicans 

This fact has not escaped 
con.>^ervativt- Republicans, who now 
di.splay a .-trong interest in minority 
electoral participation. 

In a half million dollar project, 
Benjamin L. Ginsberg, the chief 
counsel of the Republican National 
Committee, is collaborating with 
civil right- organizations to help 
them with technical assistance in 
proposing minority districts. Other 
Republican groups are offering 
Me.xican-.Ajiiericans and Blacks free 
computer time, legal assistance and 
tactical support. 

Some statewide elections last year 



also indicate another kind of 
pragmatic cooperation between 
Blacks and Republicans. 

In Illinois, Republican 
gubernatorial candidate Jim Edgar 
received public endorsements from 
several Chicago Black leaders, 
largely due to the fact that his 
Den)ocratic opponent had opposed 
the late mayor Harold Washington 
in his 1987 re-election campaign. 
About on (fifth of the Black vote 
went to Edgar statewide, which 
provided the Republican with an 
unexpe.'ted margin of victory 

Black .Xmencans understand that 
the Republican party is clearly 
hostile to our intere.sts. Bui politics 
makes strange bedfellows, and the 
refusal of white Democrats to take 
seriously the message of the Jesse 
Jackson challenge fragments the 
degree of partisanship and loyalty 
Blacks have toward their party. 

Unless white Democrats really 
beg-in to champion Blacks' interests, 
Blacks m growing numbers will 
collaborate with Republicans at 
.state and national levels.

Angeies and the Newport Harbor Art Museum m

The NEA's ant i obscenity rule is no longer m force. 

It was scrapped in the waning hours of the 1990 
congressional session. 

Both the dance company and the museum had l^n 
deemed eligible for NE.-\ gi-ants la.^t year, but their 
tundmg was Jeopardized when they refused to sign 
tornis promising to comply with the NEA's anti- 
i^bscenity clause 

In his 28-page ruling, Da\ le- called the obscenity 
restriction an ■"obstacle m the path of the exercise of 
fundamental speech rights that the Constitution will 
not tolerate. " 

The judge found the restriction "unconstitutionally 
vague because it leaves the determination of the 
obsct -v.-N -n the hands of the NF^A '" 

The NKA. which last ye.ir h,.u1 a budget of $171,5 
million, provides government grants to artists and 
arts institutions nationwide It became the target of 
controversy m April 1989 after supporting tw o photo 
exhibits m Cincinnati that spawned an un^ucces^ful 
obscenity prosecution. 

Attorney's for Lewitzky and the Newport Harbor 
Art Museum welcomed the judge's ruling.

Both plaintiffs were approved for NEA funds, but 
refused to vow the grants would not be used for 
material depicting "sadomasochism, homoeroticicsm, 
the sexual exploitation of children, or individuals 
engaged m sex acts and which, when taken as a 
whole, do not have serious literary, artistic, political 
or scientific value." as the clause required 

Lew!t.-k\ , whose well-respected dance troupe has 
rtH.\Mved NEA grants since 1972. obtained $15,000 out 
of $72,000 in funds approved by the NEA m 1990, The 
dance troupe set the funds aside, however, until the 
legal dispute could be resolved. 

The NEA approved a $100,000 gi'ant for four projects 
at the Nev%TX)rt Har'txn- Re.ich Museum, w hich has yet 
to receive ;iny of the funds because of its challenge 
to the anti-obscenity clause. 

Josh Dare, a spokesman for the NKA. welcomed the 
ruling but said it would have little impact on the NE.-\ 
and its gi-ant policy given the elimination of the 
obscenity clause. 

The restriction was in effect only for 1990 funding 
and barred NEA grants for allegedly obscene or 
pornogi-aphic material 

The NEA itself had testified before Congi'ess that 
the pledge was unconstitutional.

Seminoles' bowl earnings go 
partly to Strozier Library

A $200,000 contribution from the school s 
Blockbuster Bowl appearance will help Florida State 
Uni%ersity s Strozier Library recover nearly 30 
percent of the money it lost because of recent state 

budget outs 

Charles Miller, who oversees the university 
'.■.br.tnes. said the amount equals the cuts that hit the 
'.ibrary"s book purchasing allowance 

"We've received some money from bowls over the 
last few years." Miller said. "But this is a paiiiculai ly 
good moment because our need has increased with the 
cuts." 

The money comes from part of the $1.6 million-plus 
the athletic department received from the football 
team's win in the Blockbuster Bowl. In the past 10 
years, more than $3 million from the FSU football 
team s bowl earnings has been contributed to the 
school for academic use 

Miller said he is "delighted the Seminoles do so well 
and can contribute in this way. " He said the cuts did 
not affect library subscriptions to periodicals, so the 
contribution will go dir«:tly to the imrchase of new 
books. 

University Provost Gus Turnbull said the library 
- 'me of the most critical activities of an institution 



and called it "vital to the academic health of the 

university." 

Although the BKvkbuster Bowl, m it^; inaugural 
year, was not as lucrative as FSU's prior bowl 
appearances, Turnbull said the monetary contribution 
to Strozier is greater than in the past. 

The Blockbuster Bowl guaranteed the athletic 
department $1.6 million, but it could receive more 
based on the gate receipts and various other revenues. 

Officials m the athletic department's business office 
said the remaining bowl revenue would go directly 
into the athletic department's budget to support the 
operations ot" the depanment. 

The budget ranges around $10 million, and 
according to the department's business office, the 
bowls, other television appearances and ticket sales 
support that budget. The only funds the department 
receives from the state are to support women's 
athletics The school's athletic programs also receive 
substantial contributions from the StMnuiole Boosters, 
an athletic promotion organization. 

Accoiding to Martin Roeder. acting vice president 
for finance and administration, the FSU athletic 
department was operating "in the red" prior to the 
Seminole football team's string' of recent bowl 
appearances.

This year's bowl produced 
considerably less revenue than did 
last year's Fiesta Bowl, which 
awarded a purse of more than $2 
million t(i FSl" 

"If u e had a bad year, we will 
ha% e needed to establish enough of 
a reser%-e to cover us." Roeder said 

According to Roeder. the donation 
to Strozier is a result of FSU 
President Bernard Sliger's request 
to the athletic fund governing board 
to contribute to specific academic 
areas such as the library. The board 
determines how much money will 
go toward academics 

The Blockbuster Bowl also 
donated $100,000 to FSU for 
academic use, and Provost TurnbuU 
said that if there were no more 
budget cuts, some money might be 
returned to Strozier. 

"Any time we get money it 
helps," Turnbull said And the 
athletic enterprise can certainly 
help through its donations"

Although Polite's numbers have 
dropp)ed recently, he still leads the 
Seminole^; with 8.6 rebounds per 
game and ranks second in scoring 
with 14 9 points a contest. 

Cincinnati, 8-4 and 1-0 in the 
Metro, reminds Kennedy of the 
team he had at FSU two years ago 
that featured George McCloud and 
Tony Dawson. 

"Cincinnati is a very athletic and 
experienced bunch." Kennedy said. 
"They also have two very good 
players m Louis Banks and Levertis 
Robinson." 

Banks, a 6-foot-5 guard, leads the 
Bearcats with 16.8 points per game 
and chips in 5.3 rebounds a contest. 
His all-around play has drawn 
praise from Cincinnati Coach Bob 
Huggins. 

"Louis is as good as any player 
that we will face this year," 
Huggins said. "He's just a 
tremendous team player." 

The 6-foot-5 Robinson has 
numbers that compare with those of 
Banks. Robinson is averaging 16.1 
points and 5.7 rebounds per contest. 

The biggest reason for 
Cincinnati's success may be the 
arrival of Herbert Jones— one of last 
year's most highly-recruited junior 
college players. 

Despite his lack of size, the 
6-foot-4 Jones leads the team with 
8.5 rebounds per game to go along 
w ith his 16.2 point per game. 

The Bearcats are not exceptional 
shooters; it's their rebounding that 
concerns Kennedy. 

"Cincinnati's strength is the 
second shot." Kennedy said, "They 
are tremendous at crashing the 
offensive glass." 

Kennedy knows that keeping 
Cincinnati from getting those 
second shots will be a key to FSU's 
success. 

"To beat Cmcinnati. you have to 
be able to box out and get the 
defensive rebound," Kennedy said. 
"And I think we can do that."

"I believe this is fair and I believe 
that it's balanced, " said McLean, 
who asked that portions of the 
ordinance not coinciding with 
national laws be deleted. "And I 
believe it s fair to both the black 
and the white community." 

The- conimissKni moved to p-ant 
the exemption despite an earlier 
ruling by a review committee that 
found General Dynamics in 
violation of the ordinance. That 
body upheld the city purchasing 
administrators decision, which also 
found the company in violation of 
the law last summer 

Cieneral Dymanics and partner 
Tadiran received a $4 millKsn 
subsidy from the city to come to 
Tallahassee to construct high-tech 
combat radios on a Pentagon 
contract. The city owns the 
buildings where the two ojmpanies 
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are located and leases them for ^i 
per year. 

The company was found in 
violation of the ordinance when it 
It Vf.iled that one of its 
subsidiaries— Cessna Aircraft— sold 
aircraft to a South African 
compan\. Aircraft Distributors of 
Southern Africa 

General Dynanikv employs 79 
workers at its plant at the 
Commonwealth Centre and has 
constructed approximately 70 test 
radios to date. 

Inman-Crews. the single 
dissenting vote on the commission 
board, said that despite other 
arguments, the commission should 
adhere to language in the ordinance 
sa\ing the city should not do 
business with companies that have 
ties to South Africa. 

"We do have an ordinance here, ' 
Inman said. "We knew it was going 
to be painful if we ever had to apply 
it." 

Immediately seconding McLean's 
motion. Commissioner Hightouer 
argued that Creneral Dynamics ha.^ 
been successful in pruvidingjobs m 
the community and that municipal 
government has no business 
tamj^ring in international affairs.

Other influences include Jackson 
Browno and Jose Feliciano, both of 
whom McEuen knew well in those 
early days in tht mid 'HOs. 

"iFelicianoi and I vvciuld drive 
around h «, king for clubs to pla> , hu 
said "Wt 'd go to coffeehouse type 
places and see if they'd let us play. 

"Once Jose said, 'John, you should 
play more than just the banjo.' So 
I fcwught a mandolin," said McEuen. 
"I'm glad he told me that, or I 
wouldn't have bought it and it 
wouldn't have been on "Mr 
Bojangles," one of the Dirt Band's 
biggest hits" 

From there McKuen oranchfd out 
to the fiddle, the guitar and the lap- 
slide guitar, 

McEuen says his music is similar 
t<. th.iT t his influences, but the 
similantv was not the result ot anv 



"conscious effort." 

"It was something I didn't realize 
until a couple of years ago," 
McEuen said. 

In 1987. he put an end to his stmt 
with the Dirt Band and headed out 
on his own 

"I think wo kmda quit o.ich 
other. " he said "It was becoming a 
copy of it.'^elf. There was no n^k 
anymore." 

One major difference in attitudes 
was in how McEuen and the rest of 
the Dirt Band viewed performing 

"I liked going out on stage and 
.seeing where the audience will tako 
you," he said "I didn't like playing 
the same >et evor\ night It wa.-- 
predictable, I haven't missed it. 

"Also, none of what I've done in 
the last year would've happened 
had I still been in the Dirt Band. " 
he added 

Some of his recent 



accomplishments include: a 
90-minute video entitled The 
Dillards — A Night In The Ozark s. 
which McEuen produced and 
directed, an album with long time 
friend and collaborator Michael 
Murph\. >ix benofit concerts and 
sonu'thing he consider.-^ to be very 
important 

"I didn't mi.>.^ an\ of my kid>' 
birthdays," said McEuen, who has 
six children. 

Now that he is on his own, 
McEuen takes advantage of his 
freedom to experiment. 

"I pla\ classical music on the 
banjo, and I like to use banjo 
techniques on the truitar." Mc Kuon 
said i al^o like lo make people 
laugh on the way to getting them 
to listen," which he does by telling 
stories and sharing anecdotes w ith 
the audience

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FSU grad takes the spotlight

Florida State had a homecoming 
this past Wednesday. Not the kind 
with the football team and the 
parade though, a much more 
sentimental homecoming. A very 
recent graduate of FSU returned to 
Tallahassee— starring in a 
Broadway touring company that 
produced A f >'-us Line. 

Mark E. Stephens, at only 22, is 
by no means the yountrest person to 
ever be in a touring show. But since 
he graduated from FSU last spring 
and went to New York, he hasn't 
stopped working. But Stephens 
knows where his priorities lie. 

"To tell the truth," said Stephens 
in a recent interview, "the money 
is not that important and the fame is not that 
important As long as T have enough to live on and 
have my good friends. I'll be very happy." 

Born in 1968 in Auburndale, Stephens attended 
Winter Haven High School before coming to 
Tallahassee. From the beginning, Stephens knew he 
wanted to be an actor and his parents were 
encouraging. 

"My mother always supported me," said Stephens. 
"But my father wanted me to be a pro football player, 
but after my first professional job. my father asked, 
"Are they paying you''' and 1 said, "Yeah," and that 
was all there was to it." 

Kate Gelabert, who worked with Stephens as a 
teacher and choreographer, had only positive things 
to say about Stephens. 

*'A8 a lAuninM, he was wndei^l. Ife wiM roal eager 
to learn," said Gelabert. "I think he knew that at one 
point dancing was not his strong pmni, m he really 
concentrated on it. He just always seemed very 
enthusiastic to learn." 

Mark Stephens is an optimistic kind of guy Being 
an actor in today's world is not an easy thing. Work 
is almost impossible to come by, and nothing is ever 
a "sure thing." But Stephens holds his head high, and 
expects the bert. 

"I don't believe that every person has to go through 
the suffering and the struggle," he said. "I think we 
make it as hard for ourselves as we choose to. If I say 
to myself, this is so hard and Fm not going to make 
it." tlien 1 set up that pattern in my life. 

"But if 1 say, 'I enjoy what I'm doing and I'm good 
at what I'm doing and I want to keep doing it.' 1 think 
that's what 1 11 keep doing." 

Stephens cherishes the other parts of his life that 
give him great pleasure, mainly his friends and 
solitude in which he finds his spiritual self. 
"I used to go crazy if I was alone, but now I cherish

the time when I am alone, " he said. "I like to just sit 
alont^ in a room with my headset on and listen to 
mstrurnenlal ja/.z music." 

But touring companies do not allow a lot of free time 
alone fur Lheir cast members. Tours of this size usually 
only stay one or two nights in a town for 
performances; days are spent traveling on a bus 
together. But St^hens takes great care to get his time 
alone. 

•*I tnake time," he said. 

"It was great working with Mark," said Bradford 
Crews, a fellow classmate. "It was fun working with 
Mark. Mark is a very supportive actor." 

Being out of sch<K)l does have some effect on 
Stephen's life. 

"I miss the people at FSU," said Stephens. "I had 
some gieat times here. But I honestly don't miss 
college life." 

For Stephens, his college years were not the best 
\ ears of his life, and he offers a curious belief as to 
why. 

"I believe that I'm in the besty^MW right now . And 
maybe when I'm 32, those will he the l»st years," 
Stephens said. "I don't like to think of it as those (the 
college years) were the best tinw, but every moment 

is the best time." 

Still, Stephens has not forgotten what the FSU 
School of Theatre has done for him. 

"The people of FSU were instrumental in (my) 
knowing that the artistic part is what is important 
to me," said Stephens. "If I get fame and fortune, 
great, I'm not going to turn it down, but it's not the 
goal. 

Ironically, while Stephens was at FSU he played a 
role in A Chorus Line. He has also appeared 
professionally in Into The Woods, La Cage A 
Fnlles.Gypsy and Brigadoon.

The Stale l'ni\(.!-i:\ System l^'hancellor t"harle> Heed issued a 
statement m late December asking that all qualified administrators 
volunteer to instruct a summer course 

"No one is going to be compelled Essentially, this is a service." BOR 
spokesperson Pat Riordan said. "It appears to bt^ a lot of people willing 
to chip in and help " 

The need for administrators ti-* ttMch summer course's come> after .1 siau- 
revenue shortfall forced two separate budget cuts totaling abiHit o percent 
ot the statt 's t.ducation budget. Main schools, including Flinnda AiS:M 
University, chose to deal with the cuts mainly by reducing sumnu r r-ciuuil 
programs. 

In the latest round of cuts, tmalized last week. Florida Slate University 
lost $3.6 million and FAMU lost $1.1 million The university system as 
a whole lost $25 :^ niillion 

Reed couldn't be t'eached foi- comment, but he said in a press release

"This IS nothing more than a stop gap," he -^aui ' \Ve'\ f had to cut every 
dollar of new revenues this year, but we stii; have more than 7,000 nesv 
students.

But despite the 
rhetoric, it was not Saddam Hussein 
but President Bush who made the 
"miscalculations" that brought the 
United States to war. 

Of coursel they are only 
nvlscalculations if you believe the 
upcommt: war was unintentional 
Theories suggesting more sinister 
motives behind Bush's actions- 
gaining U.S. access to the world's 
oil supplies, establishing a perma- 
nent military pre^nce in the 
\ olatile Arab wwld to keep it under 
U.S. contrpl, greasing the gears of 
a military-industrial complex 
threatened with rust by Cold War 
thaw— seem all the more plausible 
m light of the course Bush has 
taken. 



It's hard to believe with all the 
uncertainties of war in the region- 
nobody knows how long it will last, 
how many will die. whether there 
would be a Kuwait for the emirs to 
return to. whether it would t'urther 
de\ astate a U.S. economy tottering 
on the edge, whether it would fur 
ther destabilize the region— that 
Bush even considered it an option. 

And it's hard to believe that Bush 
didn't give the sanctions a chance. 
No, there was no guarantee that 
they would have worked It would 
have required a lot of etTort to keep 
the international community united 
behind them, and some creativity to 
help those countries who would 
have suffered as a result. But cer- 
tainly they were a much better 
alternative than war 

Bush has justified his decision for 
war by comparing Iraqi President 
Saddam Hus.-;ein to Hitler, but his 
analog>- is flawed Regardle,->> of 
how despicable and ruthies.s Hus- 



sein may be, Iraq is no Nazi Ger 
many. With his forces tied down in 
Kuwait, and sanctions cutting his 
imFK)rt -dependent country off from 
oil revenue and vital supplies of 
every kind. Hussein has nowhere lo 
go except, eventually, out 

The president isn't .><olely to 
blame. Congress is an equal partner 
in the crime. Refusing its constitu- 
tional responsibility for petty 
political reasons. Congress did not 
debate the merits of war until two 
months after the additional troops 
were ordered. By then, having sue 
cumbed to the momentum and 
bought into the idea of there actual 
ly being a cteadline for war, it was 
too late. Spinelessly, many of our 
elected officials, including Florida's 
Bob Graham, chose to blindly 
pledge their allegiance to the presi- 
dent rather than point out his folly. 

The American people must share 
some of the blame, too. Bush con 
tinued to narrow his options with 
scarcely a peep of protest from the 
masses. Until very recently, he had 
carte blanche. 

That is finally changing. People 
are realizing how disastrous Bush's 
decisions have been, and how tragic 
and .senseless this war is. 

But It's a little too late.

Kuwait and included a pledge the 
United Nations would give priority 

to solving the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Arab diplomats m the Middle 
East expressed hope beforehand 
that Saddam would consider the 
plan and ask his parliament to 
endorse it in a special session 
Monday, just before the Tuesday 
deadline for Iraq to leave Kuwait. 

"This is the last chance. " an Arab 
ambassador in Cairo said. "Perez de 
Cuellar is ofTenng Saddam what he 
can . . if Saddam refuses, it will be 
war." 

Perez dt- Cuellar told reporters at 
the i^irpon he had "become more 
aware of the Iraqi position" and was 
hurr\'ing back to report to the 
Security Council, but gave no 
further explanation. 

"i have to be in New York at 9 
o'clock Monday morning to rep>ort 
on m>' discussions with the Iraqis to 
the Security Council." said Perez de 
Cuellar. who planned to take the 
supersonic Concorde jet on the leg 
from Paris to New York. 

In Washington. National Security 
Adviser Brent Scowcroft told the 
C.S. television network NBC that 
while he remained hopeful about 



the outcome of the Perez de Cuellar 
mission, "if you look at the record 
so far. you have to be pessimistic. " 

The United States has at lease 
370,000 troops deployed in the Gulf 
region, alongside some 240,000 
troop? from allied nations including 
England. France, Eg> pt and Syria. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Sharaa. meanwhile, warned Israel 
not to get involved in the crisis even 
in self defense, because " its 
intervention means mixing the ... 
cards in the region." 

A high-level U.S. delegation 
headed by U.S. Undersecretary of 
State Lawrence Eagleburger 
reportedly was giving the Israelis a 
similar message during talks in 
Jerusalem Sunday 

Secretary of State James Baker 
meanwhile visited with Turkish 
officials in Ankara Sunday before 
traveling to London during his 
European and Arab tour to shore up 
the anti-Iraq alliance. 

In Baghdad Sunday, the official 
Iraqi News Agency reported 
Saddam said. "We refuse the order 
of hegemony that America intends 
to impc^ on Iraq, the Arabs and the 
world ... 

"We think the path that would 
achieve security and stability in the 
regrion is the road that would return 
Palestine to its original citizens ...," 



he said. 

Iraq has repeatedly said the Gulf 
crisis should be linked to other 
regional problems, such as Israel's 
occupation of Palestinian lands. 

Baker has repeatedly ruled out 
U.S. support for an immediate 
international peace conference on 
the Middle East, in case it is 
construed as a reward for Iraqi 
aggression. 

But Sunday. British Foreign 
Secretary Douglas Hurd, making 
his own Middle East tour, said in 
Amman, Jordan, that if the 
Palestinian problem is not solved, 
"all the injustices, the insecurity 
that comes from that problem 
remains " 

Britiun on Sunday meanwhile 
e.xpelled 28 b'aqi diplomats, cutting 
the staff at Iraq's London embassy 
to four because the present level of 
staffing was unjustified." 

Britain, like most Western 
countries, has already evacuated its 
staff from Baghdad Turkey also 
said Sunday it was ordering its 
diplomats home. 

In Turkey, Dutch experts arrived 
to prepare for the deployment of 
Patriot surfact-to-air missiles. A 
total of 300 Dutch and U.S. experts 
are to arrive to operate the missiles 
aimed at defending Turkey against 
an Iraqi attack.

how we It-ei. said one 
demonstrator. Larry Teich. "I've 
been doing this since the '70s and 
I have gotten sort of burned out— 
the futility of it all. But I'm here for 
my son. All he sees is what's on the 
news, the negative. I want him to 
see some life-affirming messages as 
a balance." 

Roger Peace, a member of the 
Tallahassee Peace Coalition, which 
co-sponsored the rally, agreed. 

"These kinds of things don't have 
any immediate effect." Peace said. 
"You build support. People realize 
there are a lot of people who think 



like themselves. And it helps to 
raise the issue for pec^le who are 
unconcerned or who may have been 
brought up not to question foriegn 
policy or the president ' 

Acting on behalf of concerned 
constituents. Peace was supposed to 
present petitions calling for a 
peaceful solution to U.S. Rep. Pete 
Peterson, who represents North 
Florida. But Peterson was still in 
Washington voting against the 
resolution to OK the use of force 
against the Iraqis. 

In between speakers, skits were 
periormed and members of the 
Tallahassee music world took the 
stage. The peace choir moved the 
crowd with many protest songs. The 
big favorite was the song "Give 
Peace A Chance '; over 500 hands 



waved peace signs in the air and 
voices chanted the song over and 
over. 

The Stumpbreakers, a 
collaboration of 15 local musicians, 
did an acoustic "SOs i^t and Tim 
Fitch and 14 Cents closed out the 
day. 

"I think these rallies have an 
incredible impact." said Ed Deaton, 
past president of the Tallahassee 
Veterans for Peace, another sponsor 
of the rally. "We haven't fired a 
shot. There are no Ixxiy bags coming 
home yet. But there are over 1,000 
people here demonstrating for peace 
and that sends a message. Let's 
honor this memorial, let s not have 
another memorial. Let's not main 
another generation."

Film looks at Price of war

Traditionally, there is a concept that in an 

international conflict '"a nation goes to war." But after 
all the talk of politics, "higher" ideals and 
nationalistic bravado is pushed aside. The truth is 
that war will be individual men and women who fight 

md die. 

This IS a major theme in Raoul Walsh s 1926 film 
What Price Glory? The film, based on the play by 
Maxwell Anderson and Laurence Stallings, is a 
successful, if not odd, balance between a comedy about 
a love triangle and a drama about men facing the 
horrors of war. Though these styles are standard 
entertainment clichts. Walsh's skillful handling of the 
story makes for a wholly satisfying movie. 

The plot revolves around two full-time Marines, 
Captain Flagg (the towering Victor McLaglan* and 
non-commissioned officer Quirt (Edmund Lowe, well 
known at the time as a romantic lead). Both have a 
great deal of begrudging respect and admiration for 
each other, but are highly competitive, especially 
when it comes to women. They knew each other in 
China and the Philippines, and then meet up again 
in France dui'ing World War I. fighting against the 
Ciermans and fighting with each other for the 
attention of a beautiful French girl. Charmaine, 
pla> ed flirtatiously by Dolores Del Rio. 

While not in the field, their troops are spending 
most of their time in a small French villiage tiying 
to live it up with wine and women— usually with quite 
humorous results. Much of the humor (and part of the 
plot) is quite risque Hook for mouthed obscenities of 
the two Marinesi. Ironically, the same film could not 
have been released in Hollywood ten years later, due 
to an increasingly tight gi-ip by industry's film codes. 

In contrast to the town, the scenes on the battlefield 



are brutal. If not for the color tinting used in the 
restoration of the film, much of it could be passed off 
as documentary f(X)tage. Walsh pulls no punches in 
depicting the amount of death delt out by the newly 
developed weapons capable of killing more people 
with less effort. The most disturbing shot was oi'a line 
of men in a trench being covered by dirt in an 
explosion. Only their bayonets were sticking out of 
the earth. 

Though Flagg and Quirt are war weary, they do 
what they feel is their duty. Though never 
questioning his own involvement, Flagg fears for the 
young and innocent draftees. His personal reaction 
to a fi*esh group of recruits is mainly despair and pity. 
He can only ask himself why the earth must be 
washed with the blood of young men every 30 years. 
Like many things in the film, this verges on cliche, 
but like many cliches, it has a ring of truth. 

There is no doubt that this film is an indictment 
on the institution of war. though, probably thanks to 
the fact it is silent, there are no overly long speeches 
yelling this. The movie points no fingers at any 
government or country, nor does it offer an idealized 
solution It just shows the effects of the war on 
individuals put into situations be>ond their control. 

The film was well-accepted by critics and audiences 
alike. W'alsh. who began under D. W. Griffith, had 
already established himself a few years before with 
The Thief of Bagdad, starring Douglas Fairbanks. 
Walsh went on to be a successful Hollywood director 
for the next four decades. 

What Price Glory? plays tonight at 7:30 at 
M(K>re Auditorium. Though it is quite easy to find 
the 1952. John F^ord version of this film, the 
original version is quite rare, so see it while you 
can. It will be followed by Akira Kurosawa's 
interpretation of Dostoyevski's The Idiot

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Finney's defense, not offense,

Surprisingly, it wasn't Reginald Finney's offense 
that made a difference Saturday night in his first 
game back-he hit just 3 of 12 shots. 

Instead, it was his defense that helped propel 
Florida A&M to a 77 73 over South Carolina State 
before 3.503 at Gaither Gym. 

"Finney ^ presence made the difference tonight. '

Wanda Burns broke the 1,000-point niark and led her teammates to a 90-61 
win over t'lncmnati. 

FSU improved its Metro Conference mark to 2-0 with the w m and upped 
its overall record to 8-2. The Lady Seminoles are tied with South Carolina, 
which beat Louisville on Saturday, for the conference lead. 

However. FSU faces a tough Metro test tonight with Louisville. 11-3 
overall and 2 1 in the league. The game begins at 7 p.m. at Tully Gym. 

FSL' ("(tach Marynell Meadors said her team stayed focused throughout 
the game and allowed her te substitute libei-ally. 

'Our game plan worked and we didn't have to make changes when others 
came m," Meadors said 

Five Lady "Noles came otf tlu- bench to combine for 28 points, including 
tvvo 3 point shots and 19 rebounds. 

"We just focused in and did what we do best," Meadors said. "And that's 
to play good half-court defense, rebound and run." 

Cincinnati was forct'd out of its post game, scoring only 38 points inside 
and allowing FSL"' a 45 33 rebounding edge— all despite their star player. 
6 toot 2 Tonva Ta\ loi-. scoring 31 points. Meadors called the FSU effort 
"thf l>est game of the year, defensively." 

The Lady Seminoles hit 78 percent of their free-throws and 4 of 9 of their 
3-pointers. They also consistently rallied the crowd with fast-breaks ofT 
steals. 

Sophomore Tia Paschal led FSU scorers with 23 points and six rebounds, 
but the day belonged to Burns. The 5 foot 8 guai'd earned the game ball 
16 minutes into the contest for scoring her l.OOOth career point— a lay-up 
off a steal Burns finished the da\ with 18 points.

Farmers crying foul over a 
road that will disrupt harvests

Citn^tiHict Kin (in a road thai \\\\] 
Cdnilnne the Florida A&M 
l'ni\ iM>ity "Florida State University 
School ot' Engineering with 
Innovation Park has some 
Tallahassee residents angi'v. 

The road will run through two 
inactive plots of FSU land that are 
used for farming by local citizens. 
The approximately two-acre tract of 
land is known informally as the 
FSr Farm 

Thomas Hendry, who ha- 1 armed 
the land for the last nine years, said 
building the road—which began 
Thursday— violates farmers' rights. 

He said signs telling the farmers 
the road would be constructed were 
put up by staff at Innovation Park 
Jan. 2 "as a convenience." 

"This area has been designated 
for road construction by Florida 
State I'niversity Construction 
to begin immediately ... If you 
wish to harvest do so quickly," the 
signs read. 

Hendry said this was the first 
notice that a road was going to be 
built. He said farmers' rights of due 
process were violated because there 
was no public hearing or prior 
notilication thai some plots would 
be pa\ed over. 

"We claim the natural law rights 
of good stewardship, unbroken over 
a 25 year period, though the land as 
a whole is owned by the state of 
Florida under the auspices of 
Florida State University, " Hendry 
wrote in a Jan. 8 letter to Lt. Gov. 
Buddy MacKay 

The road will cost $2 million and 
IS a joint project o\' FSU. the state 
and Innovation Park- home of the 
university's new national magnet 
lab. It will be an extension of Levy 
Street and will run to the 
engineering school via the FSl' 
farm and Innovation Park. At that 
junction it will provide access to 
the planned 70,000-squarefoot 
magnet lab. 

Cilenn Berman. the unotTicial 
supervisor of the farm, said 10 
percent to 25 percent of the farm 
would be directly aftected by the 
road. 

Farmers grow e\erything from 
cabbage to garlic, squash and 
onions on the plots S(»me of them 
are also u>ed as tlowtT ht'd> 

Linda Nicholson, nuiikeimg 
director of Innovation P;yk. said the 
land w as surveyed before the route 
was planned. She said planners 
decided to build the road through 
the farm to preserve patriarchal 
oaks and a pond in the area. 

Berman and other farmers are 
concerned about their farms for 
several reasons. Among other 
things, they say the mad will bring 
more visibility to the farm, ^^hlch 
will result in increased vandalism 
Hendry said he has been talking to 
lawyers to find out his rights 

But according to Martin Roeder.

According to Hendry, the farmers 
have been allowed to use the land 
for about 25 years unde'- a N orhal 
agreement uith InnovatKui F.irk 

But the farmers aren't giving up 
hope. Hendry said "natural law "-a 
term dating back to Biblical times 
meaning that when a farmer 
nurtures his land, he is its rightful 
caretaker— is still valid today. He 
said the actions of the local farmers 
have helped preservt- and prntect 
the land. Ht- said it boils dcwn to 
"Crod's law v> state law ' And 
although he said it i> pr(»bably too 
late for any type of legal recourse, 
he hopes to find a provision m the 
Tallahassee-Leon County 
Comprehensive Growth Plan that 



will save the land

Department of Defenbe contractor (ienei al Dynamics from the city's year 
old ant i apartheid ordinance should come as no surprise. 

In fact, the oi^natice's apparatus— and with it any meaning it may have 
had— began to be dismantled a long time ago. 

The beginning of the law's downfall began last April when the commission 
fir.st began to compromise the intent of the ordinance. It was then that 
commissioners allowed the city to do busine^^ with companies Ford New 
HiilLmd and Bill Tliomas Chevrolet, whose parent companies— Ford and 
Cieneral .Motors— have ties to South Africa. 

The oi'dinance says Tallahassee may not do business with companies 
appearing on the T.S. liusuuss in South Africas list. But commissioners - 
basing their vote on City Attorney Jim English's ruling that the ordinance 
was not applicable to the companies because of their "indirect" ties to South 
.•\trica— voted to follow through with the contracts 

The e\ eiit marks the beginning of the end for the short-lived idea— now 
nniliin^^ but a blue-print for what Tallahassee's position on the i.ssue of 
apartheid should be. but isn/t 

Tiu' w holt- })(iiiit to the nrdmance was tu lielp i he c]tx d(. it-. iiioimI dutx 
a> a i. (»nmiunity put pre»u!-e on itie South All ican govei nnienl to end the 
in>t itutionali/ed raci.-^ni ot apartheid. 

Why should commissioners really care "how little" a corporation is involved 
with a government whose minority ruling class is behind the torture of 
hundreds of political prisoners? 

The move which kicked the teeth out of the ordinance came last July, when 
rMHimissioners reversed an earlier decision to not do business with British 
Petroleum Cias Company. 

British Petroleum Oil- BP Gas' parent corporation— not ouIn has direct ties 
to .Suith .-\frica. it has a history of ruthlessly exploiting Third World countries 
m order to ply its trade. 

The commissioners who voted for the motion in the 3 2 decision- Bob 
Hightower. Debbie Lightly and Mayor Steve Meisburg--argued they couldn't 
ask residents to put out the $587,000 yearly that would be saved if the city 
agreed to deal with BP. 

Again the commission compromised the ordinance's intent. 

It <fems the p)i>cketho()ks of Tallahassreans. or at least those of the 
coinnussion majority, are more important than helping bring South Africa 
into the 1990> w liere. theoret icallx . racial equality is universally accepted 

It the c it\ sees tit to do hu-mess with British Petrnh'um, what doe.- it mean 
to ha\ e an ant i apartheid t>rdinance considered- at least on paper -one of 
"the toughest m the country?" 

Not much. 

As Dorothy Inman Crews. the only commissioner to consistently uphold 
the intent of the ordinance, put it during the BP debate, "either we have 
an ordinance or we don t " The commission majority never enforced the 
ordinance .so it never truly had one. 

.Soen m this light, exempting Ceneral Dynamics is actually consistent — 
albeit morally wrong- witli earlier rulings 

What does it mean to hii\r an anti-apartheid ordinance which, strict as 
it IS. has not stopped a single corporation with business dealings in South 
Africa from doing business in Tallahassee? 

It means that, just as white South Africa is not ready to fully release its 
hold on power and control over the black majority, Tallahassee is not ready 
to help force it to do so.

major at Florida State University. 

"I'm sorry (Congress) supported 
the president," echoed Lynn 
Jozefczyk. an educational 
consultant. "I think we should stay 
out of the whole situation." 

Still others said that while they 
thou^'ht a military presence m the 
oil-nch Middle East was necessary, 
war wasn't. 

*i think there's a lot of other ways 
in dealing with the problem than 
killing people," said 37-year old 
state government worker Jim Fox 
outside a small shopping mall on 
Pensacohi Street "A military 
blockade would h(= ^ood 1 don't 
think we should attack . . . 
(Hussein) can be stopped without us 
taking American lives." 

A retired U.S. Air Force 
lieutenant colonel wh. ) .served five 
years in World War II said he is not 
opposed to initiatin^f a war But he 
added that it shouldn't have to be 
fought for long. 

"I wish they would drop the 
atomic bomb over there so we 
wouldn't lose an American life," 



said David Avant. Jr.. who said he 
tought in the European Theater 
between 1941 and 1945. "The 
sooner we run them out of there, the 
better for the whole world. You 
can't appease a dictator— we 
learned that in Munich." 

Last Saturday, Bush received 
congressional approval to declare 
war. Some residents are happy with 
the OK and say that now is the time 
to follow the president's direction m 
the Gulf. 

"I support the president in 
whatever he wants to do," said 
Chris Collins, a 25-year-old 
meteorologist who works for a 
weather service in town. 

FSU .student Lisa Beasley agreed 
She said that although she doesn't 
want a wai*, she supports Bush's 
actions. 

"(Bush) is going through all the 
right channels and doing 
everything he has to," the 23-year- 
old music major said. 

Others weren't so sure. 

'"W^e don't have any business over 
there." said 23 year-old Lisa 
Wyartt. who's fiance is currently in 
the Marine 8th Ta:ik Battalion 
stationed in Saudi Arabia. "George 
Bush isn't thinking about how 



many people wall die— he's thinking 
about winning." 

W^yartt. who works at the 
Paperback Rack, added that she is 
just as confused about the situation 
as the soldiers in the desert. 

"I don't understand what we're 
doing over there. " she said. "What's 
sad is that half the guys over there 
are saying they don't know what 
they're fighting for. It's sad becau.^e 
too manv lives are going to be lost." 

Florida A&M University student 
Tracy Hayes knows first-hand what 
it's like to have friends and 
relatives stationed in the desert. 
Four of her family members are 
now' in the Gulf region. 

"A lot of them are young. " the 
20-year old business and 
administration major said. "A lot of 
them just went in (to get money for 
their) education, because I have 
classmates over there too. 
Hopefully, they'll come back safe, 
soon." 

Wyartt echoed Hayes sentiment. 

"The families that are left here 
are already having trouble paying 
bills," she said. "Some of those men 
could be breadwinners. What are 
they going to do if their 
breadwinners die in a stupid war?"

He suggested France's proposal, along with a spate of new peace 
initiatives from Libya, Yemen and Tunisia, could be counterproductive 

"What they have all tended to do is to somehow take an intransigent 
Saddam Hussein and oflfer him more and more, contrary to the process 
that was agreed to in the Security Council and the resolutions," Pickering 
said. 

It was unclear, however, whether a breach in the U.S. and French 
positions had opened The French have always argued for some kind of 
international peace conference but the differences with the U.S. were 
usually papered over. 

By raising the proposal at the last minute, differences withm iht 
international coalition arrayed against Iraq were once again visible. 

A U.S. official suggested the move was "typically French," in that France 
appeared to be acting outside the fold as it tried to send positive signals 
to Iraq and other Arab states. 

It was unclear if the French proposal would be acted on by the Council.

FSU committee selects land off 
campus for parking, office space

A president-appointed committee at Florida State 
University is setting out to expand campus 
boundaries for more parking, classroom and office 
space. 

FSU President Bernard Sliger formed the land 

purchasing committee in September after the Florida 
Legislature allocated $5 million to be used by the 
university for campus expansion. 

The university will begin purchasing land within 
the next two-to-three months. And by next fall, 
students and staff at FSU will find more places to 
park, according to Chair of the Land Acquisitions 
Committee Fred Standley. 

"Florida ^te is the most densely populated campus 
in the university system. We have the smallest main 
campus of any of the universities." Standley said last 
week. .As a result, he added. FSU cannot provide 
nearlv enough parking spaces for its students and 
statT. 

FSU ranks third among Florida's nine state 
universities in student enrollment— 28,000— but has 
the smallest main campus with only 347 acres. The 
University of Florida has nearly 3,000 acres, and the 
University of South Florida has l.(X)0 acres. 

"The parking is absurd on our campus." Standley 
said, referring to the school's 7.000 parking spaces. 
"With 4.500 employees, we don't even have enough 
parking spaces for all of our stall to find a place to 
park, let alone for our students." 

Carl Blackwell. vice chancellor of finance and 
budget for the State University System, said "there's 
no doubt" that FSU is Florida's neediest school when 
it comes to campus space. 

'You can look at the growth of the campus and see 
that they have used most of the space that's 
availahlf," Blackwell said 

He added that one way to deal with this is to buy 



additional land and push the campus's boundaries 

outward 

Tom Kiiowlt'.-, directdr of the university physical 
plant, said the land purchasing conuniitee plans to 
extend FSU's eastern boundary one block from 
Copeland Street to Macomb Street. 

"What we're trv'ing to do is fill in the borders of the 
university." said Knowles. who is also a member of 
the committee. 'Anyone that walks around campus 
can see we've used up as much green space as we 
possibly can." 

By buN ing more land. Knovs les.said. the university 
can preserve what's let\ of FSU's landscape. 

The committee's priorities, according to Knowles. 
are to buy more land for parking and academic space. 
He said another top priority is to purchase additional 
land for the University Center, which will wrap 
around Doak Campbell Stadium 

The .>5tate Board of Regents has already approved 
a list of 22 pu'ces of land that the committee says it's 
most inU'rested in. If the list is passtni by the state 
Board of Education this month, the committee will 
then have to wait for the land to be appraised before 
starting negotiations. Aft^er price agreements are 
reached, purchasing can begin. 

Standley said that he is not sure how many pieces 
of land the university will get for its $5 million since 
all of their prices vary 

But Standley did say that nearly every piece of land 
being considered is nearby, or next to, the campus 
He listed parcels of land on Call Street -near the Fmt' 
-•\rts Building— Pensacola Street and Woodward 
Avenue as possible purchases. 

Although the land purchasing committee cannot 
decide on the specific use of any property it buys, it 
will take into consideration possible uses for the space. 
Standley said Another committee— the univi-rsity 
Campus Development Committee— will decide what 
thf pu!"fh.t-e- a(.'tua!!\ hv u-e'

A 22 year old F'lorida State University law student drn ing a car in a 
Dec. 11 accident was arrested after tests proved that Ins hlocKi alcohol le\ el 
was over the legal linut. Tallahassee Police Department spokesperson Phil 
Kiracofe said Monday 

John Allan Dickson, of 2020 Continental Ave., turned himself into the 
Tallahassee Police Department Monday afternoon after a warrant for his 
arrest was obtained by the police. 

In the accident, Dickson's 1987 Ford Bronco overturned, throwing two 
passengers from the car. One of the passengers. Denise Marie Diaz— 
another FSU law student— was killed. The other passenger thrown from 
the car was 22 year-old Kyle McFadden. 

.•\lthough there was s^^eculation that Dickson was drinking and dn\ ing, 
Kiracofe said no charges were made until the results of blood-alcohol tests 
were obtained. 

"Dickson has been charged with DUI manslaughter and DUI causing 
serious bodily injury," Kiracofe said. 

He was taken to the Leon County Jail and is being held there under 
a $3,500 bond.

The debate turned on the issue of how much monev 
should be allocated for -senate representation at the 
coalition's February conference Student Sen 
Shaundra Sullivan contended that $2,000 was a 
reasonable amount m light of budget constraints. She 
pointed out. "We can send 10 representatives and save 
>1.0'r>0 for other programs " 

"Tne reason I opposed the $3,000 appropriation was 
because I wasn't sure of how much money wt- had :". 
our account." Sullivan said, "i didn't want us to be 
short when other organizations come to us tor funds " 

Sen Theo Hamiter Jr. argued m favor of allotting 
the full $3,000 solicited by coalition spokesperson 
Daniel Boylen II. 

"We should send as many FAMU representatives 
as possible." Hamiter said. "The conference will 
further empower our legislature through contacts and 
nefA v-kmg with our peers at historically black 



Hamiter said the F.-\MU Student Senate h;-.s come 
a long way. but so tar most of its contacts have been 
with traditionally white institutions. 

"By p^x-'hng our resouives we should be able to work 
on proiects with a national scope, like lobb>;n^ the 
secretar> of education." Hamiter said. 

The idea for a coalition congress tor traditionally 
black institutions originated last September, 
according to FAMU junior Keshia Walker, who is 
serving as prop-am committee chair tor the ooalitioi^ 

"Dunne conversations with student go\e!-nment 
: I pre^en:a::^ es and campus officials at other schools, 
we realized we had a lot of common interests," Walker 
said. "The pui pi'St. of the congi-es> is to set up a 
coalition between historically black college.- and 
universities, to help combat the social, political and 
economic problems that are threatening our campuses 
today" 

In addition to the sen.itt delegath 11, FAMU will be 
represented at t"ne coiiterence by members of the 
student government t \; .litive cabinet and several at- 
large campu^ organ:. . it :on leaders, according to 
Walker A : tal ot 2o FAMU student representatives 
will attend the conp-ess. which will host at least 200 
delegates trom other schools, she said.

A man driving a truck shot at two Tallahassee 
police otTicers Wednesday morning, according to 
Tallahassee Police Department spokesperson Mark 
Meadows. 

The shot missed the ofTicers and the suspect was 
eventually caught and arrested. Meadows said 
Wednesday afternoon. 

According to Meadows, the incident occurred at 
12:18 a.m. on West Orange Avenue.

John Avery and Stan Hoover, were monitoring traffic 
with radar when the suspect. David Leon Miller, 
allegedly slowed his truck, shot at the otTicers and 
drove on.

But counter-demonstrators 
disagi-eed with DeGrove's side of 
the story, saying it was DeGrove 
who instigated the fight. The 
counter-demonstrator involved in 
the dispute left before he could be 
interviewed. 

"They came and were on our 
private property," said Florida 
State University junior Christina 
DiVitto, an organizer of the counter 
demonstration. "They're supposed 
to be peace-advocating people and 
here they are starting fights." 

Counter-demonstrators at the 
rally waved American flags at 
passing cars and carruxi signs that 
read "No More Jane Fonda" and 
"Support Our Soldiers." Many of 
them accused anti-war protesters of 
being "un-American." 

"I think they're out here holding 
up peact signs because it's in style. 
It looks like something out of the 
1960s," said Amy Henegar, a 
member of FSU College 
Republicans. Henegar. who was 
clad m red. white and blue, added 
that she thinks anti-war protesters 
are sending "bad vibes" to 
American soldiers stationed in the 
Persian Gulf. 

But Barry Emerson, a former 
soldier in th? 101st U S. Airborne 
Division in Ft. Campbell. Ky.. said 
he is protesting against the war 
because he disagrees with ihe 
government s policy, not because he 
is un-American. 

"If I am un-American, it's in the 
sense that I'm an earthling before 
I'm an Aiaerican," Emerson said. 

Tallahassee resident Michael 
Weddmgton said the counter- 
demonstrators were advocating 
killing by supporting the war in the 
Middle Ea.st. 

"I just think that they're 
misguided," said Weddmgton, a 
peace advocate during the Vietnam 
War. "It's sad to see people get 
killed, but it"s even sadder to kill 
other people." 

.•\ntiwar protesters at the 
demons! riit ion carried sitins 
ranging from "Elvis is ali\e and 
well m Iraq-Don't bomb! ' to "Chop 
and kill in suits of green is feeding 
Bush's war machine." 

At one point, Weddington got into 
a heated argument with counter 
demonstrator James Sargeant. who 
later gave a speech in suppport of 
American soldiers m the Middle 
East. Sargeant said he became 
angry when Weddington called the 
soldiers "murderers." 



"When our soldiers came back 
(from Vietnam I they were treated 
like animals. I think .-soldiers would 
like to believe that the U.S. 
supports them and that they're not 
being demonstrated against," said 
Sargeant, an FSU student. 

Retired U.S. Army Capt. Merv 
Libby attended Wednesday's rally, 
but said he was dividtxl 

"I'm 100 percent against our 
government policy, but I'm 110 
percent for our troops." said Libby, 
who fought in the Vietnam War for 
two years. He said he did not 
disagree with the views of anti-war 
protesters during the 1960s, but 
that he did disagree with some of 
their militant techniques. 

"Eve been spit on and had shit 
thrown in my face, lafter returning 
from Vietnam.)" Libby said. He 
added that anti-war demonstrations 
during the 1960s hurt morale 
among American troops. 

Anti-war protesters and counter- 
demonstrators engaged in shouting 
matches on-and-ofT during the rally. 
One protester, who attended 
various peace rallies in the past 
month, said Wednesday 
demonstration was the most hostile. 

"Everyone's real tense because 
they know it's going down," the 
protester said. "Everyone's just 
really upset." 

The two groups lined up and 
shouted back and forth at each 
other when counter-demonstrators 
began singing to Lee Cireenwood's 
country and western song, "Proud 
to be an American." 

"You ain't got a clue. Think about 
this," 18-year old Dusty Brock said 
as he pointed to a sign which read 
"Support our Soldiers." 

"These (peace advocates* are 
crazy. They're living in a dream 
world. If we don't stop Iraq, we're 
going to he gone." Brock said. 

After the shouting match ended, 
an anti war protester ran by and 
unplugged the counter- 
demonstrators' stereo system. 

TPD shut down the stereo system 
after receiving an anonymous 
complaint. P'^lice ^aid thev turned 
the svstem ■•It because counter- 
demonstrators did not have a city 
permit to play their stereo at the 
site. 

"I think it was a really obnoxious 
thing for these people to . . . drown 
us out with all of their mega- 
bucks." said Obbie Zendik. an anti 
war protester upset about the loud 
stereo "There's definitely been a lot 
of hostility directed toward the 
[H-ace mos-ement by the counter- 
protesters."

That is the only way to describe war hawk President George Bush's 
proclamation declaring Monday, Jan. 21, as National Sanctity of Human Life 
day 

Bush ha> (Itployt-d more than 400,000 troops to the Middle East and 
promised to "kick ass" in this war. American men and women will die; 
whether the casualty count is one or 1,000, it wili be too many. And let's 
not forget the number of Iraqi troops who will die also. Alter all, politics aside, 
a life is a life. 

If Bush really ^^ave a hoot about human life, he would have given the 
sanctions placed against Iraq time to work. Instead, he chose war. And the 
bottom line is, war takes lives— not preserves them. 

Bush is trying to sway Americans to support this war by telling them 
Saddam is guilty of human rights violations-gassing the rebellious Kurdish 
minority, among other things. Which is ti-ue Rut what Bush is neglecting 
to lell people is that the U.S. is also guilty of human rights violations— backing 
the Salvadoran government, as well as "allies" in this war like Syria, which 
has tortured and gassed people also. 

But the hypocrisy continues. 

The deadline for Saddam to pull out of Kuwait or face the consequences 
of w ar fell on what would have been pacifist civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King, Jr s 62nd birthday. Granted, the deadline was passed by the United 
Nations, but it was Bush who pushed for the deadline, which fell on the 
birthday of a man who believed civil disobedience, not violence, is the way 
to effect social change. 

Compounding the matter, Bush's proclamation for human life day — which 
is really moot now that war is here -falls on the federal holiday honoring 
King's birthday. Maybe he'> .Nuitering from v.hite man's guilt. 

Whether it was intentional doesn't matter; Bush is slapping every black 
American's face. First, there is a grossly disproportionate number of blacks 
stationed in the Middle East supporting a president who has struck down 
civil rights legislation and is attempting to dismantle minority scholarships. 
Simply put, blacks are fighting for a country that has, and continues to, deny 
their basic constitutional rights 

King is probably rolling over m his gi'ave now, as he should be. 

But the hyp(K-nsy doesn't end there. 

In addition to proclaiming Monday as National Sanctity of Human Life 
Day, Bush reiterated his staunch anti-choice stance claiming that "... the 
lives (of both mother and child) must be protected." 

By opposing abortion. Bush is indirectly supporting the slaughter of women 
who would die in botched, bloody, back-alley abortions. He claims he wants 
to protect unborn "children." but refuses to adequately support federal 
programs aimed at helping children born to families who can't afford them. 

Instead of proclaiming Monday the National Sanctity of Human Life Day, 
maytu- he should have proclaimed it National Hypocrisy day. It would have 
iieen more fitting.

Scud missile launches were "false 
reports." 

The operation— involving s{-»me of 
the most high technolog^• weaponry 
on Earth — is txpected to run for 
some time, and neither Powell nor 
Cheney would speculate about 
whether ground forces would be 
called in. 

Iraq has roughly 540.000 trcwps m 
the desert theater and 4.200 tanks. 
Allied forces totaled 690.000 with 
more than 100 ships, including six 
aircraft carriers and 1,800 fi.xed- 
wing aircraft. 

Cheney said he signed the order 
setting the attack in motion on 
Tuesday afternoon but made it sub- 
ject to the consent of the president. 

"No one should doubt our ability 
and our resolve to carry out our mis- 



sion and achieve our objectives. " 
said Cheney, who said Iraq's 
capabilities threaten allied forces in 
the region. 

The attack, at 7 p.m. EST. occur- 
red at a.m. Saudi time at a period 
when there was no moon— prime 
hours for I'.S. aircraft equipped 
with night -fighting capability. 

Powell and Cheney said the U.S. 
aircraft came from all services and 
President Bush, in his address, said 
the targets included Iraqi tanks, 
suggesting that Air Force A- 10 
Thunderbolts and Army AH-64 
Apache tank killers were involved. 

In addition to F-15Es. the raid 
was understood to include drone 
sea-launched Tomahawk cruise 
missiles fired off the battleships 
Wisconsin and Missouri in the Per- 
sian Gulf. And it was likely the at- 
tack included raids by Navy A-6 In- 
truder bombers. The British have 



the Tornado fighter and bomber in 
Saudi Arabia, and the Saudis fly 
U.S.-built F-15s and the Tornado. 

And the F-117A stealth fighter, 
actually a bomber, was a likely par- 
ticipant in the raids because with 
drones and other planes drawing 
Iraqi fire, their anti-radar capabili 
tv would allow them to slip m 
undetected and attack key sites. 
More than 40 of the planes are m 
Saudi Arabia. 

From the front, pool reporters 
with Air Force units reported back 
that security was tight at the b^e 
where many people were asleep 
when the first aircraft were launch- 
ed. Some were awakent-d by the con 
tinuous thunder of tho takeotTs and 
a few ventured from their tents and 
clustered outside chatting quietly 

"The object was to achieve the 
ultimate surprise that we could," 
said one official.

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Local strikers hold 
out as Greyhound 
dispute continues

Despite financial difficulties and 
the uncertainty of waiting, striking 
Greyhound drivers are "cautiously 
optimistic" as federal court 

pr'-.ct'edinLTs against the national 
lius line ht'bTin. according tu an 
unotTicial >pokt'sper>t)n for local 
striking Greyhound employees. 

■'Things are looking better," said 
Cheryl Williams, whose husband 
has been a Greyhound driver for 
more than 27 years. "The union 
truly feels it will win." 

"Most of us are getting by. but 
that's about il. ' said Dexter Cherry, 
a striking driver who has had to 
delve into his sa\ing< to pay the 
hills since the strike began. 
"Everybody's still hanging tough 
around the country." 

After 10-and-a-half months on 
strike. Greyhound drivers are 
continuing to protest what they 
consider an unfair contract and 
unjust labor practices by the bus 
line. 

More than 6.000 Greyhound 
drivers across the country— backed 
by their Amalgamated Transit 
l^nion— walked out last March over 
terms of the company's new 
contract proposal. Bargaining 
hetueen company and union 
otticials broke down m May when 
the bus line said it would not fire 
replacement drivei-s— or "scabs'" — 
to make way for the return oi union 
drivers if a settlement was reached. 

The 45 Tallahassee-based drivers 
and their families continue to 
strike, and strive to pay bills as the 
protest neai's the one year mark. 
They trudge up and down the 
sidewalk next to the station on 
Tennessee Street e\"ery night 

Cherry said that despite the 
winter months, this vear's weather

has been relatively pleasant for the 
Tallahassee strikers— in contrast to 
other states, where the 
temperatures often fall below 

freezing 

Hostility between the strikers and 
replacement drivers— heated early 
in the strike — has simmered 
somewhat according to Cherry. 

"Everything's pretty settled 
down," Cherry said. "We're just 
making time." 

Williams said the striking 
employees are having to deal with 
pay cuts because drivers must find 
work with smaller bus lines and 
other types of employment. 

"It's been hard on all of us," 
Williams said. "The pressures are 
on all of us." 

But employees have reason to be 
hopeful that the strike will not be 
in vain, according to W'illiams. The 
National Labor Relations Board— 
the federal agency that oversees 
labor disputes between unions and 
employers— has begun hearings on 
allegations that Cii-e\h(Hind Lines 
unfairly fired striking worker^ and 
engaged in other unfair labor 
practices, among other accusations. 

The NLRB has taken Greyhound 
to court on a charge of illegally 
declaring contract negotiations at a 
stalemate and following through 
with Its own proposal. NLRB 
attorney Phil Bloedorn said shortly 
after the charge was filed early last

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University center is more than 
30 million dollars under budget

Florida State University planners heard some good 
news about the controversial university academic 
center Wednesday: A revised estimate of the project's 
cost indicates it will be about $30 million under 
budget. 

Vice President for University Advancement Jim 
Pitts told a university building committee the entire 
project, including design, infrastructure and 
buildings, will cost about $76.8 million— considerably 

less than the $107 million originally expected. 

The savings will come because a planned four-story 
parking garage will not be built, Pitts said. Instead, 
he said, the university will create new parking lots 
on two parcels of land adjacent to the stadium site. 
The land was recently purchased by the Seminole 
Boosters for $1.75 million. 

Pitts said it isn't clear yet whether the university 
will have to reimburse the boosters for the land, but 
the school has a $5 million land acquisition fund that 
can be used for the payment. 

"The original feasibility committee said this would 
be the best place for a parking garage, but of course 
they didn't know we'd have this land," Pitts said. 



The center will feature office space, classrooms and 
retail areas. It was originally planned as a ribbonlike 

horseshoe that would wrap around Doak Campbell 
Stadium, but the plans have been modified and the 

center will now be series of separate buildings 
adjacent to the stadium Planners describe it as a 
"building block" concept. 

Besides the buildings, more seats and new booster 
skyboxes will be added 

The modified plans, finalized Wedn(>sday by the 
committee, also include a $2.5 million addition to 
Coyle E. Moore Athletic Center. 

The stadium improvements and Moore renovations 
will be paid for by private funds and the athletic 
department, while the rest of the project will be 
financed by the state. 

Parking Services Director Glenn Scanlan said he 
knew "very little" about the revised plans, but that 
he doesn't have any problem with the idea of creating 
parking lots rather than building a garage. 

"It would park as many cars, probably," he said. 

According to Pitts, the parking lots will hold 2,000 
to 3,000 cars. The garage would have accommodated 
3,000.

Davis learned a lot of life's lessons 
from his two cousins, and he also 
learned quite a bit on the basketball 
court 

"When I u as 
played a joke on 
me. " Davis said. 
"I always looked 
to shcK)t anytime I 
got the ball. One 
day. this guy 
came up to me and asked me how 
to spell pass," and I couldn't. It 
embarrassed me. And m a way it 
sort of taught me to learn to pass 
more and not be selfish— on and off 
the court." 

Spelling is not all Davis learned 
on the basketball courts.

Claudette Farmer has a recurring association with 
her alma maters— she's returned to coach for both of 
them. 

Right now, Farmer coaches Florida A&M's women's 
basketball program, and she has her wUege alma 
mater off to a 7-5 start. A year ago. Farmer headed the 

program at Rickards High, her prep alma mater. 

Surprisingly, it's not the level of play that Farmer 
-ees as the main difference between coaching high 
school and college, rather it's the time she gets to spend 
on coaching. 

"The flexibility in my schedule is the big difference," 
Farmer said. "I'm not teaching classes like I did at 
Rickards, so I have more time to devote to coaching." 

Another big change that Farmer sees in college 
players is their attitude. 

"Now I'm dealing with players that are a little older," 
Farmer said "For the most part, I'm dealing with more 
mature players." 

Although the first-yeai- coach has been successful so 
far. Farmer says her team is not where she thought 
they would be. 

"Injuries, among other things, have put us behind 
where I'd like us to be," Farmer said. "I thought we 



would be about 10 2 right now." 

Last season was a rocky one for the Rattlerettes. 
Mickey Clayton was forced to step down after almost 
13 seasons as head coach. He was replaced by Johnnie 
Williams, who led FAMU to a 12-8 record to finish the 
season. 

The Rattlerettes are 2 1 in the New South Women's 
Conference, good for third place, but after this week, 
FAMU will know if it's a contender or a prctinder. 

FAMU takes on conference-leader Miami, 8-7 and 
2-0, tonight at 7 p.m. at Gaither Gym. The Hurricanes 
present a big test for the Rattlerettes, according to 
Farmer. 

"Miami is a very talented ball club, and they have 
played a tough schedule," Farmer said. "They are very 
strong and will present a great challenge for us." 

Senior Donyale Ferguson leads FAMU, averaging 
17.1 points and 4.67 assists However, Farmer believes 

the 5-foot -8 guard needs to stay in control. 

"Donyale is an outstanding athlete, but she tends to 
play a little out of control sometimes," Farmer said, 
"We have tried to get her into a more structured mode 
of play." 

Ferguson's found support from Theodora Allen, who 
averages 14 points and seven rebounds a game.

Iraq fires Scud 
missiles; Israel 
doesn't retaliate 



LMTFn PRFSS INTFRN ATION Al 

Iraq, under a continuous air bar- 
rage bv I'.S led forces, fired 
missiles into Israel early Friday m 
an attack that threatened to hrm^ 
the Jewish state into the Persian 
Gulf war as it entered its second 
day. Saudi Arabia also came under 
missile attack by Iraqi Scud 
missiles. 

Iraq has threatened repeatedly to 
strike at Israel if attacked, and 
Israel has said it would retaliate, an 
outcome U.S. officials fear could 
cause the defection of Arab 
members of the coalition seeking 
Iraq's ouster from Kuwait. 

In Washington. Zalman Sho%-al. 
Israeli ambassador to the Unit«i 
Slates, refused comment on 
whether Israel would strike back, 
saying only that it "reserves the 
right to respond m any way it would 
deem fit." 

He said the Iraqi Scud missies, 
armed with conventional warheads, 
caused "considerable" property 
damage and six or seven injuries, 
none serious. 

White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater issued a .statement saying 
that "the United Slates has been in 
touch with the government of Israel 
to express its outrage over the 
missile attacks by Iraq" and that 
the administration was "continuing 
its efforts to eliminate this threat." 

The missile attacks interrupted 
what had been 24 hours of good 
news from allied officials, who 
reported that bombing raids begin- 
ning Thursday against Iraq and oc 
cupied Kuwait had met with little 
resistance and much success. 

Allied casualties were rei»rted to 
be light. Preliminary reports said 
one U.S. F ISC was shot down, kill 
ing a Marine pilot, and a British 
fighter with a crew of two was miss- 
ing Kuwait said one of its planes 
also was shot down. 

In W^ashington late Thursday, the 
Pentagon said Lt. Cmdr. Michael S. 
Speicher, 33, a pilot assigned to the 



USS Saratoga, was the pilot whose 
plane was shot down during the in 
itial AW strikes The Pentagon did 
not I'elea.^e a hometown, since 
Speicher is listed as missing in 
action. 

More than 1.200 sorties had been 
mounted, and U.S. officials said 
Operation Desert Storm would con- 
tinue until b-aqi President Saddam 
Hussein complies with I'.N resolu- 
tions and withdraws from Kuwait, 
which he invaded .Aug. 2 

Allied gi'ound Irotips m Saudi 
Arabia were poised al the Kuwait 
border, but no infantry or armored 
exchanges had begun. 

Israel's government radio said 
missiles began exploding in Israel 
shortly after 2 a.m. (7 p.m. EST 
Thursday ' 

A F'*entagon ofTicial said one Scud 
missile also was intercepted by a 
U.S. -made Patrioi air defense 
missile in eastern Saudi Arabia, 
near Dhahran, the massive Saudi 
air base being used by the United 
States and other allies. 

The successful destruction of the 
Scud represents the first time an air 
defense system has knocked down 
a ballistic missile, .«-aid the official, 
who requested anonymity 

Pentagon spokesman Pete 
Will lams said a "handful" of Scuds 
hit Israel in the first wave. He could 
not confirm any target or whether 
the missiles contained chemical or 
biological warheads. 

A senior Pentagon ofTicial '^aid he 
was "relatively certain" that per- 
manent Scud sites in Iraq were 
knocked out by allied bombings. He 
said he believed the missiles used 
against Israel were launched from 
mobile sites in Iraq said to be main- 
tained underground. 

Shoval. Israel's U.S. ambassador, 
said Israel decided against laun- 
ching a pre-emptive strike of its own 
against the Iraqi missiles to support 
American's political aims m the 
crisis, and added, "Thank God. the

"I think its going to ruin the 
world," said the 22 year -old man. 
standing at the BP station on the 
corner Magnolia Drive and 
Lafayette Street, clad m a Nelson 
Mandela shirt. "It will be the end 
of the Earth." 

Many people driving in cars were 
listening to National Public Radio 
to stay informed on the latest 
events, while pledges and brothers 
at Florida State University frater 
nity houses were glwd to Cable 
News Network. 

But not everyone is following the 
news closely. 

"I (km't ki»w anything about this 
and I prefer to keep it that way, * 
said a woman unloading groceries 
bought at Winn Dixie in the 
Magnolia Park Courtyard. "Tm just 
not keeping up with it " 

Many people said that although 
Operation Desert Storm protesters 
have the right to freedom of speech, 
they should think twice before mar 
ching and holding 'Give Peace a 
Chance* signs. 

Jackie Pej^r, a Miami resident 
visiting her ckiughter in Monti<%llo, 



said that although the war pro- 
testers believe they are doing the 
right thing, she thinks otherwise. 

"I don't like it. This is getting 
back to the Vietnam mentality and 
this is not Vietnam. said Pepper, 
who was also gassing her car at the 
Fina Station. "A lot of them don't 
know what they should know about 
(the situation^ before protesting." 

Hank Phillingim. a 22-year-old 
FSU student, said the 4C>0.6oO-plus 
troops m the Middle East need to 
know .Americans respect them. 

"The last message we need to 
send over there is that we don't 
want them there," the Lambda Chi 
Alpha fraternity brother said. He 
added that everybody wants peace 
but, "There seems no other way to 
accomplish it, but to force Saddam 
out." 

Members of the fraternity, located 
at 461 Park Ave . hung a sign that 
read, "Phuck Hussein -Give Him a 
Napalm Sandwich," Thursday 
afternoon to counter anti-war 
protesters. 

"We were sitting drinking a few 
beers and I thought it was a good 
idea at the time." said David 
Sanders, w ho designed the banner. 
"People need to realize we need to 
back the forces more. We need more 
support, a more pc^itive attitude. 
The (soldiers*) morale can't be very 
high if p^ple back here don't sup- 
port them." 



Sanders said profanity in the sign 
was intentionally misspelled so peo- 
ple passing the house wouldn't be 
otYended However, the sign did of- 
fend Lambda (^hi Alpha house 
mother Mi.u*tha Wood. 

"I thought it was disgraceful," 
said Wood, who has served the 
fraternity as house motlwr for more 
than 22 years and lived through 
three wars. "I don't approve of the 
way they worded it" 

Sigma Alpha Epsilon painted its 
cement lion in front of the fraterni 
ty house red, white and blue to show 
Its support of the troops. 

"We want to keep the support up 
for this before it Incomes another 
Vietnam," said fraternity brother 
Stephen Busbee. "The best thing we 
can do now is stand behind the 
soldiers" 

Thirty year-old Army reservist 
Vivian Scott agrees The mother ot 
two. who has been in the reserves 
for 12 years, said she received a let- 
ter a week ago informing her she 
may be (kploy^ to the Micklle East. 
Although she doesn't want to leave 
her children behind, she said it is 
her duty to go. 

"If the president made a decision ; 
to go to war. it's a good move and ' 
we have to back him. War has ; 
already started so the only thing we 
can do is support these guys," said 
Scott. "We shouldn't be fighting. 
There ne^ls to be pea^ here."

An Israeli Embassy otTicial m 
Washington who requested 
anonymity said eight missiles ex- 
plode^i in Israel: two in Tel Aviv, 
two in Hai&, three on unpopulated 
areas and one in an unknown 



location. 

The missiles were armed with 
conventional warheads, embassy 
spokesperson Hani Miletski said. 

Israelis were warned to don gas 
masks and stay in seal^ rooms. 
About an hour and 15 minutes 
later, civil defense officials said 
residents could remove the masks 
but should stay inside the sealed 
rooms Saddam threatened last year 
to use chemical weapons against 
Israel. 

The air attack was the first 
against Israel since the 1973 Yom 
Kippur War. 



On the Iraqi front, allied ofTicials 
said the U.S. -led air attack on Sad- 
dam's forces was conducted on 
several levels, from B-52 bombers 
assaulting positions occupied by 
Iraq's elite Republican Guards to 
the dropping of propaganda leaflets. 

The raids continued steadily dur- 
ing the first 24 hours of the war, and 
Fitzwater ruled out any pause "We 
don't think there is any need for a 
pau.se for Saddam to change his 
mind," he said. "If at any point he 
wants to change course here, all he 
has to do is surrender and comply 
with all the U.N. resolutions."

F".orida Slate L'niversity Student 
Body President Trey Traviesa 
halted printing of the Center for 
Participant Education's catalog this 
week when he found out the 
publication would contain a picture 
by controversial photographer

Easy traveling tips 
for European trips

After spending four weeks in 
Paris and three weeks traveling 
through Europe by train mith my 
girlfriend. I learned a fe%v things 
most travelbooks don t tell you— 
because :f the>' did ycu niight have 
second thouiihts. Here are a few 
rules I '.earned the hard way. Yet. 
if there ? one thing for certain, 
nothing follows the rules you've 
been told. 

Never b^eve someone who 
says you don't need a 
reservation. While American 
ticket sellers tr>- to tack on extra 
costs, sometimes :t"s impossible to 
"ouy anything frcn-, European 
agents \^'hen I wa? trying to 
reserv e beds on a Spanish train, the 
man wouldn't let me. "There will be 
plenty of beds open in first class." 
he said. 

We sat in chairs from Barcelona 
to NIadrid. 
When we wanted to reserve a 



cabin on the ferry from Cork. 
Ireland, to Le Havre. France, we 
were told; "You dont need a 
reservation, there will be plenty of 
cabins," We arrived at the dock and 
found hundreds of i^ud^ts wanting 
a cabin. A handful of cabins were 
open, and I think we were able to 
stay in one becaus<> of niy Irish 
name All the other students -spent 
the night huddled on the deck 

Don't take night trains. Travel 
while you sleep is the attraction of 
night trains. Yet, unless you have 
a private room, you will worry 
about the stranger sleeping in the 
other bunk. If you do fall sleep, an 
attendant will knock on the door for 
your ticket. We always ended up 
sleeping for a day once we got to our 
destination, so we never gained any 
time. 

Your coach on the train wiU 
idways be the fartiie^ from the 
Nation. You would think that if 

you walked all the w ay out to the 
front the train to board it, vou

should be the closest to the station 
when you arrive at your 
destination. No such luck. 

Don't buy bus tickets in Rome. 
If you feel guilty, give the money to 
the Pope or buy one ticket and 
never validate it. Half the time, so 
many pec^le will be jammed in the 



bus. you can't reach the machine to 
punch your ticket anyway. If an 
official checks, act confused and 
validate your ticket. Use the 
subway next. 

Ride the Rome subway at 
night. No one sells tickets after 6 
or 7 p.m , so how can they blame 
you if you don't have a ticket*^ If 
you're nervous, wait for a guard to 
walk by. explain to him that you 
don't have change, and he'll 
probably wave you through. 

All buMs in England have the 
same number. They all have 
different rules, but they all go by 
the same number. Ask a local for 
help 

Don't follow a sign that says 
'*Tous Directions." It s French for 
all directions; all but the one you 
want. 

Learn the country's language. 
Forget the lessons about ordering 



wmt^: learn "bathtub, sink, .shower, 
toilet" so that you can make sure 
your room has what you want. 

Forget your own language. I 
saw a Frenchman get a free bus ride 
from Portsmith to London because 
the bus driver couldn't understand 
that the man wanted to buy a 
ticket 

Bring lunch on Spanish trains. 
Unless you like chewing ham that's 
streched out tight as raw hide, bring 
something edible with you. 

And, if you forget everything else, 
always put money aside to use 
the bathroom. After standing in 
the Rome tram -tation and 
discovering we didn't have enough 
money to IxUh eat and go to the 
bathroom.

Dark Shadows: the third 
coming of Barnabas Collins

Somewhere out there in TV land, someone will be 
watching the tube on Friday night and, provided that 
It isn't pre-empted by the war, they might catch the 
first regular episode of NBC's revival of the '60s cult 

soap opera. Dark Shadows. 

It would be perfectly understandable if they then 
had a momentan- blackout and thought they had he-en 
transported back to 1966. Such is the nature of this 
prtxiuction Many parts of the show have been lifted 
almost line-lbr-lme or scene-for-scene trom the original 
daytime serial or its bigbudget semi-cousin. House 
of Dark Shadows released in mid-1970, while the 
davtime version was still on the air. 

The series is produced by Dan Curtis, who was a 
starving nobody until he hit on the idea of a gothic 
soap opera He sold it to ABC m 1966 and produced 
over 1.200 episodes until the show ran out of gas in 
1971 Curtis did a few other things m the horror 
genre, most notably the original Xish: Stalker TV- 
movie. but didn't hit the big-iimt- again until The 
H'j .ntfs of War. 

This time around, he seems content with merely 
dusting off the shooting script of the movie and 
t'.gur .r.t: out how much of it he can get away with in 
: .ia> s T\* market. Add a few dashes of the old series 
the final product is like a mix of celluloid 
!.::overs. 

The result produces a curious sort of etTect The 
viewer \'.ho is familiar with the material will probably 
nnd himseh able to mouth words with the actors 
onscreen, and trying to identify which ^ene was 
stolen from each version. The fact that this version 
IS on film makes the images much easier to watch 
repeatedh , as compared to the video version with its 
primitive look and often under-rehearsed actors 

I'ni'-^r: unatly. manv of the action scenes fail to 
- '-".o.n tne pace of tht theatrical version, despite 
shot wiih a much bigger budget and state-of 
art equipment It's too damn dark t'or one thing. 
Tne night scenes are almost impossible to see and 
there's all together too much use of the gauze-filter 
:n the daylight shots. C'mon, Barbara Steele doesn't 
• CH k that bad. 

And there's another thing. Almost everybody else 
n : r.e show looks too good to be real. In the original 
^ ^ '-v the actors conveyed a sense of wholesome all- 
'-•'■ >'r:ian appeal and looked more like your next-door 

-.cnoors ihan some fashion plate. Ben Cross, who 



plays the fanuly vampire Barnabas Collins, is about 
six-toot tuo and quite miposmg in the role -violent, 
easily provoked, yet disgusted with some of the things 
his affliction forces him io do. 

While many of the action scenes may not be what 
they could be, one thing that doesn't suffer is the pace 
of the story. When Tuesday s second half of the pilot 
ended, the storyline had already eaten up about six 
month's worth of the TV original. As long as they 
maintain this sort of crisp pace, the producers 
shouldn't have to worry about viewer complaints that 
have atTlicted some other prime time smips of late 

barnabas has already begun to m.ike serious nun t^x 
on Victoria Winters, the new governess for the 
Collin's problem child, David. Barnabas is convinced 
that Victoria is the re-incarnation of his lost fiancee 
Josette who threw herself over a cliff rather than face 
the horror of what he had become 

Meanwhile. Dr Julia Hoffman has begun her 
attempts lo cure Barnabas through modern science. 
Yeah, it's a hokey mix of the supernatural and psuedo- 
scientific gobble-de-gook. but it made for some clever 
shots of vampire blood samples boiling up and 
exploding in the morning sun.

Dark Shadow s borrowed elements from the old 
L'niversal Studios monster team ups and n( .ir'\ 
plagiarized books like Richard Matheson'- / Am 
Legend published in 1957 — the first book lo treat 
vampirism as a purely medical condition 

For the new version, in addition to ripping off it.- 
own history, the producers have added .-c nie of the 
raw sex appeal that can be found in the latest wave 
of vampire lore, a la Anne Rice and the later films 
by Hammer studios. 

Scheduled for an 11-week run. the new Dark 
Shad^'U - promises t - take us on a voyage back to the 
past in more wav.- than one. Future episode.- " 
involve Victoria being >ent back m time to becni^it 
her previous self. Josette DuPree m 1795 From there 
we will begin to learn the origins of the variou?. family 
curses as well as how Barnabas became a vampire m 
the first place. 

Glossy, fun to w atch. not to be taken seriously. But 
also not to be missed. At least now you don't have to 
run home from school in order to watch it.

'Robin Williams* quest— an act of love, really— to 
awaken 15 patients who have been m a catatonic state 
for decades. These people are helpless, stuck in 
w heelchairs and shoved m the corner— out of tlie way 

Sayer is the first porsiMi to realize theso popple are 
aw ake and ahve. just physically unable to move or 
communicate. Sayer tries an experimental drug. L 
DOPA, on a patient named Leonard Lowe (Robert 
DeNiro*. Miraculously, he awakens from his 30 year 
sleep to an entirely new world, unaware that he has 
been away. He walks around like a wide-eyed child 
t!-v]ng to soak up ever\-thing around him. 

What Sayer doesn't realize, though, is that Lowe s 
.iwakenmg is triggering his own, 

Au akcnin^s. based un the true-to-life book by Dr. 
Oliver Sacks, is a rare film that teaches about life's 
preciousness. It's impossible to watch a film like this 
without wondering why you complain about the 
smallest of things m your daily life. There's 
something fresh and innocent about the film. It dares 
to look at life in a new way. Au akenings barkens back 
to the studio films of the '40s and the "nOs. but it"s 
also different. It stares life in the eye and faces facts, 
hut It still looks for the simplest of pleasures 

This IS one of the best acted films to come out in 
1990. Williamis puts in his best performance as an 
actor, playing the doctor who is more comfortable in 
the research lab with his worms and plants. 

There's a ^ene where he's talking with the newly 
awakened Lowe. Lowe asks him why he lives such 
a lonely life and Sayer savs that he really doesn't 
understand people The> re too unpredictable. 

But It's this unpredictability that he comes to 
appreciate at the end ol the film. He comes to realize 
that to actually live life, he has to enjoy that 
unpredictability. People aren't something to observe 
under the sterile eye of the micr(^(^. You have to 
interact to enjoy their company. 

Up to this point. Williams was called upon to 
combine a littl-' bit of serious acting with his marquee- 
draw comedy act. But in Au akcnmgs Williams plays 
the straight man He never cracks a joke and he never 
slips out of character. In fact, for the first time in his 
film career, Williams isn't playing himself on the 
screen. He transforms himself into Dr. Malcolm 
Sayer. 

When you first see DeNiro on the screen, he's in a 
wheelchair, eyes and body motionless like a statue.

In fact, if his face wasn't so recognizable, you wouldn't 
be able to tell that he wasn't catatonic. 
We've come to expect DeNiro to thoroughly research 

his role and then become the person he is p(M-traying. 
DeNiro does this, but w hen he wakes up. he puts such 
a touch of innocence tl can"t believe The Bronx has 
become such a wonderful place!' on the role that's it's 
hard to believe he ever played all the angrv' characters 
that he has. 

DeNiro isn't the only actor who does this. Each and 
every post-encephalitic patient is like this. Much 
research and practice went into getting these 
characters correct, down to the last detail. And when 
they all awaken, there's such a feeling of innocence 
and awe on the screen that it's infective. 

With only her second feature. Marshall has put 
together an impressive resume as a director. Her first 
film, Big, was a com^y much along the same lines. 
It was also &\xiut taking life a day at a time. But 
Awakenings is a much more powerful film, drawing 
from everyday life Everything in this film teaches 
something— and that's important. 

It's not everyday that a film comes along that can 
teach you that life is more than a day-to day struggle 
for money It teaches that life, however short it is, has 
to be lived, not taken for granted.

SUICIDE HELP

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Streaking Seminoles prepare 
to take on ranked opponents

Sporting a three-game winning streak. Florida State 
now laces a murderer's row part of it's schedule. 

The Seminoles take on No. 21 South Carolina 
Saturday and return to Tallahassee to meet second 
ranked Arakansas on Monday— but that's not the end 
of it, according to FSU Coach Pat Kennedy. 

"We really have a tough four-game stretch," 
Kennedy said. "After taking on South Carolina and 
Arkansas, we must go on the road to take on Memphis 
State and Virginia Tech." 

The Seminoles, 8 5 overall and 2-2 in the Metro 
Conference, travel to Columbia to take on South 
Carolina, 13-3 and 3-1, Saturday at 1 p.m. 

The Gamecocks are off to one of their better starts 
ever thanks primarily to three players— Jo Jo English, 
Joe Rhett and Jeff Roulston. 

English, a 6-foot-4 junior, leads the Gamecocks with 
15.7 points per game. 



"English has performed very well at the off-guard 
position for them," Kennedy said. "He is a very 
dangerous shooter and is hitting 52 percent of his 

3-point attempts." 

Rhett. a 6 foot 8 junior, is coming back from a serious 
heart ailment which sidelined him all of last year. He 
is playing with a pacemaker. Rhett is averaging 14.3 
points and 6. 1 rebounds per game, both second best on 
the team. 

"Rhett is very tough on the inside," Kennedy said. 
"He has b^n a very steady performer." 

Surprisingly, the biggest concern for the Seminoles 
may be Roulston, the Gamecocks' center. The 7-foot 
junior is leading the team with 6.6 rebounds per game 
to go along with his 9.1 p<iints a contest. Roulston was 
named the Metro Player of the Week last week 

"Roulston has improved tremendously, " Kennedy 
said. "He is blocking shots, rebounding and is even 
starting to score a lot more."

President George Bush urged that the men "be 
treated properly, that they be given the treatment 
that is accorded to them under the international 
conventions. And they aie not being (treated prqperly) 
and America is angrry about this . . " 

With the Persian Gulf war ending its fifth day. I' S. 
military officials '^aid \h>:-\- were still ai;i;re>>ively 
trying to pinpoint aiid destroy Iraq's remaining Scud 
missile launchers which have attacked Israel and 
Saudi Arabia. Sc> far those attacks have caused no 
deaths and little damage. 

Air Force Maj. Gen. Burton Moore, briefing 



reporters in Riyadh. Saudi Arabia, said the United 
States lost another plane— a Xavy F-14 Tomcat with 
two aboard— in i-ecent attacks So {ar. nine U.S. planes 
have been downed with one cimfirmed dead and 14 
mi.^sing Other allied combat losses include five planes 
and nine missing. 

U.S. military officials continued to be very upbeat 
about the allied successes in the air and the lack of 
effective Iraqi responses. In his briefing, Moore said 
another two Iraqi aircraft had been shot down for a 
total of 17 during 8,100 allied sorties since the war 
began Thursday morning.

Some local Jews say Israel 
should retaliate against Iraq

Scott Wayne, director of the 
Florida State I'niversitv Jewish 
Student Union, .says he d like to see 
Israel "get involved in the (Persian 
Gulf) war and bomb the hell out of 
Iraq." 

According to Wayne, Israel has 
the right to retaliate against Iraq 
for launching two missile attacks on 
the country last week without 
provocation 

'T think they should have attack 
ed in full force after the first attack, 
even with nuclear weapons. Israel 
was just a bystander." Wayne said 
Monday evening. "It's just not fan- 
that the citizens of Israel have to be 
walking around with tia^ masks . . . 
when they're not even in the war 

Many Jews m Tallahassee ha\e 
triends and relatives m Israel, and 
they reacted with shock and disma\ 
to news of Iraq's missile attacks 
over the past few days. But then- 
view s on the situation varied 
considerably. 

Wayne >a;d \vm\- P>f>ident Sad 
dam Hussein i.-^ i!\ing to draw- 
Israel into the war sn that he can 
link It to the Arab Israeli conflict. 

The U.S. -led coalition against Iraq 
is made up of many Arab nations. 
Some fear that if Israel enters into 
the war against Iraq, the coalition's 
Arab members will join forces with 
Hussein. 

But Wayne said the war is not a 
"Palestinian issue "

Kuwait for the Palestinians. He 
took it over for his own greedy pur- 
poses," Wayne said. "Saddam Hus- 
sein needs to be killed and his 
followers need to be kiiled. becau-^e 
that's the only way this is going to 
be put down " 

But not all agreed with Wayne's 
assessment. 

Erwin Cohen, an FSU parent 
visiting from Orlando, said Israel 
should stay out of the war. 

"T want them to stay out of it even 
it they get racked a couple of times, 
becau.^e I don't w ant to see the coali 
tion jeopardized." Cohen said 'It 
vM'uld 'be best for Israel in the Ioul: 
run to let the ctialition fight the Ira 
qis." 

Mark Resnick. a recent FSU 
graduate in philosophy, also jwinted 
to the coalition as reason enough for 
Israel to stay out nf the war. 

■ It would be loo dangerou> for 
l.-rael to react without the coopera 
tion of the coalition But that's not 
to say Israel shouldn't get its best 
reward for being attacked." Resnick 
said. 

He added that if the coalition's 
Arab partners turn a^^iinst Israel, 
they should be banned from the 
coalition and "placed in the same 
batch as Saddam Hussein. " 



FSU junior Stacy Martin said she 
also feels that Israel should stay out 
of the war. She fears tJiat if Israel 
were to enter into the coalition and 
split the organization apart. World 
War III could erupt 

But Martin said Israel has a right 
to retaliate against Iraq. 

"They have not been involved m 
anything over the last five months. 
They're innocent, basically," she 
said. "I have a lot of respect for 
them holding back so far " 

Jonathan Lyons, a substitute 
teacher in Tallahassee, agreed He 
would like to see Israel "flatten 
Iraq " 

■"Any nation that tails to protect 
its own people i.^ negligent to il> 
citizens." Lyons said 

He added that the U.S. is respon 
sible for the Iraqi attacks on Israel 
since Saddam w arned he would try 
to draw Israel into the conflict 

"I teel It \Ka> stup!dit\ and short- 
sidedness on the part of Our go\ern 
ment." Lyons said "I feel Israel will 
react to the crie.- of their people if 
more lives are lost." 

Steven Mindlin. president of the 
Shamrei Torah congregation in 
Tallahassee, said he is surprised 
that Israel did not retaliate

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Local vets feel for troops 
stationed in Persian Gulf

Mark Loeffler spent four years in the Navy during 
the Vietnam War and another 15 putting his life back 

together. 

Now, he hopes the troops fighting in the Middle East 
won't have to go through what he did. 

"I think Bush is tri^er haf^y and we don't belong 
there," he said. "I f<Hi|^t my own war and I dcm't want 
to fight another." 

Loeffler said Vietnam was a nightmare for him for 
17 years. 

"We lost too many brothers and sisters in Vietnam. 
... It still upsets me," he said crying. 

While Loeffler is against the war, opinions on 
whether the U.S. is doing the right thing in the 
Persian Gulf seem evenly split among local veterans. 
But almost cdl interviewed said ihsy fully suiipmrt the 
men and women stationed there. 

"Vm totally 100-percent committed to the troops," 
said Chaplain Bob Flanagan of American Legion Post 
No. 13. ".\s far as whether or not going to war is right 
or wrong. I can't make a decision because I don't have 
all the information available to the president." 

Flanagan said that although he is not ne<%ssarily 
in favor of military action 8^ a solution to all conflicts, 
he knew the oisis in the Middle East would inevitably 
escalate into war

"War doesn't work.' he said.

War !s a failure of policy." 

Deaton >a:d ihe I' S. could do 
more to conserve energA-. instead of 
rel>intr on foreign oil and the 
benevolence of Middle Eastern 
rulers. 

"We needn't resort to war. We 
needn't be blackmailed by anybcxly 
in terms of controlling the 
international oil. " he said. 

Economics was the N 1 reason 
cited by vets who supp<iried sending 
the military to the Persian Gulf. 
Orvie Jones, who served m both the 
Korean and Vietnam wai s. said the 
economic backlash Saddam Hussein 
create when he invaded Kuwait 
could hurt the entire world 

it's more than the oil," he said. 
"The economic condition of the 
world depends upon the oil in that 
area, and if it gets into the hands 
of someone like Saddam Hussein 
then the entire world's economic 
situation would probably hurt."

Rick Clevenger, president of the 
Vietnam Veterans Big Bend 
Chapter 96 and an infanUy member 
who was stationed in Quan Loi, said 
that like civilians, the troops in the 
Middle East probably have mixed 
feelings about the war. 

" There's got to be a lot of people 
who are ready to kick ass and 
there s got to be a lot of people who 
are scared s— less." he said.

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Hard choice, good move 

Israel made a surprisingly selfless move over the weekend by not 
retaliating after Iraqi missiles hit civilian targets in ^veral Israeli 

cities. 

For that, the world owes Israel its gratitude. 

A retaliation would have been justified. Millions saw the fear 
genei ated by the missiles on television, with reporters donning gas 
masks while sirens wailed in the background. A handful of Israelis 
wvrv injured, and several suffocated from improperly using their 
masks. That the damage wasn't greater is a miracle. Had the missiles 
carried chemical warheads, or exploded in more populated 
metropolitan centers, it easily could have been. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein ordered the unprovoked and brutal 
attack in hopes of drawing the Jewish state into the war, thus 
straining the coalition united against Iraq. Arab states allied with 
the U.S. -already uncomtortable with that situation— would think 
twice about fi^^hting alongside Israel against a sister Arab state. 
Wor.-e. some Arab states could even side with Iraq and dangerously 
widen the war. 

But Israel didn't take the bait. Israeli Prime Mmi.^ter Yitzhak 
Shamir showed great courage in restraining Israel's air force despite 
tremendous domestic pressure. 

There were probably some practical considerations behind his 
decision An air attack on Israel s part would have done little good 
considering the pummeling already underway by U.S.-led forces. And 
if the war did widen as a result of Israeli participation, the country 
would stand to lose more than just a handful of its citizens. 

Still, the idea of retalitiating must have been a hard one to put 
down. By swallowing its pnde, Israel showed good judgment and great 
strength. 

Whether Israel can continue to exerci.se restraint is a different 
matter. Should Iraq attack again, and that prospect seems likely, 
retaliatory action seems certain. Where that could lead is anyone's 
guess. 

Hojsefully, Israel will carefully consider the consequences as much 
as it has so far.

False advertising 

Editor: 

My first reaction to the Hier from the Center for 
Profe.ssional Development CPDi. advertising HUM 
3930r, was that its title "Masterpieces of Freedom" 
is an oxymoron second only to Doonesbury's "holy 
war," the "grandaddy of oxymorons." 

"A masterpiece" is defmed on the flier by 
Professor Laurin Wollan as "any supreme 
accomplishment from a book to a piece of art which 
engages us . .. It challenges us to see and understand 
what the human mind, heart, and spirit have done 
and 10 aspire to such standards ourselves." 

Human mind, heart, and spirit'^ The list of works 
to be studied m the course ranges from Sophocles" 
Antigone through Polybius" The Histories, 
Shakespeare's Julius Ceasar, Racine's Bernice, 
Milton's Aeropagitica, Locke's Treatise on Civil 
Affair. Adam Smith's The Wealth of Nations and the 
Bill of Rights. All white-male-authored texts. (And, 
as far as I can tell, to be taught by white males, with 
the one exception of a token woman.) Presumably, 
those of us who aren t Caucasian or male are, once 
again, to he conned into accepting masculinist 
ideologies as universal ' human values. 

And are we to assume that the "masters" are still, 
especially after the eras of Amerk:an liberation 
movements, in a position to define ^'freeckan"? What 
about the voices of a men, African-An^ricans and 
other "Others'"' Are they once again to be silenced 
and marginalized'^ It might be well for students to 
know that nustresspwce^ and s7ar<'p]eces also define 
freedom, often in ways subversive to the "master" 
narratives. Or are Virginia Woolf s .4 Room of One's 
Own and Martin Luther King's Letter from 
Birmingham Jail, for example, perhaps not in the 
category of "supreme accomplishment"? For what 
reasons and by whose criteria? 

As a professor of feminism, gender theory and 
women-authored texts, I am certainly not about to 
censor anyone's right to select, however exclusively, 
course material and ideologies. And I recognize from 
the list of cour.se instructors colleagues and 
ideological contexts, hence rejecting any notion of 
universalism. Thus, I presume that students will 
come away from the lectures with at least some 
awareness d the restricted scope and significance 
of the term "freedom" as it is dbHned in the^ texts, 
certainly less than "human" or universal 

The most 1 can ask, I guess, is truth in advertising. 
Perhaps the CPD could see its way to dropping the 
ambiguous and misleading term "masterpieces" in 
future courses of this ilk. "Male-authored 
Literature"'-like "Women m Literature" or 
"African- American Literature"— would seem to be 
more definitive and less hegemonic.

Woefully mistaken 

Editor. 

In view of tl^ cuirent, ^astvt budget cuts that are 



affecting the State University System, we m a\ 
certainly expect to find efforts toward a reappraisal 
of the role of state universities on the part of our 
new administration as well as the legislature This 
may or may not be a good thing. Recently there ha\ c 
been hints that Florida's universities— at least FSU 
and UF— might at last burst their bonds of 
mediocrity and attain genuine national stature il 
hasten to add that this does not mean that in map,\ 
respects FSU and UF are not nationally competitivt 
institutions, but I do mean that we are fooling 
ourselves if we believe our universities are on a par 
with schools such as Berkeley or the University of 
V'irginia). Academic excellence requires money, 
however, and that is in short supply It also requires 
an institutional expectation of academic excellence, 
both in the classroom and in research— and in fad 
this attitude may ultimately be more important 
than money. 

Which is why I read with some dismay the recent 
piece by Browning Brooks entitled "Students share 
ideas with Chiles" (Democrat. Jan.* 14,). In that 
article it was reported that Chiles wants to "root 
out inefficiencies that steal from teaching." to u.-^e 
the governor's words, a laudable goal if properly 
understcxxi. But if by this is meant the elimination 
of opportunities for research, that is, if the governor 
(like so many Floridians, alas) believes good 
toai^ng is to be equated with a heavy teaching load 
that obstructs research, this is rather a dangerous 
mentality Classroom teaching, though it is the 
responsibility of a professor most obvious to the 
public and especially to students and parents, 
represents only a fraction of the effort and industry 
required for truly good teaching. It is little use li 
a professor teaches all day long if what he has to 
say is poorly infwined or if his intellectual skills 
have b^n blunt^l by inactivity. If a student's 
education is to be worthwhile, his lecturers must be 
thoroughly up to date and indeed on the cutting 
edge of scholarship Otherwise what one has is a 
degree mill, an academic factory whose function is 
to churn out student bodies tagged and labeled with 
some meaningless certification. 

Brooks' article concludes by citing Chiles view 
that Florida's universities are elitist, an assertion 
so patently absurd that I find it difficult to believe 
the governor actually mswle it. And he goes on to 
say of higher education in Florida that "we have 
to determine who our customer is— and right now, 
it's not our students." If by this the governor means 
that Florida's universities could be doing a better 
job of educating the .state's young men and women - 
and serving future of the state at large— he i.^ right 
We need desperately to open our universities to 
more and more students; we also need desperatelv 
to give our stwients a more challenging and rigorou.-^ 
ac^mic experience (which may actually mean that 
fewer of them finish, or at least fewer rfthem finish 
in four years, but these are other issu^). But if the 
governor believes that students are best served by 
jettisoning research and scholarship, that is, by 
gutting quality, he is woefully mistaken

security agents Monday 
overpowered a man who 
commandeered a Soviet airliner by 
claiming to be carrying a bomb, 
making a peaceful end to a 
hijacking that endangered more 
than 160 passengers and crew, 
officials said. 

Security officials at the airport in 
Bourgas said the hijacker had hcped 
to reach Turkey and was subdued 
when he opened the door of the 
Aeroflot aircraft after being 
convinced the plane had landed in 
the Turkish city of Istanbul. 

The carton with which he 
threatened to blow up the aircratt 
actually contained bottles of an 
unidentified sc«nt^ liquid, believed 
to be aftershave loticm, said the 
officials, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Mincho \inchov. the director of 
the Bourgas airport, and Jordan 
Ornankov. a spokesperson for the 
Bulgarian Interior Ministry in 
Sofia, confirmed that security forces 
concluded the hijacking without 
violent aiul that the suspect was in 
custody. 

"The security forces intervened 
but did not use firearms." said 
Ornankov, declining to give further 

details. 

The suspect is expt-ctt'd to b 
extradited to the Soviet Union.

Across the nation, federal and 
most state offices— with some 
exceptions, such as New Hampshire 
and Arizona— were closed. Prayer 
breakfast>. vigils and small 
memorial marches were held in 
numerous communities. 

Coretta Scott King widow of the 
civil rights' martyr set the tone for 
many of the gatherings when she 



opened weekend observances to a 
capacity crowd of 700 people 
Sunday at King's old pastorate. 
Ebenezer Baptist Church in 
Atlanta. 

In a "State of the Dream" speech. 
Mrs. King reaffirmed her late 
husband's plea for a world where 
ambassadors, not missiles, settle 
international disputes. 

And. as he spoke out against the 
war m Vietnam, then sapping 
energy from the struggle for civil 
rights, Mrs. King criticized the 
Persian Gulf war. w^hich is 
diverting resources for the fight 
against poverty and racism. 

"Let us be clear that we are not 
fighting for democracy, for there is 
no genuine democracy in the 
Persian Gulf." Mrs. King said. 
"This war is yet another misguided 
attempt to make the United States 
the world's policeman." 

At the same time, King praised 
Israel for its restraint in not 
militarily responding to Iraqi 
missile attacks. 

"It takes courage and wisdom to 
refuse to be sucked into the cycle of 
retaliation, and I hope and pray 
that Israel will be able to continue 
to exercise restraint," she said.

Vincent and Theo: a film of rare emotion and humanity

Robert Altman begins his film Vincent and Theo with a 
scene of heartbreaking, deeply ironic closure, drawn from real 
life. We see the record-breaking Christie's auction in which 
one of Vincent Van Gogh's oil paintings of sunflowers is 
calmly, casually touted for over 19 million pounds. It's 
documentary proof of that classic observation that our 
greatest artists are rarely hailed while they're alive. It would 
have been beyond Van Gogh's wildest dreams— <»- concerns— 
to have his work demand even a fraction of that outrageous 
price. 

Any other filmmaker might have made this scene their 
emotional and symbolic thesis-statement. Altman merely 
presents it as the cold, hard truth. And though the minutae 
of a person's life can't be captured in a biography with 
complete veracity, Altman s film tries to get as close to the 
truth as it can. 

He isn't interested in following the old tack of 
romanticizing art and artists. This is one of the most 
complete, satisfying and down-to-earth movies ever made 
about the fragile, evasive nature of art. It's also the finest 
piece of filmmaking Altman has done since the 1970s. 

In pursuing a double biography of Vincent Van Gogh and 
his younger brother Theo. Altman and screenwriter Julian 
Mitchell succeed in walking a perilously thin line between 
two distant, yet equally tormented, personalities This film 
has a sharp edge of life; few of its charwrters are embodiments 
or cliches. 

As the film opens. Altman segues from the harshly 
captured document of the auction— filmed straight off the TV 
screen— to an early, decisive moment in the lives of the Van 
Gogh brothers, in which the lines of their separate existences 
are drawn. Altman keeps the auctioneer's jaded drone, as 
the bids grow in size, in the background of this first 
fictionalized scene: a keen touch that gi-adually guides us 
into the director's vast, tangible filmic world. 

At first, Vincent and TTieo could not be less alike, and their 
mutual empathy is slender. Vincent (played with great force 
and originality by Tim Roth) is an intractable, rebellious 
bohemian. casting aside his family's civil aspirations for the 
squalor of the artist's garret His face and clothes are smeared 
with filth, and his brown teeth defiantly chew on a battered 
pipe. 

Theo (Paul Rhysi is the perfect picture of the bourgeois: 
immaculately dressed, disdainful of anything that tails 
beyond social conventions. Although it's his money that 
finances his brother's mad desire to paint, Theo can't conceal 
his disgust with the world his brother has chosen, nor his 
exasperation with Vincent's stubb<H'ness.

Vet there is a great deal of love between the brothers, and 
Alt man s film is a celebration of that love. For behind their 
separate facades, the two Vpn Goghs are much alike 

Theo IS as uncomfortable in the repressive, mannered 
society of the late 1800s as his brother Working as a 
floorman in a Pans art gallery. Theo is unable to market 
Vincent's raw, unprecedented work to his customers, who 
only want art that conforms to standards of realism. Theo 
has only contempt for these placid works of decoration, and 
he comes to see the rage and passion of Vincent's hand as 
the work of genius. 

He still finds Vincent's confrontational, irresponsible 
behavior agonizing; even the brothers' closest moments are 
marked by discord. 

The brothers" physical lives drift in and out of contact, but 
through the brief passage of years, they become irrevocably 
bond3d in spirit. Vincent's wanderings take him from 
Antwerp to Paris to Aries, where he slowly loses his tenuous 
hold on sanity while rooming with his equally brilliant artist-

friend, Paul Gaugin (beautifully played by Wladimir

Theo is made manager (^f one of the gallery's branch offices, 
and follows the inexorable patterns of bourgeois life: he weds 
and Slits a son. But this is a burden to him. and il'> clrar 
that his relationship with \'incent is the guiding force iii his 
life.

In the potentially thankless role of Theo, Paul Rhys also endows his 
character with sympathy. Though his performance is delicate, verging 
on effemmacv. Rhys" presence becomes a vital part of the film In a tew 
sequences m which the film focuses solely on Vincent. Rhys" presence is 
missed Roth and Rhys are a rare match: two stylistically difierent actors 
who perfectly merge. 

Director Altman has never seemed so much in control of his work. He's 
still curiously fond of the techniques that badly date his earlier work, 
particularly his use of the zoom lens, which cheapens the drama of film. 
This may be his be.st film; it s a triumphant comeback from his string of 
uncertain projects in the 1980s. 

Given the atrophy of contemporary American moviemaking, it's 
heartening to see an American director is sure of himself and so hold m 
his techniqui' Vincent and Theo is made with a passion that comes close 
to Van Ciogh's own; it's a film of rare emotion and humanity

High-scoring Hogs 
run past Seminoles

For a moment there, ii seemed like it just might happen— that Florida 
State could beat No. 2 Arkansas. 

But as usual, experience and patience won out over youthful enthusiasm 
as the Razorbacks beat the Seminoles. 109-92. Monday night in front of 
10.443 at the Civic Center. 

Arkansas jumped on top early, hitting its first three 3-pomt attempts 
to take an 1 1-4 lead— it was the Razorbacks" early success from the floor 
which wa.«- the ke\ tc the izame, according to FSU Coach Pai Kennedy. 

"Arkansas \va.- very kK^used." Kennedy said. "They hit their open shots 
early and really put us m a hole." 

The Razorbacks. 18- 1. extended the lead to 37-20 with 9:50 remaining 
in the first half thanks in part to a suffocating full-court press which the 
Seminoles, 9-6. had trouble handling. 

"Arkansas plays a 94-feet defense." Kennedy said. "They press you full 
court, and do a very good joh of disrupting v .ur dt U use."' 

Trailing by 17 points. FSU sophomore Chuck Graham took over. The 
H (oot-3 Graham scored 10 straight points, including two thunderous slam 
dunks, to help spark the Seminoles m their rally 

FSl' got into a running game with .As kan-as. and thrived in it for awhile. 
The Seminoles closed the gap from 17 points to five points at halftime. 
trailing 62-57. 

Even though the Seminoles seemed to be playing the Razorbacks evenly 
in the fast-paced game. Kennedy felt his team getting into that type of 
game which lost it for FSU. 

■'Tonight's game was going to be won with tempo. " Kennedy - ; i 'Our 
' >n!v chanct' was to slow them down early, and we couldn't do it We played 
their kind of game "" 

The first 20 minutes may have been the Seminoles" best offensive naif 
of the season. FSU shot a torrid 60.5 percent from the field on 23-of-38 
shooting.

.Although the Flambeau was previously 
told that Student Body President Trey 
Traviesa blocked printing of the catalogs last 
week. Dalton was the one who oflficiallv 



>topped the printing. 

The conflict arose when employees at the 
Taluihas^et Dmi.H '-at. u here the catalog was 
heint: printed, called the FSU purcha-mL' 
department to ask if the picture> had 'been 
OK'd Purchasing: department employees, in 
turn, called Daiiun to ask about the photo^— 
one by Courbet featuring a naked white 
woman and one by Mapplethorpe of a black 
man dressed in a suit with his genitals 
exposed. 

Some student> had also complained about 
the photos, to be printed on the third page 
of the catalog 

After conferring with Traviesa. Dalton 
ordered the printing stopped be-cause he was 
concerned about violating Florida obscenity 
laws and university standards.

Laurel. To Florida A&M University students for lakmg their 
concern? :o the streets las: week. 

For too long, students at the only predominantly black state 
university let political issues pass them by. But now that the lederal 
government has tnreatened to dismantle minority scholarships, 
students at the university are getting back to their activist roots 

Back m 1956 two FAMU students— Wilhelmina Jenks and Carrie 
Patterson—were tired of being forced to sit m the back of buses. Jenks 
and Patterson initiated the Tallahas^^ bus boycott, which eventually 
helped lead to desegregation m the South. Now. years later, 
students are following m Jenks' and Patterson's footsteps. 

The group responsible for last \veek's march to the Capitol- 
Students With a Conscious Mind— have started a major voter 
registration drive on campus. They have als^.> urged students to protest 
the destruction of scholarships, among other issues— such as the 
%etoed 1^0 Civil Rights legislation— facing blacks today. 

More power to them. 

Laurel: To the Leon County School District f«r banning the 
paddling of students in county schools. 

This bartMric punishnwnt should have been done away with long 
ago. As with capital punishn^nt, thrashing a paddle acrc^ students' 
behinds doesn't deter them from a>mmitting the same offense. And 
like capital puni^iment, a disproportionate number crf'blacdL stucknts 
were having to bend over aiwi bite the bullet.

Out of 
the sixteen hundred thousand dollars the foc^i&ll 
team took in, the unversity powers-tiiat be were 
unctuously gratefuly for the **gnK:imis gift" of two 
hundred thousand doluirs 

Excuse me for not being overwhelmed. It was 
farther observed thai this brought to $3 million 
dollars the gift* from athletics to academics at FSU 
over the past decade. Okay, what I want to know 
is, over that same decade, how much did the athletic 
teams bring in? How much has the university paid 
out during that time to support competitive 
athletics? I cbn't mean just team travel and 
uniforms and coachmt: salaries and fancy stadium 
facilities I mean the free rent and good and medical 
care, free clothing and school supplies, free books 
and tuition, free tutors and study sessions How 
many "ordinary " icla^-attendmg, tuition-paying, 
grade-making) stucfents wouldn't be pleased to get 
a deal like that?

I'm sure this 
letter will generate an enormous storm of invective 
against me. but 1 strongly believe that competitive 
athletics hurt this university an a%^fiil lot more than 
they help it.

1990 Civil Rights bill, cuts in minority 
education funding and the Persian Gulf 
crisis."' said Yountiblood. who also 
helped get the group started. 

Younghlood said the group plans to 
txpand and develop some sort of 
regional or national network with 
similar groups. 

**We have a myriad of students from 
different places. We're trying to build 
political consciousnass, " he said. 

FAMU senior Sharon Lettman said 
the organization was originally fmanced 
by the Panhellenic Council. 

"The eight Greek letter organizations 
on campus got us started," she said. 
"Now we will start developing our own 



sources of income, through fund-raisers, 
drives or membership dues. We are also 
willing to take donations." 

Lettman, who is also co-chair for the 
Natu»nal Coalition of Black College 
Student Ciovernments. said Students 
With a Conscious Mind has no formal 
leadership structure yet. 

**We are just a group of students that 
got together* talked dbout some things 
and made some decisions." she said. 
"The group is primarily focused on 
dealing with minority issues, hut 
membership is not exclusive in any way. 
We ha\'e some members from F'Sl', but 
we're not sure of an exact number yet.

Speaker: affirmative action programs liurt minority students

Affirmative action programs may 
make it more difficult for minority 
^udenta to ^npete in college by 
admitting substandard students 
simply because of their race, 
according to Dmesh D Souza. a 
guest speaker at the Florida State 
University College of Law Tue^ay 
night 

■"Basically, universities are 
sacrificing a liberal arts education 
in order (to promote racial 
equality ), * D'Souza said. 

D'Souza. whose speech was 
sixtn^red by the FSU Federalist 
Society, cited the admissions 
policies at the University of 
California at Berkeley where 
administrators take the best 
students of each race m proportion 
to their population distribution. He 
said this practice is le^ competitive 
for minority students. 

-According to D'Souza. a black or 
Hispanic student with a B average 
m high school will have a much 
better chance at getting into 
Berkeley than an .Asian or white 
student with the same grades. The 



speaker said this kind of admissions 
practice is used at niany colleges in 
the United States and makes it 
harder for Hispanics and blacks to 
succ^d. 

"The black and Hispanic dropout 
rate is double that of whites 
nationwide." he said. 

D Souza said Berkeley's dropout 
rale for white students is 25 
percent, compared to .^0 percent for 
Hispanics and 38 percent for blacks. 
For students admitted into the 
university primarily because of the 
affirmative action program, the 
dropout rate is a staggering 75 
percent, he said. 

The speaker, who came t ■ the U.S. 
from India m IPT'^, said atfirmative 
action programs are e.xperiencmg a 
decline in popularity among those 
who may not benefit from them. 

"People s opinions are such that 
they are for affirmative action in 
theor> . but n<A in practice," he said. 

D"Souza went on to explain that 
rac:al:v based programs may have 
contributed to the ri.-e of racism on 
American campuses H*^ also said 
such programs have cau^ed a num- 
ber of universitv administrators to 







pass rules banning the use of racial 
ly offensive speech. 
"There is no epidemic of people on 

.American campuses running down 
the hallway .screaming 'nigger ' It s 
simply not the problem.'" he said 

Not only do alTirmative action 
programs undermine the quality of 
education. D'Souza said, they also 
cause non-minorities to question the 
validity of minority academic 
standards. 

■"Once you have lost faith in the 
tair rules, everybody feels screwed," 
he said. 

D'.Souza also objected to the 



multicultural requirements 
recently impend by many schools. 

He said the classes are an 
inaccurate interpretation of foreign 

cultures 

■"It's a projection of I'ical 
prejudices on other cultures. ' he 

.-aid. 

D'Souza is a member of the 
American Enterprise Institute, a 
conservative Washington D.C. 
think tank, and has studied the 
problem of racism on campuses. He 
recently wrote a book. Illiberal 
Education, abcmt problems faced by 
universities which admit 
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underqualified minority students. 

Not all of the 14 people who 
attended agreed with D'Souza's 
opinions on affirmative action and 

the cau.ses of racism. 

Secfind year law student Nancv 
Ros.sell, 33. tr)ld D'Souza during the 
question and answer st'-'-ion that 
students might be wiouj^ m their 
beliefs that affirmative action is 
unfair. 

Possibly the younger people you 
talk to lack the proper historical 
perspective to know we're not all 
starting at the same place, " she 
said.

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War poses great threat to environment, local experts/activists say

While world experts discuss the social, 
political and economic impacts of the war in 
the Persian Gulf, environmentalists say the 
threat it poses to fragile ecosystems and the 
global climate has been largely ignored. 

"Mudi of the discussion involving the war 
has centered arouiKl our depen<fence on oil. 
the socio-political balance, the costs in terms 
of human lives and the economic effects," 
said John Winchester, professor of 
oceanography at Florida State I'niversity 
"What has not been discussed is the impact 
of war on the environment." 

Winchester and other local 
environmentalists believe that modern 
warfare— including nuclear, biological, 
chemical and conventional weapons— could 
cause a global environmental disaster. More 
attention should be shifM to how the 
damage could be monitored and how the 
damage might be repaired once the war is 



over, they say. 
"We don't know what the long-term effects 

are going to be," said Jack Rudloe. president 
of Gulf Specimens Mai'ine l.ab in Panacea. 
"There are many rare and endangered 
animals in that area that would be put m 
jeopardy." 

Rudloe said the Persian Gulf ;u ea is a little 
strip of green in the middle of an otherwise 
barren desert. It is a fragile environment 
that is home to rare plants and animals. 
Rudloe said many of them may have yet to 
be discovered. 

The Persian Gulf is another fragile habitat 
that could sutler during the war. Rudlw said. 
Marine animals, such as the loggerhead 
turtle, would be especially vulnerable if oil 
tankers are torped(^ in the Persian Gulf, 
Rudloe said. The area is also a habitat for 
tropical fish, coral reefs and a pr<^uctive 
fishery. 

"This would probably the hardest hit 
ecosystem," he said. 



Another local envirncnnentalist agrees. 
"In broad terms, as in any war, the 

situation^ould create long-term damage to 
the area," said Ralph Costa, a biologist with 
the Apalachicola National Forest. "The Ux-al 
ecosystem, especially the animals, suffer 
horrible casualties ' 

Much about the etTects of war on the 
environment can be learned from the past. 
Winchester said. The bombing of Dresden 
during WWII is an example of how 
conventional weapons, u hen used in massive 
amounts, can wreak havoc on the 
environment. 

"They dropped so many bombs that the 
heat from the explosions created huge 
updiafts that whipped up winds which in 
turn fanned huge fires," Winchester said. "It 
even affected the local weather. The rising 
air built up rainclouds and caused 
firestorms." 

There is growing concern that a similar but 
much more threatening effect could result 



from the bombing of massive oil fields— an 
action Iraqi forces began to undertake 
Tuesday. Winchester said if this is conducted 

on a large scale, the black sniokt^ rising from 
millions of barrels of burning oil couhl cause 
a micloar winter type phenomenon that 
could atTect the global climate. 

"Once started, these fires could burn for 
quite awhile," Winchester said. "Since the 
effects would be based on how long the fires 
burned, the question would be 'Can the fires 
be put out?' 

According to Fallen Winchester, a member 
(^f the SuM i a Club's military impacts on the 
environintMit committee, tlu' war poses 
environmental threats at home. too. 

"We might step up our military production 
of conventional and nuclear arms to an all 
time high," said Ellen Winchester, who is 
married to FSU's John Winchester. 'This 
could create problems at home if the 
increased production is not handled with 
discretion."

Students With A Conscious Mind has also kicked off a 
voter registration drive, but she added that students need 
to do more 

"Registering to vote is not enough," she said. "We must 
carry ou; our right to xote."

!. . .pc, ranging from tiny sleight-of-hand illusions and 
card tricks, all the way up to making airplanes and 

the Statue of Liberty disappear. 

Hailed as one of the greatest— if not (he gi-eatest — 
:liusionists of oui' times. David Copperfield brings his 
ict to the Tallahassee-Leon County Civic Center 
10 night. 

The magician has done more than enough to wow 
us all. He has appeared in more than 12 television 
specials, which have consistently earned high ratings. 
He has also performed around the world, including 
China and Latin America. He has even performed in

Copperfield's newest road show is a combination of 
-pectacular visual illusions along with the sounds of

Some true aficionados 
would list trumj^ter Longinue Parsons among this 
group. Almost none would think of Tallahassee as the 
phut, they would all come together.

The concert at the Ramada Inn North was the 
highlight of a regular series of jaz? concerts at the 
hotel The series includes weekly appt\u aiues by the 
heads of both the Florida State and Florida A&M jazz 
programs, saxophonist Bill Kennedy and pianist 
Lindsey Sarjent respectively, and Marcus Roberts" 
Quintet members saxophonist Herb Harris and 
trumpeter Scotty Barnhart. Past performers in the 
series have included Roberts and Parsons 

Marsalis said he agi-eed to play at the club, which 
only seats 210. at the urging of Roberts, who lives in 
Tallahassee. Roberts was a member of Marsalis 
band for five years, until striking off on his own to 
record ^lo two years ago. TTiis was the first time since 
Roberts left the band that the two have performed 
publicly. And what a p^ormance it was 

The show was split into two two-hour sets. The band 
began the nrsi \\ ith "Blue and Boogie" bv saxophonist 
Sonny Rollins On the next tune. Harris made his 
mark on everyone m the audienct- with a crying. Wynton Marsali 
emotive solo on tne Roberts penned Deep m the Shed. " from the Roberts 
album of the same name, which recently hit No.l on the Billboard jazz 
charts. 

A version of the standard "I Remember Abe. " let all doubters know why 
these men are considered the best in the world. Brilliant displays of 
technical virtuosity of articulation, rhythm and tone filled the piece A 
high point m this number was a fugiie-like solo hv the wunderkmd Roberts 
where he playfully plugged harmonic tensiciis into the mehxiy equatioii 
and introduced the uninitiated to his characteristic blues analytic style. 

This was followed by Wynton's breathtaking version of Hoag>- 
Carmichael's "^ardust." The elder Marsalis" reverence and Roberts 
subtle, subdued accompaniment in treating this standard was a virtuoso 
iwformance. like a Shakespearean wjliloquy. 

Next. Roben'- < \vn prodigious talent shown through on his solo rendition 
of Thelonious Monk s "Tranquil Tanquil. ' Roberts, who won the 
international Monk competition on piano and is about to relea.-^e an album 
Alone u ith Three Gion.'s-. with a kind hand led the audience into the dark 
and frightening world of Monk"s hiirmonies. 

A ciiuple of more songs and that was it for the first set: t"ive tune- The 
second had seven. It was a short night tor Mar.-sahs. who plays aOuut 250 
shows a year. 

Monday night's lineup combined members of Marsalis' .septet and 
Roberta' quintet.

Arrests in Gainesville murder case may be near

GAINESMLLE— Arrests are imminent in 
the serial killings o\ five college students, 
police said Wednesday amid reports that 
genetic tests had tentatively link«i one man 
to a death site. 

"We have made significant pi^ress. There 
will be arrests in the near future."" 
Gainesville Police Chief Wayia^ d Clifton 
said in a brief statement to rep* : u rs. 

"The case has become more and more 



focused and we re confident in the near 
future . . . we feel like this case will reach 
a successful conclusion, and that means 
apprehension." 

Several times. Clifton used the plural 
terms "arrests" and "apprehensions," 
indicating there were at least two suspects. 

His statements followed a Wednesday 
newspaper report that genetic tests had 
tentatively linked one man already in 
custody to the August murders. 



The Gainesville Sun quoted unidentified 
sources as saying police were awaiting more 
conclusive DNA tests that are expected to 
link the suspect to the killings through 
semen left at a crime swne. 

The man is not Edward HiimphiBy. a 
mentally disturbed former L'niversity of 
Florida student once identified as a key 
suspect, the newspaper said^ 

The newspaptM' said that hecau.se the latest 
suspect was in custody, aulhorilies likely 



would not seek a grand jury indictment 
before making an arrest.

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Board of Regents to meet today, Friday

A new state university, increased student fees and 

an "education summit" between student and 
^^overnment leaders will be the main events when the 
Ion da Board of Regents meets in Tallahassee today 

and Friday. 

The BOR IS set to hear a report on the feasibility 
of a 10th university in the State University System. 
Although no vote is on the agenda, it's likely the 
regents will make some kind of formal decision on 

whether to expand the system. 

The board has held four public hearings across the 
state in the past several months, BOR spokesperson 
Pat Riordan said Wednesday. He .said twn possible 
sites mentioned for a new university are Ft. Myers 
or some other southwest Florida location and the Ft. 
Pierce-Vero Beach area. 

Riordan said "at least one or two new universities" 
are the only way to handle the overcrowding problems 
facing Florida schools. 

"If we are ^oing to serve the needs of this state, we 
ar(^ p'i'iK have to build a few more sites," he said. 

Riordan predicts that 10 years from now there will 
be 80,000 more stale university students than there 
are today. He said if the existing nine universities are 
"built out to the maximum," they could handle 86,000 
more students. 

The BOR will also likely approve a plan that will 
up student fees at Florida A&M University by more 
than 30 percent, while Florida State University 
students face an 18. 7 -percent increase. 

The increa.ses will apply to the activity and services, 
athletic and health fees paid every semester along 
uitii tuition.

However, he noted that he had been confident all 
along the ciise would be solved, and said, "If ever I 
was confident. I'm confident today." 

The chief also said the Gainesville community had 
reason to feel "much safer." 

Investigators had said previously that the killer 
spent a kmg time, perhap,- several hours, at some or 
all of the murder scenes. He apparently cleaned 
himself, the bodies and the scenes to remove evidt<<ue. 
but police still managed to obtain a genetic 
'Tingerprint" from semen found at one killing site. 

Since that DNA lab test * ame back in October, 
police have taken blood samples from numerous 
people, some serious suspects and s<ime long shots, 
while hoping to find a match linking one of them to 
the scene. 

The tests can take six to eight woeks to complete 
and some are still pt-nding. tht- Ga: ncsi illc Sun 
reported. 

News of pending arrests came to light after a 



relative of one of the victims told the Sun that there 
was a significant break in the case and that a victim 
witness ccvanselor at the state attorney's otTice was 
the sourcL' of the information. 

Other victims' relatives either said they hadn't 
heard any news about a suspect or refused to talk 
about the investigation. 

"We've been told we can't say anything. " said Diana 
Hoyt. stepmother of victim Christa Hoyt. 

The bodies of L'F students Christina Powell, 17, and 
Sonja Larson. 18. were found Aug. 26 at their 
Williamsburg Village Apartment. 

Hoyt. an IS-year-old student at Santa Fe 
Community College and a records clerk at the 
Alachua County Sheriff's Office, was found dead in 
her apartment nine hours later. 

The next morning, IT .'Student Tracy Paules. 23, 
and her roommate, Manuel Taboada. 23, also a UP 
student, were found dead at the Gatorwood 
Apartments 

All had been statibed several times and the bodies 
of Powell. Larson and Hoyt had been dismembered. 
Hoyt had been decapitated and her head was placed 
on a shelf.

George Bush and Saddam 
Hussein are merely puppets whose 
^nlded strings are pulled by the 
manicured hands of newsgod 
Bernard Shaw. This whole Gulf 
War groove thang is a plot by CNN 
to eat Dan Rather's lurwh and make 
him say, "Thank you." 

Paranoid? Mui? You have to admit 
that the goings-on in the Middle 
East !-o far seem weirdly geared to 
television. And all those 
background graphics screened 
behind the inllatable newsperson - 
Tension in the Gulf, Hostage Crisis. 
Crisis in the Gulf, Countdown to 
Crisis, War Crisis— seemed just to 
double-dog dare the Americans and 
the Iraqis: come out fighting or slide 
in the ratings. The melodramatic 
iriulnmht deadline on Jan 15 
excited enormous pressure on thi- 
public and the goverment who had 
been whipped into a frenzy at the 
thought of all those fancy airplanes 
and tanks and special Bambi brown 
desert camouflage going to waste. 

It is sometimes hard to tell 
whether journalists— particularly 
broad'cast journalists— cn*ate or 
report the "news." For years there 
ha> been this myth of [hv "liberal 
media" nefariously at work in 
America, bashing the red, white 
and blue, making presidents look 
foolish when they say that air 
pollution is caused by trees or 
forgetting what century they live 
in.

This 
all happened on a television 
program (naturally ) the night of the 
"countdown to war," one of the 
Columbia University seminars on 
media and society. It was on PBS 
which means probably hardly 
anyone saw it— thev were all tuned 



to CNN's interminable map of Iraq 
I Baghdad marked with a star) with 
the .sheepish photo of Bernard Shaw 
superimposed while he droned on 
and on about how he was committed 
to getting the story if it killed him. 

Fred Friendly, head of the 
Columbia journalism school, was 
the chair of this lively and 
terrifying round-table, which 
included Daniel vSchorr of National 
Public Radio, Anna Quindlen of The 
AVfc York Times, Sidney Schanberg 
of New York New sday ( and Killing 
Fields fame), plus ex-Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, Rep. Steven 
Solarz, Rep. Newt Gingrich, Rep.

officer in attendance and most 
filming of military action.

Basically, the 
brass cowboys— dealt such a nasty 
blow by the end of the Cold War 
only to blossom again at the 
thought of beating the hell out of 
somebody— do not want a repeat of 
Vietnam with pesky reporters 
blowing the whistle on My Lai and 
like atrocities. That's what gave 
war such a bad rep any way. 

This point was not lost on Sidney 
Schanberg, who said that the press 
were being punished for telling the 
truth in Vietnam. The admiral 
spluttered and said they were not 
neither. It'sjust that even the First 
Amendment can be monkeyed with 
a little in time of war The 
admiral-with Loose Cannon Neu t 
Gingrich backing him up-trotted 
out the loose-lips-sink .ships theory, 
saying that he could not 
countenance allowing the press to 
show or report anything that 
"might get American kids killed." 

The notion that the press might 
be responsible for seducing the 
nation into the vicarious 
excitements of a T\' war is credible;

Anna Quindlen and Daniel Schorr

IS not united on this \\iu\ that it is 
not a war of principle or of 
aggression against U.S. territory 
but a murky affair that has more to 
do with international business than 
morality. That admiral, clearly 
unused to being spoken to in such 
a disrespectful manner, could only 
purse his lips. 

The venerable P'red Friendly 
Imished the talk by saying that 
while his mother had told him

point of a fi^ee press is to tell, to 
make the audience understand 
what is happening with their 
money, their neighbors, their 
children, in this war. "This time," 
said Friendly, "what we don't know 
can kill us " Without the media 
however imperfect -vve here with 
our piles of new s{)apers, our 
televisions and our radios cannot 
find out the lies. And there are lies 
Stay tuned.

The state's prepaid college tuition program is 
financially sound and doing well despite recent 
publicit v alx)ut pitfalls in the program, ofTicials said 

Wednesdav 

"(Farticipatusi are convinced Florida schmils are the 
type of schools they want their kids ^^oing to." the 
pro^Tam's F^xecutive Director. William Montjoy. said 
at a Florida House of Representatives postsecondary 
education committee meeting. 

The program, now in its third year, allows residents 
to lock in today's tuition and dormitory rates at state 
colleges and universities with lump sum or monthly 
payments years before their children reach college 
age. 

But with state schools and universities already 
busting at the seams with overcrowding", some have 
questioned whether the state can guarantee students 
who have already paid for an education a place in the 
system. And if the state cannot honor that 
committment, it would have to dip in to tax dollars 
to reimburse students left out in the .cold. 

If a student enrolled in the prepaid college tuition 
progi-am chooses not to attend a state university, the 
parents' money would be reimbursed without interest. 
If the beneficiary is not admitted to a state school and 
decides to go to a community college, the state would 
refund the difference in tuition. If a student receives 
a scholarship, they would be reimbursed what they 
originally paid plus interest. If a beneficiary is turned 



away because of insutTicient housing, they would be 
reimbursed at the current cost of im education. 

Bill Shade, vice chancellor of public affairs for the 
state Board of Regents, said dormitory space is limited 
but added that all nine state universities are 
attempting to build more dormitories. 

Montjo\ said the state is at no risk of losing money 
on the pro^-am because the seven-member prepaid 
college hoard "assumed a higher inflation rate than 
we've had" and currently has an excess of $27 million 
in its fund. 

According to Montjoy, the program is doing well but 
the number of people taking advantage of it has 
decreased from 58,000 in 1988 to "maybe 28,000 this 
year." 

Forty-one percent of the parents who have prepaid 
their childrens' education make more than $50,000 

a year. 

Only in-state students can particip)ate in the 
program. However, students who live out-of-state and 
are products of a divorce can take advantage of the 
program as long as one of their parents is a Florida 
resident. 

In order for the program to continue to succeed, it 
must earn interest above the rate at which tuition 

increases. 

The state can discontinue the progTam at any time. 
But It would be obligated to honor the contracts of 
beneficiaries for five years. Any beneficiary beyond 
the 5-year limit would get refunds, plus the minimum 
prevailing interest.

We're very disappointed." Flott said. 

This means, overpopulation will occur amor.j: the hogs, and 
they'll look for alternate food purees, primarily sea-turtle eggs 

Normally, with the aj^roval of the government, members 
of the hog hunters group make weekend trips to the Cape from 
January to late May to hunt. This controls the hog populations 
to the point that the animal needs only its natural food 
sources— acorns and palmetto berries 

When out of these foods, the hogs can smell the sea-turtle 
nests and seek out the eggs ana natchlmgs. But according to 
Don George, a Natural Resc^urce Manager and biologist with 
the state of Florida, scent isn't the only svay the hogs t~nid : ne 
nests. 

•*We theorized that the hogs can hone in on the stakes, so 

we started moving them one meter to the left or right. But 
the hogs will go to the stake and then circle outward until they 
find the nest." he said.

Hogs are the only land mammal other than primates that 
'nave such cognitive abilities. Becaus<^ of this ability, even when 
the Cape lands are not greatly overpopulated wixh hogs, the 
animals still seek the nests. 

"It s learned behavior. A few older hogs will take the younger 
ones down to the nests and show them w hat's there. Sea-turtles 
a! c not a normal food source for hc^." George said. 

Three species of sea turtle normally nest at Cape Canaveral 
each year, laying their eggs around May. Two are classified 
as endangered and one is threatened 

The Air Force is requitvd to protect the turtle species under 
the Endangered Species Act. but the turtles receive better 
protection when the hop are hunted. The FHHA hunts free 
of charge. 

•*We could allow for the extra destruction of nests this year 
if security requires it," George said But George said he does 
not believe this extra d^truction will significantly affect the 



animal populations 

But if the nest devastation does havo .m unpad, the 
government will have to use its own personnel to destroy the 
hogs. 

"We'll do whatever it takes to pivtect the sea turtles, no 
matter what the cost." George said. 

But there is a chance Flott and the FHHA will get to hunt 
on the Cape land. 

" They're iCape Canav«-alUm really tight stvunty riglit lunv. 
but they might give us special permission to hunt. But it 
doesn't look good." Flott said

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City may have violated DER rules 
in using chlorine to clean up spill

In possibl ^ violation of Impart meni of Envirorwnlal 
RetTulaiion rules, the city of Tallahassee has used 
.■h'orine. 'inte and pine ^n! to d:-;::*Vot recent, massive 
raw sesvage spills into >ensi:-\t ^'.ot^\nd areas 

Tf you introduce chlorine m lartie doses it is 
potentially more damak:int: to the en\ iroment than 
the raw sewage it s used to treat." said Gerry 
Neubauer, who heads the DER branch office which 
over»es the Tallahassee area. 

On Jan ' .i .most 4 million gallons of raw se%* age 
overflowed trorOi the city's sewer system into Black 
Swamp t "; solithern part of the city. In a report 
tiled %'.itn DKR. city officials said they expected the 
spiU to be contained withm the suanip 

But recent heavy rams have pushed the sewage 
from that spill— as well as a lesser spill of 300.000 
gallons that occurrwl on Jan. 19— into Munwn 
Slough, a wetlands area which flows into Lake 
N! unson. 

In resfwnse to the tlrst spill, the city s department 
.-•f underp-.^iind ut-lities dumped 300 pounds of 
ohUM'ine a: three ditYerent overtlow sites over a 
4S hour pevaxi Another 37 pounds was dumped alter 
the second spill. 

According to James Peters, head of underground 
utilities for the city, that's standard procedure. The 
chlorine, he said, disinfects the raw wwage so that 
it dot >r t present a health hazard to the public. It 
quickly dissipates and does nd any risk to the 
environment, he a<kl^.

But at least one local expert disagreed. 

Chlorine causes a number of long-lived, toxic 
byprt^ducts that could harm life in the lake, so. d Skip 
Livingston, a Florida State University biology 
protestor 

"Three hundred pounds is a lot for a lake that size. " 
he added 

*"Yes. that is a lot.' Neubauer agreed. 

City officials said they knew dumping the chlorine 
was in violation of DER standards. 

"We fully expect DER to take us to task for this, 
but we are doing the l^st we can, " said Andy Davis, 
acting superv isor of wastewater collection 

Neubauer said DKR is investigating: the niatter. and 
may take action against the city if the chlorine levels 
are tbund to exceed state standards He said HKH 
could tine the city and force it to correct the violation 

Neubauer said DER would take into account the 
timepniod in which the chloriiw was ai^lied and the 
extenuating circumrtances. The effects of the chlorine 
still have to be determined by the agency's chemists 
before a decision can be made 

■"DER does not like any chlorine to he dumped into 
a wetlands cirea. hut we also don't like raw sewage 
being dumped in either. " he said 

The city's use of chlorine tias lakeside residents— 
alread> up m arms about the sewer overflow— even 
more an^red. 

"Every- time I turn around they're dumping into 
MuMwn," said John Gibby. "T^y ^at it like it was 
a swimming pool."

Some committee members who voted in favor of the han found the 
cover's reproduction of a Courbet nude sexist.

But they don't have the right to thrust their sense of right and wrong 
upon their peers, which is exactly what they did.

Readers respond to Wayne's statements 



Editor: 

h wa> with utter disgust that 1 and every othe;- 
•Jew with whom I have talked read the ant i- Arab 
statements niadc by Scott Wayne in the Flambeau 
article on Jewish reactions to the bombing of Israel. 
The last thing the current situation needs is 
inflammatory rhetoric that perpetuates racist 
stereotypes. The Jewish p>eople have suffered so 
much from >uch attitudes directed toward them in 
their history that it is appallinj and revolting to 
hear a Jew direct them toward others. 

Instead of promoting hatred and counseling 
viulenct'. Mr. Wayne would do well to listen to and 
join those Jews. Arabs and others working tow ard 
a just and peaceful solution to the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict. Some might say that it is hopelessly naive 
to speak of peace in the midst of a tragic war which 
only appears to have hardened the attitudes and 
justitled the mutual suspicions among both Israelis 
and Palestinians Hardliner? on both sides are 
claiming that they were right all along, but, as in 
the past, they have nothing to offer future 
generations but the certainty of more violence and 
eventual mutual destruction. 

Instead of giving in to feelings of hatred and 
intolerance such as those expressed by Mr. Wayne, 
we need to fight the racist stereotypes and 
dehumanization of the other that have always been 
accelerated by war Just as important, we need to 
struggle against the paralyzing despair that keeps 
us from envisioning steps that can lead to 
reconciliation, but they remain generally ignorant 
about possible strategies for achieving a lasting 
peace in the region based on principles that have 
long been recognized by most of the international 
community. 

It IS with that in mind that I repeat the principles 
of the Tallahassee Committee for Middle East 
Dialogue, a group founded over thn-" \ »-.trs ago hv 
Jt-v. .Arabs and others to promote a better 
under?tandmg of the Israeli Palestinian Conflict: 

1. An end to the Israeli occupation ol the West 
Bank and Gaza and the recognition by Israel of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as the 
representative of the Palestinian people. 

2. The right of Israel to exist in st-curity and the 
right of the Palestinians to an independent state on 
the West Bank and Gaza 

3 Rejection of the steref itypmg and demonization 
of the other that ha^ created a climate for 
discrimination and violence 

If only a fraction of the vigor, determination, 
ingenuity and diplomatic pressure devoted to the 
preparation for war during the past six months had 
been applied the past three years to the Palestinian- 
Israel i peace prr>cess, the world would be in a better 
position to keep the Gulf Crisis from turning into 



a regional and possibly global conHagTation. \ow 
that the fighting has begun in the Gulf, the least 
we can do here is battle the igntirance. hatreii, 
racism and ethnocentrisni that thrives on war and 
destroys any hope of a just and lasting peace

Menachem Begin and Yitzhak 
Shamir were members of Israeli terrorist grou|)- 
that not only killed Arabs, but killed over 40 Jcw.s 
as well. On April 14, 1948 , 254 Palestinian nwu. 
women and children were nwissacred by Israelis. On 
Oct. 29, 1956 the Israeli Defense Forces (IDF) 
massacred 43 Palestinians in one hour. Dozens of 
Palestinian refugee camps have been attacked by 
the IDF Over 19,000 men, women and children 
were killed when Israel invaded Lebanon in 1982.

that the Iraqi iet5 were believed loaded with missiles 
and bombs, probably including Excx^et missiles 
capable of sinking ships. 

"I was confident. I knew what I was doing. Capt 
Ayedh Al-Shamrani said when asked how he left 
during the dc^fight. "I was protecting my country. 
This was no time or place to feel fear." 

Meanwhile. Air Force Lt Col Phil Lacombe said at 
a Riyadh briefing that a Navy .^-6 attack plane sank 
one of two Iraqi minesweepers m the Gulf east of the 
Kuwaiti-Saudi Arabian border. The second 
minesweep^ hit a mine and sank. 

A Navy i^licopler on a rescue mission was fired 
upon from ^ nearby island of Qurah and returned 
the fire. Lacombe said the resulting fight left three 
Iraqis killed and ended with 29 others giving up, he 
said. 

There were no U.S. casualties. The Iraqi prisoners 
of war from the tiny island and 22 picked up m waters 
near the sunken minesweeper were taken to the 
guided missile frigate USS Curt5. he said. 

Hasan Abdul Azi^, a spokesper^n for the Kuwaiti 
InfcKisation Office, said the island i^lf is "not 



important, but it is significant that it is liberated It 
is the first piece of land liberated from the Iraqis." 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein inspected his 
tri.H-»ps on the Kuwaiti front Wednesday. Baghdad 
Radio reported. The statt^run radio also said 90 Iraqi 
troops had died during the last five days of the war. 

The broadcast also quoted the Iraqi leader as saying 
that "with the help of God, we shall achieve victory 
and liberate Mecca and Medina"— Islam's holiest 
shrines, both located deep m Saudi Arabia. 

One more .American F 16 was lost, but the pilot 
ejected safely and was rescued tVom the Gulf. I'.S. 
military otTicials said. That brought the number of 
U S planes down to 10 with 14 people listed as miss- 
ing or dead. Seven other allied planes have been lost. 

As of Thur^ay. coalition forces had shot dow^n 19 
Iraqi planes, and 29 Iraqi prisoners of war had been 
captured. U.S. officials said. 

President Bush and other leaders kept up their 
efforts to keep people from becoming overly optimistic 
about a rapid end to the w;ii-. 

"There is no clock'" ticking otTthe seconds toward 
a predetermined time ending the war. Marine Maj. 
Gen. Martin Brandt ner. vice director of operations for 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said at an afternoon 
Pentagon briefing.

Sean Pittman. director of the 
student lobbying grtsup. said he was 
pleased with the results of the first 
summit. 

■'This is a great day fir the 
university system." Pittman said 
"This IS a great day My goal is tor 
us to leave here as a family." 

Lt. Gov. Buddy MacKay 
addressed the groups for several 
minutes and told them he was 
pleased they were meeting before 
the legislative session begins 

'i think this state has the 
potential to be a world-class 
operation. " he said "You're part of 
what we're all about and we're 
going to do it." 

SUS Chancellor Charles Reed 
said he was pleased the groups 
could meet and added that the 
board, like FS.\. wants to provide 
students with as much as possible,

year FSA and the Boani disagreed 
on tuitimi hikes— FSA pushed few an 
8-i»rcent increase for in-state 
students 18-percent for out-of 
staters, while the board pushed for 
10 percent and 20 percent 
respectively The 10-20 percent 
increase was passed.

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Alternative art exhibit takes 
to the woods in San Luis

The San Luis Archaeological and Historic 
Site will become a site for modern art Sunday 

afternoon. 

"We want to make art work for the 
community and make the community work 
for art. " said Dolores Poche. coordinator of 
the first alternative art exhibit at the San 
Luis site. 2020 W. Mission Road. 

The purpose of holding the show at San 
Luis is to help bring the art closer to the 
community. 

"We were looking for an area with trees 
and forests, where the audience would 
already be included." said Poche, one of the 
artists. "'People would already he there for 
the park and it would bring other people to 
the park." 

"It's always important to see what the local 
art is doing, especially in this setting," said 
Jo Anne Petrey. who will also have works on 
display. "We're also hoping to reach people 
w ho normally would not go to a gallery." 

Because the exhibit will be on state 
ground^, there were certain rules imposed 
upon the artist- The two major rules are 
that no nudity may be shown and nv digging 
or staking mto the ground will be permitted. 
The latter was implemented so artifacts that 
may still be uncovered at the site are 
protected. 

But the rules will not inhibit the artists, 
Poche said. 

"Artists are pretty liberal " -aid Poche. 
"But 0%'er in state areas, we have to be aware 
of the community. It's a challenge thing. The 
challenge of working with rules and 
regulations." 

The work that will be on display has been 
designed by the artists to fit the surrounding 
area. Art will be wr^ped around trees, along 
nature trails or fitted in to the natural 
surroundings— to create a forum that is 
completely natural. 

This has been done before in Tallahassee 
In November, the same group of artists held 
a roadside drive-thru art exhibition, with the 
.'.i.rk> posted on signs along the strt-et ?>o 



viewers didn't have to get out of their cars. 

There will be 20 people showing their 
works at the San Luis show, including many 
Florida State University students and 
professors. The show will include 
"installations," a different type of art 

"It's an environmental piece. " said Poche, 
explaining the concept. "It's not exactly two- 
dimensional and It's not exactly sculpture." 

The show features some performance art, 
including Poche's own "The Bunny: The 
Lure." Other artists will be Mike Childs, 
Mark Wade, Ruth Wenner and the Critical 
Art Ensemble. 



With shows like this and the roadside 
exhibit, the bridge between artists and the 
community is growing as the two come to 
work together, Petrey said. 

"Artists aren't working for an elite 
audience," said Petrey. "The work they're 
doing is applicable to everyday man In 
Renaissance times art was created for public 
places. Now it seems all art is locked up in 
galleries to be seen by a very small portion 
of society." 

Petrey sees post-modern artists as the 
product of the joining of the community and 
its artists. 



"Postmodern artists are much nioic 
S(»cially involved. Artists worry about tlu' 
environment." sho said "Artist.-^ art- 
concerned politically and socially with 
what's going on in this world." 

The Alternate Art Exhibit at the San 
Luis Archaeological and Historic Site 
starts at 2:00 p.m. Sunday and w ill run 
through the second of February. Dolores 
Poche will be performing her "The 
Bunny: The Lure," from 2 till 4 opening 
day only. Guests are encouraged to bring 
their own picnics.

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Hamlet suffers some slings and arrows

There's something ver>' curious in 
:hv opening scene of Franco 
ZetTirelli's Harulct. 

The entire royal family of 
Denmark is in royal burial 
chambers presidint: over the funeral 
of King Hamlet. There, next to the 
cofTm. is Queen Grertrude. To the 
side, is Hamlet's brother Claudius. 
And hidden in the shadows of the 
tomb is young Hamlet. Dark waves 
of depression and sadness cast all 
about. 

Wait a minute! That scene was 
never in William Shakespeare's 
play. Neither were the next two 

scenes. 

Those familiar with Hamlet will 
be ver> confused by these opening 
scenes and the many other changes 

.U I'firelli and co-screenu ri!c' 
Ciiristopher De Vore made to the 

film. 

Hamlet has survived as the 
ijreatest play ever written for more than 400 yt'ar>. 
Tn. n :n 1990, ZefBrelli and De Vore come along and 
change it as if it weren't good enough to be 
transformed onto the screen. 

But what the director, who has reached acclaim by 
brmging Bard's Romeo and Juliet and The Taming 
■ ' ;.':t S'l'-eu t(i screen, seems to forget is: Hamlet has 
survived lor this long because of the delicate balance 
\n which Shakespeare wTote it. Just about every word 
has two me;mings and the play spins on the doubt and 
pam m Hamlet's muddled mind 

By interfering with this delicate balance. Zeffirelli 
has destroyed much of the conflict within Hamlet's 
own psyche. ZefTirelli also removed much of the 
subtexts which scurrv' under the main plot of Hamlet's 
coming to grips with, and tryang to avenge his father's 
murder. 

The pity of it all is that the performances in tlii- 
film are incredible. Mel Gibson, often derided .->uic. 
he tiHtk .'H the role of young Hamlet, gave the 
performance of his life. Although there is very little 
conilict left in the part, Gibson plays the role with 
all the emotion he can muster. He is one of the few 
actors who immersed himself in the part enough to 
t manate the complex feelings brewing in Hamlet's 
soul. He even adds a bit of humor to the part, which 
seems to be a new interpretaion. 

Cilenn Close, as Hamlet's mother Gertrude, also 
turns in one of her best performances Although she 
IS a little too \ oung and the basic marrow of her part 
has been eaten away, she still manages to pull oft a

Before he was a stark, 
stiff-faced character, but Scofield gives his character 
the pain of a wondering soul; the burden of the 
afterlife can be seen in the e\n' <'s<i\ e lines of his face. 
And finalix , Wan Bates gi\e.- an interesting, but as 
m the case of every character in Zetfirelli's film, 
deciawed version of Claudius. 

These performances were ruined— as were the 
wonderful visuals (shot mostly on location in 
Scotland*— because of Zefilrelli's poison pen.

As a certified Kennedy assassination buff, my heart 
gMS pitter patt^ when my eyes fall upon a new 

on the murder of the American century. 

L'nfortunately, more often than not, after reading 
them, a wave of existential dread sweeps over me It 
stems from the realization that many, if not most of 
the authors of books in the Who Killed ,JFK genre, 
too often fit the psychological stereotype of the 
ob^s^ fanatic. l%is is e^cially true in the ca^ 
of the second generation of Warren Commission 
debunkers. 

Humorist Paul Krassner captured this phenomena 
beautifully m his poignant joke about comedian- 

turned-assassination fre;ik. Mort Sahl. The joke refers 
to the bizarre exhumation of Lee Harvey Oswald 
several years ago. after a bufT claimed an imposter 
was in Oswald's grave. Quipped Krassner; "They 
opened up Oswald's grave and found Mort Sahl 
inside." 

It is the Krassner principle I apply init»iging Who 
Killed ,JFK books: Could this author replace Mort 
Sahl as the punchline in Kra^ner's^li^ I mk my^lf? 

If not. I take the book .>=^eriously. 

Jim Marrs. author o( Crossfire: The Pint That Killed 
Kennedy might not be found in Oswald's grave, but 
a quote m the preface suggests that he mav be found 
in JFK s. 

T seek not only the killers of President Kennedy. 
I mek the jwrsons who kiU^ CanMl^ ..." 
Hero-worship hyperbole such as this gives the 
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BOOK REVIEW 

reader the impression that the author is not engagCMl 

in fi^ findii^, tet ^^^mmmmm. And wotw, Moors' 
breathless declaration of intent to find the slayers of 
"Camelot. " invites the reader to judge his bcwk by 
that criteria. Bv which he doesn't succeed. 

Crossfire, like many another JFK conspiracy books, 
excels at debunking the Oswald as lone assassin 
thesis, establishing the organized connections of 
Oswald's assassin, Jack Ruby, and presenting 
compelling circumstantial evidence for a plot 
Mi^^^ id anii-Castro Cubans, the mafia and 
renegade CIA agents. But it fails to live up to its claim 
to shov^ us whodunit. 

Marrs' biggest failure is getting so wrapj^ up in 
his subject, he appears to accuse every group and 
individual to the right of the Kennedy brothers as 
being part of the conspiracy. 

Crossfire's best moment, however, is the discussion 
of Richard Nixon, his [wssible knowledge of 
<^iq>iracy ani M» mmtm^im to organtx^ crime and 
Jack Ruby. Indeed, assassination buffs have always 
been fascinated with Nixon's vague nrfawaw to it on 
the Watergate tapes 

For example, on the tape f)f June 23. 1972. Nixon 
says to Chief of StaH Haldeman: "This is going to open 
the w hole Bay of Pigs thmg again . . . the Cuba thing 
would be a fiasco." 

"Cuba thmg?" "Fiasco?" What is Nixon talking 
alNmt? Conspir^y buffs say he's talking about the

Cubans and the assassination. The FBI reported 
several plots by ant i Castro Cuban groups angiy at 
Kennedy h)r making a secret pact with the Soviet 
Union to leave Castro be after the missile crisis. At 
the time of Kennedy's death, the anti-Casiro groups 
were plotting with the CIA and the mafia behind 
Kennedy's back to kill Castro. 

Nixon as vice president was the architect of the Bay 
of Pigs, which originally began under President 
Kisenhowcr Coincidentally , he was also in Dallas the 
day of Kennedy's murder. 



Marrs may even have a bombshell on his hand in 
the form of a declassified memo from an FBI staffer 
working on a congressional investigation of organized 
crime in 1947 The memo suggests a connection 
between Jack Ruby and Nixon! 

The staffer savs: "It is my sworn statement that one 
Jack Ruhy of Chicago ... is performing function.s for 
the staff of Congressman Richard Nixon. ... It is 
requested Ruby not be called for testimony ..." 

The Nixon/Buby memo alone made me glad I read 
this book. 

Crossfire is an excellent read for assassination buffs, 
rookies and veterans alike.

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Paschal and Lady 'Noles look 
to keep hot Saturday at Tully

If last week's a repeat, Tia Paschal will lead the 
Florida State women's basketball tetmi Saturday night 
at 7 p.m. against conference foe Southern Mississippi 
at Tully G-m. 

Paschal has been hot of late, at least hot enough to 
earn Metro Player of the Week honors. It's no 
coincidence that the Lady Seminoles are streaking as 
well, having won eight in a row. 

FSU's last win— 69-60 over South Carolina— helped 
It crack the Top 25 for the first time in nine years. The 
Lady Gamecocks had stood with FSU in the the AP 
poll's 'Also receiving votes' category prior to this week. 
It was believed that the winner of the game would enter 
the Top 25. 

"We're going to use this win over USC and the Top-25 
(ranking) as a stepping stone to bigger and better 

things," FSU Coach Meadors said. 

The Lady Seminoles, 12-2 overall and 5-0 in the 
Metro Conference, are undefeated in five home games 
this season. However, the Lady Gk>lden Eagles, 8-5 and 
.3 2. pose a threat to FSU current streak. In fact, 
Meadors insists USM is better than its record. 

Paschal, a 6-foot-l sophomore, scored 23 points in 



FSU's win over USC, including clutch baskets and free 
throws in the closing minutes. Paschal averages 15.6 

points and six rebounds a game. 

USM starts all underclassmen, includin^^ freshman 
sensation Janice Felder. a hii^^hly recruited prep 
prospect who leads the Lady Ciolden Eagles in scoring 
(18.4 ppg) and rebounding (9.7 rpg). 

USM Coach Kay James said she is happy with the 
play of her young team. 

"We've played .some tough teams this year, especially 
on the road and against (No.lO-ranked) LSU, we played 
them hard right to the buzzer," James said. 

Although USM holds a 15-3 series lead over the Lady 
'Noles, the odds appear in FSU's favor. Along with 
Paschal, watch for guard Wanda Burns, who ignites 
the Lady Seminoles' transition game with her slight- 
of-hand steals and team-leading 19.5 points per game. 

In fact, FSU's entire team has shot the ball well, 
hitting over 50 percent from the field in their last seven 
games and twice passing the 100 point mark. But 
Meadors believes defense will be the key. 

"We'll have to play another outstanding defensive 
game to contain Felder and (Alexis) Hall," Meadors 
said.

FAMU's offensive explosion was 
led by junior Shelly Boston. The

double with 27 points, 16 assists 
and 1 2 steals. 

FAML' Coach Claudette Farmer 
was impressed with Boston's 
performance— even before she had 
seen the stat sheet.

Innerarity continued her 
consistent inside play, scoring 20 
points on 8-of-13 shooting. 

FAMU's inside play was good on 
the offensive end, but not so good, 
according to Farmer, on the 
defensive end.

CAIRO Egypt— Iraq reiterated 
Sunday it had yet to unleash its lull 
strength and threatened to launch 
a crushing strike against allied 
forces, while blaming both the 
United Nations and the Soviet 
Union for its current plipht. 

Iraq's ruling Revolution 
Command Council also siud anyone 
killed fighting Coalition forces in 
the gulf or striking U.S. and other 
western targets would be declared 
a "martyr," and his family would 
receive monetary compensation. 

In Iran, Tehran radio quot^ the 
Iraqi newspaper Al Gomhuriya as 
saying Sunday Iraq would use its 
non -conventional weapons against 
Israel. 

"It's a mistake to think Iraq's 
force is limited to the conventional 
weapons used," the radio quoted the 
newspaper as saying. Iraq has 
launched almost two dozen Scud 
missiles at the Jewish state. 

Also in Tehran, the official 
Islamic Republic News .'\gency 
reported Sunday that Iraq anti 
aircraft guns remained silent when 
allied bombers carried out 
overnight raids on the southern 
Iraqi city of Basra and neighboring 
areas. The agency did not say if the 
Iraqi guns were knocked out by

allied bombs. 

Iraq said allied warplanes carried 
out 112 overnight raids on Iraq and 
Iraqi anti-aircraft gunners shot 
down three allied aerial targets, but 
made no mention of the Iranian 
claim that its guns defending Basra 
had been silenced. 

Iraq also said its missile hattt ' it < 
launched salvos oi p-ound lo p-ound 
Scud missiles at both Saudi Arabia 
and Irael. 

A war communique said Iraq 
unleashed two salvos of missiles at 
Tel Aviv and one at the Israeli port 
of Haifa. Allied commanders said 
U.S. -fired Patriot anti missiles 
destroyed the Iraqi Scuds before 
they could impact in populated 
regions. 

A U.S. commander also said allied 
warplanes attacked and destroyed 
a set of pipeline controls leading to 
an oil terminal off Kuwait in a bid 
to stop Iraq from leakii^ crude oil 
in the gulf, where a massive oil slick 
is moN'ing south to the coast of Saudi 
Arabia 

The United States has accused 
Iraqi forces occupxim: Kuuait of 
opening up the .-pi^u)ts at the 
Kuwaiti Sea Island tanker loading 
terminal, but Baghdad claims the 
oil spill was the result of the U.S.- 
led bombing raids on Kuwait.

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New rules prO|.csed 
for clear-cutting in 
Apalachicola Forest

The U S Forest Service dratted a 
proposal last week that would 
curtail clear -cutting within the 
Apalachicola National Forest. 

The proposed policy is in response 
to concern over the endangered red- 
cock aded woodpecker, which is 
found exclusively in long-leaf pine 
forests o! the Southeast. 

"The forest service has seen that 
the consequences to wildlite are 
greater than the limber harvest, 
said Tom Ankersen, an attorney for 
the Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund 
in Tallahassee. 

The Apalachicola has the 1 artiest 
remaining population of red 
cockaded woodpeckers in the world 
The birds nest exclusively in 
ancient lone-leaf pine trees, many 
oi which have been removed by the 
timber industry. 

Clear-cutting, the removal of all 
trees from designated tracts of 
forest land, would be banned within 
three-quarters of a mile of a 
woodpecker colony. Accord ifiL' to 
Ralph Co.-^ta. a biolopst with the 
Apalachicola National Forest, 
current policy allows clear-cutting 
within 200 feet of a woodpecker 
colony. That means 1,100 acres of 
pines would be set aside for each 
colony, compared to the three acres 
being set aside now. 

Costa said that there are about 
680 woodpecker colonies in the 
forest, each contaming two to nine 
birds 

"Undoubtedly this will 
dramatically restrict clear-cutting." 
Costa said. "It will affect more than 
60 f^rcent of the forest. But that 
means that on the remaining land 
some clear-cutting will still take 



place." 

Last year, the 1' S Forest Service 
adopted the same guidelines tor 
most torests m the Southeast and 
all national forests in Florida except 
the Apalachicola National Forest. 
Costa said the change in policy was 
a temporary measure until a 
biology team could complete a two- 
year study of the bird to develop a 
long-term plan for its protection. 

The Apalachicola forest was 
excluded from the guidelines 
because forest service officials 
believed the population of 
woodpeckers was substantial 
enough.that clear-cutting wouldn't 
have as much of an impact. 

Environmental groups, including 
the Sierra Club Legal Dofenst' 
Fund, appealed the decision not to 
include the Apahichicola They 
argued that the ueiodpeckers 
needed the same level of protect u)n 
as other forests in order to secure its 
survival. 

Ankersen said the Forest Service 
proposal is subject to a 30-day public 
review period— a time in which the 
timber industry can respond But it 
will probably be accepted because of 
the circumstances involving the 
woodpecker. Ankersen said. 

"The draft is overwhelmingly 
biologically justifiable," he said. "I 
don't see any reason why it won't 
be passed." 

On Feb. 4. red-ooc k a ded 
woodpecker specialists from the 
forest service will on hand to 
answer questions at an open 
house from noon to 7 p.m. on the 
fourth floor of the City Centre 
building, ^7 N. Bronough St.

the issues involved and possibly 
print the pictures in the summer 
catalog." 

The dispute stauted when Dalton 
stopped the catalog from being 
published last week Dalton was 
alerted to the photos when 
employees at the Ta!lahas<;ce 
Dcrriocrat. where the catalog was 
being prinieo. called to ask if they 
had been approved. Al^, some 
students complained that the photos 
were sexist and racist. 

One of the photographs was 
Robert Mapplethorpe's "Man in a 
Polyester Suit," which pictures a 
black man exposing his genitals 
The oiner \\d> Gustav Courbet's 
painting of a white woman lying 
naked on her back. 

"I've been thinking a lot about 
this issue since it came up," Dalton 
said Sunday, adding that he has not 
made up his mind. "I just think it s 
a difficuit issue and I think it's 
importar:* : hr -ensitive to women 
and minorities At the same time I 
think it's important to be concerned 



about freedom of speech " 

Dal ton's primary concern was 
that student money was payinn for 
the publication of pictures that 
might be considered obscene under 
Florida law. 

CPE got the $1,500 to print its 
catalogs from activities and ser\'ices 
fees students pay every semester 
along with tuition. 

A student ad-hoc committee 
recommended Thursday that the 
photos not be printed. Dalton plans 
to meet with University Attorney 
Gerald Jaski today to discuss the 
matter. 

According to Jaski, there are tw o 
Florida statutes that could hold 
FSU criminally liable. One gives a 
definition of ob.scenity and the other 
makes it a criminal olTen>e to 
present pornography to minors He 
didn't know if printing the pnotos 
would be against the law because he 
hadn't seen them. 

"If the university puts its stamp 
on it, it therefore is going to be held 
responsible." Jaski said "There's a 
difference when an individual is 
publishing It on his own and paying 
for it on his own."

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Board of Regents OKs new university

The Board erf* Regents Friday unanimously 
approved the building rf a 10th univeraity in 
southwest Florida. 

"That's where it needs to be built." State 
I'mversity System Chancellor Charles Reed 
said Sunday, it s 145 miles to the nearest four- 
year school from that area." 

Reed said the door to the small, mostly 
undergraduate, teaching university should be 
open to stu(tente in approximately seven years. 

The decision comes after months of study and 
four public hearings by the board's long range 
planning committee, headed by Regent Thomas 
Petwav He said he's pleased the board 
recommended the new university, but added 
that it's not the solution to overcrowding, 

"It sjust one of the things we can do. It's not 
a solution to the problem," Petway said in a 



telephone interview from his home in 
Jacksonville. 'We need a lot more funding than 
we have so we can build buildings at the schools 
we have and increase the system." 

Petway said there will be an influx of 80,000 
students to the already-packed university 
system within the next 10 years. 

"Access will be two times as much a problem 
in the next 10 to 15 years as it now," he said. 
"It s an echoboom," All the babies' babies are 
gi-owmg up. And all the babies that iu-e m iK-12) 
will be in the system." 

Reed also said a 10th university will not 
alleviate overcrowding and that present 
universities need to make better u^ of the ^>ace 
they have. 

"The biggest thing we need to do is expand 
what we have now." he said "More people need 
to go to class on Fridays and students may have 
to go to classes on Saturdavs." 



Education Commissioner Betty Castor said 
she will ask the Legislature for $1 million in 
Public Education Capital Outlay Funds, which 
are collected from a surcharge on public 
utilities. 

Castor was out of town and could not be 
reached for comment But Assistant 

Commissioner of Education Laurie Stryker said 
that despite the tight fiscal yeai% the money will 
probably be appropriated. 

Stryker said there is $lh nvilhon m(iri> m 
PECC) Funds this fiscal year. She said the 
surplus came from increases in utility bills. 

"(Castor ) has b^n urging the expansion of the 
university system . . . especially in the 
southwest because of all the growth going on 
there. " she said. "We need to be ready for that 
growth because students like to stay near their 
home territory, so accessibility to a university 
there is ven- important."

An 
electronic sign flashes the number 
of people who have died from 
smoking-related diseases since the 
tour started Sunday afternoon it 
read 1 15,589.

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Earth-shaking movies hit Moore

Hiroshima man Arriour shcnving tonight at 

Florida State University's Moore Auditorium, was the 
first feature film by French directw Alain Resnais, 
who had worked in documentaries since the end of 
World War II. Along with Truffaut's The 400 Blows 
and Godard's Breathless, it is considered one of the 
archt\pe French new wave' films— a movement in 
filminakint: that broke with traditional Hollywood 
style and through commercial, as well as critical, 
success was able to set a precedent for experimental 
films with respectable budgets. 

The plot of the film revolves around an affair 
between a French actress (Emmanuele Riva), who has 
come to Hiroshima to appear in a film about the 
atomic bombing of the city, and a Japanese architect 
lEiji Ok.ida Through their surroundings and 
recollections, the film explores the concepts of 
memory, reality and experience. The actress talks to 
the architect alx^ut her "memories" of Hiroshima 
from indirect sources such as films, photos and 
remnants of the blast in museums. But her lover 
dismisses these memories because they lack the truth 
of experience. 

The characters of the film are more symbolic than 
"real"' and the "star " r>f this film of ideas is the 
compelling scM eenpiay by Marguerite Duras > known 
for her work on the P^rench "new novel" and later as 
a film director ^ Mer script deals with the relationship 
of numiories and events, how the present is affected 
b\ memories and how memories aflect reactions to the 
present. 

Through a sensitive combination of words and 
images, the film shows how the actress' tragedy is 
brought back to her by her impressions. The dialogue, 
even in translation, is thought-provoking and moving, 
and Duras' choice of images iher script was very 
detailed' complement the words beautifully. 

Resnais worked closely with Dumas on the film and 
how he interprets her ideas into actual sound and 
vision IS magruficent. Ever> shot is set up with airtistic 
precision; almost any key frame from this film would 
be a fine photograph in itself. 

The opening sequence, which juxtaposes 
documentary footage of Hiroshima with the images 
of the two lovers embracing— as they talk about 
memory of the events and the sources of the footage 
it.>^elf— is one of the most heralded scenes in the histor>- 
of film, a powerful cre.nion of the director's and 
script writer's collaboration. 



Resnais oiXvn incorporated the concept oi memorv 
in his works. In his d(x:umentary. Night and Fog, 
(1956), he combines footage from concentration camps 
with interviews of different people's recollections of 
the Holocaust, putting into question history and its 
connections with reality. The same year he released 
All the Sfcnu^ries in the U'orW. in which he Studies 
the largest libraries in Paris, the storehouses of 
cultural memories. 

Ten Days That Shook The World 

In 1927, Sergi Eisenstein, the brilliant' Russian 
directer who made Potemkin, was commissioned by 
the central government to make a film in celebration 

of the 10th anniversary of the Bolshevik revolution. 

The result WiL< Ten Days That Shook The World 
(originally titled OetoherK a film showing tonight at 
Moore Auditorium. The mos ie is an attempt to retell 
the events of the revolution, focusing largely on 
clashes between the bourgeoisie moderates and the 
Communist Bolsheviks, after the fall of the Czar. 
Eisenstein paints history in bold strokes, showing the 
moderates as malign and ridiculous and featuring the 
proletariat as the collective "hero." working to 
overthrow their oppressors. At the end. Lenin and the 
Bolsheviks rightfully lin the film's view) take up the 
reins of power and begin reformation. 

Much of the experimentation in the film is related 
to Eisenstein's complex theories of montage: a film 
technique dealing with juxtaposition, through editing, 
of seemingly unrelated images to create a meaning 
beyond their individual parts. This concept was 
originally developed by Eisenstein's teacher. Lev 
Kuleshov. 

Kuleshov took unedited footage of an actor and 
placed It with shots of three .-separate objects: a bowl 
of soup, a woman in a casket and a little girl with a 
leddy bear. When shown these clips at random, 
audiences raved about the acting ability of the man. 
He looked pensive at his forgotten soup. He appeared 
sorrowful about the dead woman. He looked amused 
by the playing child. Ironically, in all three cases, he 
looked exactly the same. 

Eisenstein used this as a springboard and 
incorporated the structure of the Marxist dialectic 
view of history. Image .A combines with image B to 
create concept X, then concept X can be combined 
with image C to create concept Y and so on. Multiple 
images could be put together to create more and more 
complicated ideas. His most impressive use of this 
technique is the brilliant Odessa steps sequence in 
his film Potemkin. October is a little more hit or miss, 
but a noble experiment nonetheless. 

Ten Days That Shook The World shows tonight 
at 7:30 at Moore .Auditorium.

I NITED .'RKSS INTKRNM IONAl 

Iraqi leader Saddam Husscm de- 
clared Monday he was confident of 
winning the Persian Gulf war. 
"wished the Americans well" and 
said he prayed not '^ne of their sons 
would die on the battlefield. Presi- 
dent George Bush said. "'Gtxl will- 
ing, this IS a war we will wm." 

Saddam, in his t"irst interview 
with a western news organization 
since the war began 12 days ago. 
told Peter Araett of the Cable News 
Network that he had no doubts— 
"not even one in a million"— that 
victory will be his 

In Washington. Bush said the war 
itiamst lr;iq is a "just war and . . . 
a war w e will win " 

In a spet?ch to the annual Conven- 
tion of Religious Broadcasters, Bush 
said, "No one wanted war less than 
I did. No one is more determined to 
from this battle a real peace, a 
new world crder . . . We know this 
is a just war and we know that. God 
willing, this is a war we will win " 

The president said that '"when the 
nightmare"" of Saddam's aggression 
is over, "we seek nothing for our- 
selves. The United States fonces will 
leave as soon as" pea(% is achieved. 

Amett said he met Saddam at a 
suburban Baghdad house and that 
the Iraqi leader told him, "I wish 
the Americans well and pray none 
of their sons will die " 

Saddam alst^ was quoted as saying 
Scud missilies could have been e- 
quipped with "nuclear, chemical and 
biological" warheads but that Iraq 
has been able to "maintain the bal- 
ance using inventions! weapons." 

"We pray that we shall not be 
forced to taking a forced measure," 
the Iraqi leader said 

Meanwhile. I S military officials 
s.iid .Allied bombing turned the flow 
of oil in the massive Persian Gulf 
spill to a trickle. The United States 
said Iraqi forces had dumped the oil 



into the cuir 

On the battlet'ieid. an Win I'.S 
warplane was downed Monday, but 
the fate of the pilot was not im- 
mediately known. 

After a day of quiet from Scud at- 
tacks. Iraq launched two more of the 
Soviet -made missile^ MondaN' Oiu 
launc'ned toward Riyahd. Saudi 
Arabia, was shot down by the I'.S.- 
made Patriot missile and the other, 
heading toward Tel Aviv in Israel, 
apparently fell short. U.S. officials 
said. There were no immediate re- 
ports of injuries. 

The Allies were sending experts 
and equipment into the gulf area to 
do what they could lo restrict or 
break up the oil spill, believed the 
largest in history. 

Allied forces on Saturday bombed 
pipes feeding the source of the gulf 
oil slick, an offshore Kuwaiti tanker 
terminal. Allies say the slick ^;arted 
when Iraq opened the valves, but 
Iraq claims it came from U.S.-led 
bombing 

U S Navy Capt David Herring- 
ton, director of intelligence for the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said oil going 
into the slick appeared to be "down 
to a trickle." 

He also said that so far the 10- by 
35-mile slick had not washed up on 
the sh<»res of either Kuw ait or Saudi 
.Arabia \ second slick, from Ku- 
waiti storage tanks shelled by Iraqi 
forces, however, was lapping Saudi 
shores and fouling the wildlife. 

The number of Iraqi planes that 
have flown into Iran numbers more 
^an 80, according to Army lA. Gen. 
Tom Kelly, chief of operations for 
the joint chiefs. 

Of this number, he said there were 
more than 60 fighter-bombers and 
more than 20 transport planes. 

Military officials said they did nut 
know the exact reason why the 
planes were leaving Iraq—whether

There are good days and there are bad days. 

That was the general mood at a Monday night 
counseling session for Tallahas%ans with family 
members involved in Operation Insert Storm.

Out-of-state stu cents pay three times as much m t 
students That money iioes to the SUS. In a ticht t'lscal vear— and 
it won't iiet better unless the state's tax structure is ciiaiiged— it 
doesn't make sense to throw out the bread and butter. Basically, the 
system can t afford to ban non-resident*. 

But out-of-state student* offier the SUS more than money. According 
to Pat Riordan. spokesperson for the BOR. out-of-state students 
"generally" score higher on their SATs and ha%'e better GPAs. It s 
true that high standardized test ^rores and competitive high schwl 
performances don't necessarily yield the perfect college student, but 
good transcripts cannot be overlooked. 

Why*^ They indicate that a student is willing to put forth an etTort 
to excel. And if the SUS wants to become one of the best in the nation, 
as It claims it does, students who push themselves are necessarj*. 

Out-of-state ^udents also bring other advantages to a university. 
Many who move to the state to attend school choose to make Florida 
their home when they graduate. An educated work force can only help 
the third larg^t state. 

In addition, non-residents also bring diversity to universities. 
Banning out-of-state students would make student bodies 
homogenous— everybody would be from cities like Tampa. 
Jacksonville and Orlando Now residents can min^ile with students 
m their classrooms fi-om Nt u York to California. Students learn about 
cultures other than Florida s. If non-residents were banned, every body 
Nv juld be similar. 

With mehmg pot cities such as M an::, d:% ersity is the key to the 
state's future successes Florida State University realized that when 
It passed thr muiti culturai component last year.

For example, at his first press 
conferenw after the first bombing 
of Iraq. Gen, Norman Schwarzkopf 
drew muffled laughs from press 
corps w hen he answered a question 
about casualties, unabashedly 
remarking, "We're not going to get 
into body ccMints in ^is war."

Just as troubling is the evident 
lack of. or censoring of. debate 
concerning the morality of the 
"round the clock" bombing 
campaign.

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Buffalo Tom stampedes into Tallahassee; 
shadow of a Dinosaur looms on horizon

There are two kinds of bands: a' the ones that 
t^come famous b€H?ause of the original it v and flair in 
their music, and b' the ones that become famous 
because they are uninspired reproductions of the 
bands in the first category. 

Buffalo Tom, a power trio from Boston who play at 
the Warehouse tonight with the Blake Babies and 
local band the Singing Spoons, is the type of gi oup 
that should easily fit into the first category, but 
because of lazy critics is constantly placed in the 
second. 

Cosmetically, there are many reasons why Buffalo 
Tom IS otten compared with fellow Bostonians 

T'osaur Jr. They play guitar -oriented distortion rock 
and the energy from their music is almost hypnotic. 
But wor^t of all, their self-titled debut LP and then- 
second album Birdbrain were both produced by 
Dinosaur Jr. guitarist-singer J. Mascis. 

For most, that's enough evidence to blanket Buffalo 
Tom completely under Dinc^ur Jr.'s shadow for the 
.ra rat ion of their career. But Chris Colbourn. the 
: bassist, begs to differ with the critics and 
aaysayers. 

'T think some of us m the band lake it worse than 
others." said the 26 year-old Colbourn m a phone 
inter%new from his apartment outside of Boston. "We 
knew from the very first day when we started to u^ 
J that that wouW be something we would have to fat^ 
if anyone ever heard our tape mitside <rf Amherst. And 
even in Amherst people would go: *Oh. great.' " 

Colbourn said the band, which includes lead singer- 
guitarist Bill Janovitz and drummer Tom Maginnis. 
knew that using Mascis so extensively would be a 
double-edged swoid. But he said it was necessary 

"The first time we worked with J. was a really long 
time ago, " Colbourn said. "It was the obvious thing 
to do at the time b«;ause there weren't that many 
people making r^iords. 

"And then we used J. a^ain for (Birdbrain). We 
knew also at that point that we were getting a lot of 
European press, and J. was really solid there and it 
was going to be a decision that we had to make. We 
knew It would hurt us as well as help us."' 

The members of Buffalo Tom met up with Mascis 
at tne University of Massachusetts m Amherst where 
they were all students. To make their album, 
Collx)um said, Mascis had to be used if they wanted 
to make their music their way without outside 
ntluence. 

• Mascis is) pretty much exactly what we want in 

a producer," he said "We have all the arrangements 
for oiiT songs and everything you can think of planned 
out. We don't have a lot of experience m the studio 
and we wanted someone who did. but would leave us 
alone enough so we couid do what we wanted. J.'s 
mam advice was just making us f^l letter about just 
doing what we wanted to do versus what other j^ople 
wanted us to do. 

"He gave us more confidence, like me playing 
through a guitar amp and for Tommy to try some stuff 
he may not normally tr>- under a certain different 
producer and just be loose about things It's just a 
record: go do what you normally do instead of 
r'nllowing by some stu«iio book " 

Buffalo Tom hasn't followed Mails' or anyone's 
book. They've created some really intelligent and 
original music in their first two albums. 

Janovitz' guitar is no less than a bludgeon m his 
hands. He plays really loud and way up high m the 
mix. but the riffs are clean. There's no need for any 
: ancy mechanics: he just plays with feeling and that 
comes out in his music and lync? 

Maginnis and Colbourn play a? it tnt-y've known 
rach other for a long time even though they just fc^gan 
:nt Dand four years ago. Their music anticipates and

amplifies each other's mtruments. 

Buffalo Tom's debut album on SST is an original 
and powerful album with some great songs on it. 
Oddly, there is very little of Dinosaur Jr.'s stamp on 
Buffalo Tom. 

Their latest. Birdbrain (released on Beggars 
Banquet KC.'^i, ironically seems more Dinosaur 
influenced. The guitar is more distorted and Janovitz 
uses the wa wa pedal some. Maginnis' drums seem 
to more hyper-energetic with more rolls crammed into 
nooks and crannies much like Dino-drummer Murph. 

But the personal stamp still remains. For someone 
who has never heard Buffalo Tom, Birdbrain is 
heavily Dinosaur influei^ed. It takes a knowledge of 
their earlier music to see a vast difference m styles. 

Colbourn said he isn't always offended by Dinosaur 
Jr.'s shadow, which loom? close m the eyes of many 
In fact, he likes the comparisons. It makes them all 
the easier to dispel. 

"WTien you really look at the simiiai-ities that's 
where the differences come out," Colbourn said. "All 
these bands that are mentioned in the same breath— 
Husker Du, The Replacements, Dinosaur Jr., Buffalo 
Tom— okay^ they all sound alike to ^me people. But 
to me, when you listen to a few of the different records 
there are huge differences 

"Immediately there's the voice, the way Billy sings: 
the arrangements of our songs. Sure they re all based 
around really energetic guitar stuff, besides that- 
and you could put in a million other band^— if you 
start really getting dow^n to it there are some big 
differences. There's a lot of similarities (too). We're 
young people who grew up listening to the Rolling 
Stones, and other stuff like early Husker Du. Neil 
Young. I mean it all comes together— no big deal. " 

Colbourn also admits the comparisons aren't always 
damaging— sometimes they're flatten nj 

"There are hand- that I feel are really good 
songwriters nke Dniu^aur Jr.. Husker Du. The 
Replacements, the Pixies and I hope that people thmk 
of us in the same way, because I think that these guys 
really sit down and think about what they're playing 
while t^- . -^e writing." he said.

Alth(>ugh many folks are glued to the TV watching 
nt'ws coverage of the Persian C»ulf, most local video 
stores and movie theaters are not experiencing any 
loss of business 

"A lot of pt'uple come in and say theyVe tired of 
seeing thit^ over and over i^ain," said Karen 
Poitervint, manager of Video 21 on Mahan Drive.

Linda Cocke, co owner of the Drive-ln Movies video 
store in Killeam Center, said her business has had 
an upswing in rentals. She ad<ted that films 
concern!^ ^^MUtte Eart ^^raphy and ftnuKr wars 
are hot. 

"We've iM^n renting out a lot of informative tapes 
on past wars and our National Geographical tapes on 
areas around Saudi Arabia are popular." she said. 

We've had a lot of t+^nagers picking up these. I guess 
because . they're trying to make sense of it." 

New releases and comedies are what the majority 
df people are wanting, am}rding to Jason Sutch, 
a^i^st flnaafn* the Movie Ckdlery on North 
Monroe street. 

**M<^ t^ p^^te said they come in to get videos 
to get awaj' from the war," Sutch said. "Comedies are 
renting well. P^le n^d som^Mng to bring them 
up ■■ 

Besides rentmg movies, people are still going to 



movie theaters. 

"The war is not atTectmg us one way or the other," 
said Tracy .Allen, assistant manager of Capitol 
Cinemas on North Monroe street. "iGoing to the 
movies' IS a way to break away from the pressure, 
especially for those with someone over there. People 
need a sense of relief so why not go ^e a movie where 
there won't be any interruptions." 

Conway Reeder, assistant manager of Miracle 5 
Theatre on Thomasville road, agreed. "Business has 
stayed the same. I ^m*t wm any dra^ic diff^^nce 
either way," he said. "It's a slow time of year, but it's 
no different Uian any other year." 

Although most of the local movies theaters and 
video stores have continued to have steady or 
increased business, there is at least one place that has 
sulTered loss of business. 

David Cunningham, manager of Turtle's Music and 
Video on Apalachee Parkway, said there has been a 
dn^ff of rentals at his i^m. 

'The first three days iaft&r the war began) we had 
a very big decrea^ <tf ^wnt," 
Cunnin^am said. "Busines picked biK^k up but now 
it's (k>wn again." 

Cunninglmm said that as the war progresses video 
stores will miffer. 

"I think people will be a little bit nwre conservative 
in the way they spend money and how tl^ q»end 
Uieir time." he said. "I think they'll spend more time 
talking about what's going on instead of sitting at 
home watching videos."

Health clinic money 
remains up in the air

County commissioners moved forward Tuesda>- 
with plans to build a satellite health clinic in 
French Town— although they still don't have the 
money to ^t the project uiMlwnpray. 

The commission unanimously app-ov^ a plan 
at its regular meeting Tuesday to buv land off 
Old Bainbridge Road for the Public Health Unit 
extension. But a city grant that would make the 
purcha.se possible is not a sure thing. 

According to City Attorney Jim English, the 
county cannot get the money-a $250,000 
Community Development Block Grant-until the 
city's purchasing aAtmms^&tov deciites whether 
investments of the county's pension fund violate 
the city's anti-apartheid ordinance. 

"It does have to go through the process," 
English said Tuesday 

The city asked the county to sign an affidavit 
disclosing any business ties to apartheid South 
Africa because the county 's pension fund is not 
divest^. While that doesn't mean money from 
the fund has been in^sted in South Africa, 
county officials say th^ don't know for sure.

WASHINGTON-Declarmg that time 
will not be Saddam's salvation," President 
Bush assured a nervous nation Tuesday 
night that only America "had the moral 
standing and the means" to wage war for 
peace in the Persian Gulf. 

■"We will succeed in the gulf." he said in 
a State of the Union address to a joint 
session of Congress. "And when we do. the 
world community will have sent an 
enduring warning to any dictator or despot, 
present or future, who contemplates outlaw 
aggression." 

Traditionally ? showcase for political 
goals and national objectives, his speech 
was delivered against a backdrop of high 
anxiety over the sacrifices— human and 
financial— wrought by twin crises. 

Speaking at "a defining hour" to a nation 
gripped by war abroad and recession at 
home. Bush conceded the stakes were high 
but said, "the cost of closing our eyes to 
aggression is beyond mankind's power to 
imagine." 

"This we do know: Our cause is just, our 
cau.se is moral, our cause is right," he 

added.

U.S. keeps up bombing; more 
Iraqi planes land in Iran

U.S. -led bombing missions continued at 
2,000-plus flights per day. de.spite Iraqi 
reports that an allied prisoner of war was 
killed during raids on Baghdad U.S. and 
British officials had no confirmation of the 
death. 

And while a 20- by 60-mile oil slick 
continued to move slowly southeastward 
through the Persian Gulf, militaiy ^cials 



^id the oil has stopped flowing from an 
(^sh(»e Kuwaiti terminal and the fire at 
the pipeline had burned it^lf out. 

In Saudi Arabia, military officials said 
allied planes destroyed 24 tanks, armored 
personnel carriers and supply vehicles 
caught moving across the open desert 
Monday night. 

Army Lt. Gen. Thomas Kelly said that 
about 10 Iraqi planes landed in Iran during 
the past 24 hours, bringing the total to 
"about" 90. Officialfi said 65 i»rcent of 
them were fighters aiMi bomters and 35 
percent were transport planes. 

Military officials said they did not know 
why the planes were leaving Iraq, but 
Fitzwater ^aid the U.S. had rect-ived fresh 

assurances from Iran through an 

unidentified third country-that it will 
remain neutral and hold the planes until 
the war is over.

Americans go through 2.5 million 
plastic bottles every hour. And 
every three months they throw 
away enough aluminum to rebuild 
the country's commercial air fleet, 
according to the Florida Public 
Interest Research Group. 

What Americans need to do, 
FPIRG says, is recycle their trash. 



"The problem we're facing right 
now is an extreme amount of 
waste." said Kim Mihalik, chair of 
FPIRG 's Florida State University 
chapter. "We need an incentive for 
recycling." 

The best incentive for recycling, 
according to Mihalik. would come in 
the form of a "bottle bill" The bill's 
intent is to introduce a 5-cent 
deposit on carbonated beverage 



containers. Consumers would 
receive a refund if they return their 
containers to the retailer. 

The bottle bill's technicalities will 
be worked out this spring when it's 
introduced to the Florida 
Legislature. But Mihalik said a 
mandatory deposit would not 
increase the cost of packaged 
beverages. 
FPIRG recently made the bottle 



bill its top concern for the spring 
semester k letter-writing

The focus of the writing 
campaign, Mihalik .said, is to 
influence Gov.

an overwhelming problem. " 

FPIRG reports that America 
generates 7 8 billion tons of garbage 
each year, and most of it ends up in 
landfills or incinerators. Garbage 
incinerators produce toxic air 
pollution, while landfills leak and 
contaminate ground water- the 
source of 90 percent of the nation s 
drinking water. 



"Now is the time for people to do 
something about it, and they can do 
that by writing letters," said Lisa 
Morrison, chair of FPIRG's state 
board of directors "Everybody 
knows there's a problem."' 

For the piist 14 years, the bottle 
bill has been introduced to Florida 
legislators, but has never passed 
through a single committee. With 
Chiles at the helm, however. 
Morrison is optimistic that the bill 
will pass this time around. 

i thmk we will have a much 
better chance of getting the bottle 
bill pa,ssed with Chiles as governor. 



considering he supported the bill 
during our Green Voter Bottle Bill 
Campaign and xMartinez did not. " 
Morrison said. "The environment is 
a hot issue. It looks like it's going 
to be a good legislative session for 
the environment." 

According to Mihalik, nine states 
have laws similar to those proposed 
by the bottle bill 

Although Florida's 1988 Solid 
Waste Management Act requires 
counties to reduce solid waste by 30 
F^rcent before 1994, Mihalik said 
Florida's current recycling 
programs are not getting the job 



done. She said the bottle bill would 
increase recycling by 50 percent. 

"So far. it's been proven the best 
way to reduce waste stream and 
encourage recycling. It won't cost 
the state anything, " Morrison said.

received the document. 

Assistant County Attorney Julie Lovelace 
said she thought the affidavit had been ^nt to 
the Community Development Block Grant 
section of the the city's Office of Community 
Development. 



But Betty Rivers, who oversees the block 
grants, would not say whether her dfice has the 
county s affidavit. She refused to refer the 
Flambeau to any other city officials. 

"I m not gomg to address that specifically," 
she said. 

The proposed clinic would serve inner-city 
residents who would otherwise ha\f to go to the 
main clinic west of town. The operation would 
include an AIDS outpatient clinic. 



At first, county commissioners opted atrainst 
signing the affidavit, fearing the pension plan 
would prevent them from meeting the 
ordinance's standards. 

But county attorneys advised them that the 
ordinance applies only to companies that do 
business with the city.

leadership present, security at the 
Capitol was tighter than ever. 
Police cleared the building of 
visitors hours beforehand and 



sealed off all streets within a four- 
block radius. 

Democrats joined Republicans in 
cheering Bush's vow to drive Iraq 
from Kuwait. "So that peace can 
prevail, we will prevail," Bush 
declared m his 47 minute speech 
interrupted more than 50 times by 
applause. 



Bush s speech was followed by the 
official response by Senate 
Democratic leader George Mitchell. 
Noting how most Democrats 
wanted Iraq squeezed longer with

In this spiral of decay, the gaze of 
neo-conservative discipline has 
shifted from sole preoca^>ation with 
matters of political economy to in- 
clude the surveillance of cultural 
activity. 

As to be expected, the education 
system (particularly the university* 
is a major site for the enforcement 
of right-wing totalist discourse. 
Throughout the 1980s, the rallying 
cry of "A Return to Excellence!" 
was heard Numerous book - by the 
leading cultural fascists— Bennett, 
Bloom and Hirsch— explained to the 
legions of the ignorant what 
cultural capital was required to 
make one a civilized and educated 
person. All that was needed was 
knowledge of the European-Ameri- 
can canon, which is dominated by 
the perspective of the white male. 
Women's studies. Black studies, 
Asian studies, and the work of any 
other marginalized group was writ- 
ten off as hyperbole m comparison 
to the great men and works of the 
canon. This led to the argument 
that th(^ studies are fundamental- 
ly parasitical, and hence should be 
eliminated from the university cur- 
riculum. Also, as with the Natiwial 
Endowment for the Arts, there was 
a call for a return to "decency " 

On Jan. 24, here at Florida State 
University, new evidence of totalist 
discourse appeared on campus. A 
committee of students (most of them 
Seminole Party members) ruled 
that a ^ster work by Critical Arts 
Ensemble could not be included in 
the Center for Participant Educa- 
tion's Spring 1991 cataH i:. because 
the poster might ' oftend" some 
students (the poster included a pain 
ting by Gu.^tav Courbei showing a 
nude woman's torso with legs 
spread, and a photo by Robert Map 
plethorpe of a suit-clad Black man 
with his genitals exposed.) This in- 
cident was particularly saddening 
since it embodied all the principles 
of totalitarian censorship. The 
poster work was not viewed as a 
whole, but instead attention was 
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DISSENTING OPINION 

focused entirely on the two 
aforementioned images. These two 
works were not taken m their 
historical, .sociological dnd artistic 
contexts, and no expert testimony 
was even requested. Finally, the 
student body was assumed to be an 
ignorant mass that would respond 
only to the "offensive" elements in 
the work, and would therefore com- 
plain that student funds had been 
misspent. 

The net result was the silencing 
of all interpretations that opposed 
the literal interpretation of the com- 
mittee. This result is particularly 
upsetting to many of the students 
who are at the university to become 
cultural workers for this .society, 
and who hold the "offensive" im- 
ages in The highe.st regard. It should 
be remembered that these students 
pay school fees too, and therefore 
deserve to have their ideas, icons 
and opinions represented with the 
aid of student funds. 

The most frightening thing of all, 
however, was that this attack on the 
freedom of the university was made 
by stUiIcnts~tho<.f w ho have tradi- 
tionally been the guardians of the 
free university. Th,' parameters of 
censorship were expanded, as these 
students did not just limit them- 
selves to attacking the work of the 
marginal; they in fact voted to cen- 
sor canonized images— those which, 
e\-en b\- conservative standards, are 
here at the university to study. 

Under such a precedent it now 
becomes po.ssible for a censorship 
committee to be formed with the 
power to deny student funds to any 
individual or student group that 
might print or display items that 
"offend" the committee's sen- 
sibilities, regardless of the nature of 
the image 

Admittedly, any decision about 
the representation of the bodv is dif 
ficult, and mo.st of the fer.sorship of 
the arts in this country stems from 
the liberation of the representation 
of the body. In mid nineteenth cen 
tur>' France, Courbet, considered by 
many to be the central contributor 
to the development and direction of

isthe way FSl\ an institution r»f a highlv <tratified and 
hierarchical society, has always made decisions; and 
until there is structural institutional change, it will 
continue to make decisions in this manner. By what 
stretch of naive misunderstanding would it be imagined 
otherwise'!' 

That the committee, according to the Flambeau, doe,s 
not "speak for its peers" is equally perfiN xing.

17 year-old raped 

T\vo men were arrested earl>- Monday for the sexual 
assault of a 17 year-old girl. Tallahassee Police 
Department spokesperson Mark Meadows said 
Tuesday. 

The two men, 23-year-old Vernon Steadman of 742 
El Dorado Street and 18-year-old Rutherford Black 
of Havana, were arrested around 1 Monday morning 
after police received a call from the victim's sister. 
Meadows said. 

"The sister advised that she had received a call from 
the victim at the motel, and that police officers should 
go and check on her condition." Meadows said. 

The victim called her sister from the West 
Tennessee Street motel where the two men had taken 
her, Meadows said. 

According to Meadows, headman and Black had 
convinced the victim to take a car ride with them late 
Sunday night. Mter driving the girl to the hotel, the 
men refused to take her home and insisted that she 
stay and drink soine wme with them. 

Three officers arrived at the motel just atu r ''-r^ 
assault had taken place. Black answered Uu . r 
when officers knocked. OtTicers tbund the victim 
getting dressed and Steadman trying to flush drugs 
down the toilet. When the officer tried to st^ p mm, 
Steadman fought back, biting the officer on the hand 
and striking him in the face. Meadows said. 

Steadman was eventually subdued and charged 



with sexual battery, battery on a law enforcement 
ofTicer. resisting arrest with violence, child abuse, 
possession of drug paraphernalia, possession of 
marijuana and tampering with physical evidence. 
Black was charged with child abuse, possession of 
drug paraphernalia and possession of marijuana, 
Meadows said. 

Both suspects were taken to the Leon County Jail. 
Steadman is being held on $20,000 bond and Black 
is being held without bond. 

Check forgers caught 

Tallahassee police arrested two men Monday 
evening after an employee at The Gap clothing store 
in Governor s Square Mall noticed that the signature 
on a customer s check was different from the one on 
the man's driver's licen.se. Meadows said. 

The clerk called mal', .-security, who m turn called 
TPD. Two otTicers questioned the suspects, who 
admitted that they had stolen the check. The two men. 
20 year-old Levon Esters and 18 year -old Lonnie 
Lynn, had stolen the check and license earlier that 
day and purchased over $1,200 worth of merchandise 
using the stolen I.D. and checks. All of the 
merchandise was recovered from the suspects' car. 
Meadows .^aid. 

Lynn was charged with one count of g^-and thef\ and 
six counts of petty theft. He is being held at the Leon 
County Jail on $3,500 bond. Esters was cnarged with 
seven counts of burgiaiy. seven counts of passing a 
forged document, one count of grand theft and six 
counts of petty theft. He is being held on $18,000 bond.

controversial serves only to further isolate CPE's 
views as nothing more than crystal-worshipping, 
granola-crunching nonsense. TTie i^ue here isn't "free 
speech": CPE could have easily offered an 
appreciation "class" that would have allowed those 
interested to come and view the genitals of all sorts 
of zoological phenomena That the Flambeau w^ould 
concern it.self with the whole matter, especially as 
regards its editorial comments, only serves to further 
isolate it from respectability. 

Maybe, just maybe, we can still learn something 
from this whole issue. Hie confusion seems to stem 
from a fantasy-land construal c£ the realm of 
"free<k»m" generally, and the role this notion is 
supposed to play at a university. 

"Freedom" doesn't occur in a vacuum, and the 
Flambeau would do well to describe the . 'ulitions 
that are constitutive of "free" relationships, rather 
than jump to wholesale indictments on "principle": 
"So much for a free university," the Flambeau 
laments. Remarks like that one. besides being 
indicative of an aimc^ unbelievable level of naivete, 
serve to further obfuscate an understanding of what 
it means to be free, in any given set of circumstances. 
Being "free" consists not just in the absence of 
external impediments, but in having the capacity to 
express that "freedom "* Every hum on the >;treet has 
political freedom m the L' S . but btvause num.- are 
economic nobodys 'like the honu-less. children; the 
elderly: students, women; minorities; pe(>ple of color* 
such freedom is impotent. As regards the case in point: 
the Flambeau should not suppo^, on "principle." that 
"a university stands for: the free expression and 
discussion of ideas, no matter how controversiar';or 
that this whole affair is only indicative of "how far 
:t the university) has deviated from its principles." 

Who ever said universities should be 'free'" ' If the 
Flambeau thinks univei*sities should be free, perhaps 
thev would tell those of us whose clairvovance is 



impaired exactly uhy it should be; and why, at 
present, the Flambeau thinks FSU not to be free. 
Which f F?l"s practices inhibit expression or choice? 
That universities have been ""free." in any meaningful 
sen.se. is largely a historical fiction. I suggest a trip 
to the library m order to research exactly who 
universities have answered to historically: as well as 
to find out who pulls the strings at FSU. This would 
be an interesting investigative report the Flambeau 
could undertake— it would even be important. 

Universities are themselves a product of the very 
society they seek to positively affect, but they cannot 
rise above the conditions of the society to whom they 
owe their existence. This is an unfortunate but real- 
world paradox, but acknowledgement on this front is 
the first step in recognizing the concrete impediments 
to empowering students— if this is a worthw hile goal. 
I gather that the Flambeau does see the enhancement 
of student choice to be in both the interest of the 
student, as well as in the interest of the society in 
which the student will take his or her place. If this 
is the case, perhaps we should strive to make our 
analysis of concrete problems facing students 
consequential, rather than engage in the usual 
hackneyed and metTectual rhetoric concerning 
censorship or free speech generally Does the structure 
of the curriculum inhibit a student s choice ? Is it not 
cen»)rship, in a more comprehensive sense, to force 
students to take certain classes? To make them pay 
for those classes? To allow students little or no choice 
in their instructors'' To be given a grade for 
achievement as judged against a standard that is 
conceived outside students' point of views? That these 
seem simple, undisputed questions is only testament 
to how powerful and thorough is the socialization 
process; but striving tor even a modicum of w;>don: 
requires we move to a criticism from which nuihmt: 
is outside of evaluation or revision.

ll\,e modern avaiit garde. led a fight 
to represent images of everyday life, 
and in so doing managed to "offend" 
most of French s<K:iety for depicting 
the real instead of the ideal. Look- 
ing back from the vantage point of 
the present, his work is typically 
sexist, as \v;is most work of the time 
concerned with representing the 
female body, whether it was m art. 
biology, anthropolog>% philosophy or 
any other area. In spite of our cur- 
rent knowledge of Courbet's ideo- 
logical tran.sgi'cssion, it seems more 
prudent to forgive, yet remain 
aware of his shortcomings, m order 
to see the tremendously rich possi 
bilities for perception, critical think 
ing, and for art production that he 
revealed in his work. 

Mapplethorpe was instrumental 
in blazing the trail for the out-of- 
the-closet appearance of the lx>dy as 
it appears through the gaze of a gay 
male. .Xgain. from the clear view of 
hindsight. .Mapplethor{x^ was not 
ideologically perfect, and one can 
re.isonably argue that lie did flirt 
with racism; no person or racial 
ethnic gi oup wants to be reduced to 
merely a sign of another's desire. 
However, this is no reason to rele- 
gate his work to oblivion. Without 
it, the work of artists cont inuing to 
research and develop ga\ and or les- 
bian aothet ICS — >uch as Holly 
Hughes. Don Moffett. F^elix Gon- 
zalez-Torres and Gran F'tu-y— might 
not exist in the public eye. 

Courbet and Mapplethori>e are 
but two artists who have radically 
challenged and changed routinized 
perceptions and concepts about the 
image, and thereby have helped to 
perpetuate a pcrn]anent cultural 
rcvolutu)!] tthat phrase, in fact, was 
the caption of the "offending " 
poster). 

Vice President of Student Affairs, 
Jon Dalton, has given students an 
opportunity to voice their opinions 
on censorship by funding a CPE 

conference on censor'^hip Take 
part, make a .-stand, debate, critique, 
invent and take time to listen — that 
is w hat pedagog>- and education are 
all about. Most importantly, how- 
ever, keep the university free: 
Never accept the forced silence of 
opinions. Reject censorship in all 
circumstances.

He faces the natural dangers of the harsh environment almost drowns 
in a frozen !ak- > attacked by unlves and bears; and finds an enemy in 
a dangerou,- t^anibier named Beauty Smith 'James Remari.

Director Randal Kleiser does a tTixKl job of bringing a fairly weak script 
to the big screen with a sizeabie an:ount uf success. The script doesn't 
compare to the original b<K)k. which deals with the story of White Fang 
just as much as the story of Jack. The movie emphasizes Jack leading to 
some slow scenes. 

But once the plot gets rolling, and Jack and White Fang finally get 
together, some scenes are magic.

Twelve U.S. Marines die in 
the war's first land battle

Iraqi armored forces crossed into 
Saudi Arabia and fougnt Allied forces 
Wednesday in the biggest ground bat- 
tle of the Persian Gulf war. taking 
control of parts of a bordei tow n. The 
I'nited States suffered its first deaths 
m g-round fighting and Iraq was said 
Xo have suffered heavy losses 

Twelve I' S Marines were killed m 
the battle and two were injured. U.S. 
officials said. 

Gen. H. Norman SchawTzkopf. the 
U .S. commander of the Allied forces. 



said at a news bnet'ing in Riyadh. 
Saudi Arabia, he expected the ground 
fighting to intensify, especially since 
Allied forces claimed air supremacy 
and Iraqi naval response was prac- 
tically non-existent. 

Saying "there's a lot of fight left" 
in the Iraqi troops. S>ch\varzkopf add- 
ed; "With regard to Saddam Hussein 
saying he has met the best the coali- 
tion has to offer. 1 would only say. "the 
best IS yet to come." 

But officials quickly dispelled 
sj^culation this was the beginning of 



an Allied p'ound ofTensive to drive 
Saddam's troops out of Kuwait. 
White House spokesman Marlm V\V/ 
water said. "The incursion . . dul 
not represent the start of the ground 
war, no." 

The White House also said a joint 
U.S.-Soviet statement issued Tuesday 
night was misinterpreted as linking 
Iraqi withdrawal from Kuwait with 
a resolution of the Arab-Israeli 
contlict.

Gas masks are a hot commodity

Gas masks are quickly selling out all over the United 
States— including Tallahassee— even though the Persian 
Gulf war is l»ing fought thousands of miles away. 

Beth Norman, m.anager of the Army & Navy Store on 
West Tennessee Street, said the store sold out of all its 
gas masks last week. As a result, she said, it quadrupled 
Its sicx'k. 

"Most people are buying them to send to relatives 
overseas. W^e have a few people buying them for here. " 
said the store's owner, Cindy Hood. "One guy in particular 
wanted them for relatives in France, and then some people 
want them for Israel." 

Frontline, a military surplus wholesaler based in 
Chicago, no longer has any gas masks in stock. And 
according to Mark Saltzman, the company's spokesperson. 



chances of restocking are impossible. 

"Gas masks are history— they're all gone." Saltzman 
said, adding that the growing demand for the masks and 
shrinking supply have increased prices to an all-time high. 
"As people run out, the prices keep going up. It's no longer 
cost effective to sell them." 

Frontline sells most of its military equipment and 
clothing to privately owned businesses, including 
Tallahassee's .A.rmy & Navy Store The company normally 
buys Its surplus gas masks trcmi the Israeli government. 
But Saltzman said that when Iraq invaded Kuwait Aug. 
2. Israel stopped selling its masks. 

"Once Desert Shield started. The Israeli government 
stopped selling them and started issuing them to its own 
population. So of course that stopped any surplus mass," 
Saltzman said in a phone interview Wednesday.

Bates said the possibility of global 
warming hasn't garnered much public 
mterest. but the war in the gulf has 
brought a new ihreat to the attention of 
the world-environmental terrorism

greenhouse gas effects," Bates said. "It 
seems like a good time to be discussing 
the consequences of the w ar." 

Many scientists, including Carl Sagan.

Iraqi tanks and other armored vehicles, which had 
been massing inside Kuwait near the Saudi border, 
rumbled over the frontier in separate places about 
midnight local time (4 p.m. EST Tuesday V 

Sinne headed to the abandoned Saudi oil town ot'Ra^^ 
al Khatji, where they were met by Allied ground 
forces, including U.S. Marines, according to stall 
officers of the 1st Marine Division. Lt. Col. Cliff Myers 
described the fighting as "hellacious." 

Fitzwater said President Bush was "very saddened" 
by the casualty report. 

Schwarzkopf said there were 24 confirmed kills on 
Iraqi tanks and 13 other vehicles He said 13 Iraqis 
were taken as prisoners of war. The Marines lost two 
light armored vehicles 

Allied military officials said the Iraqis suffered 
heavy casualti^ but gave no figures. A Saudi military 



spokesperson said his nation's troops also suffered 
casualties but they were "very limited." 

Iraq's foray into Saudi Arabia was its first major 
incursion of the war, and the Pentagon estimated the 
size of the force at about 1,500 soldiers. 

The first two attacks were west of the city in the 
vicinity of al Wafra. and in each case they were 
engaged by ground and air forces The Iraqis sufTered 
equipment losses and casualties, and withdrew. The 
fist attack was by an Iraqi mechanized battalion and 
the second, on Wednesday, was by a column of tanks. 

Another 2.000 to 4,000 Iraqi troops, in armored 
vehicles, moved in late Wednesday morning and 
fought Saudi troops on the outskirts of Khafji. 

By sunset, following a long day of skirmishes 
between Iraqi and Saudi troops as well as heavy U.S. 
Marine artillery fire on Iraqi targets in the city. U.S. 
military otTicials said it appeared up to 150 of 
Saddam's soldiers controlled at least parts of Khatji, 
according to a media pool report.

Norman said that although her ^re's general sales 
have nc^ increased since the war started, more people 
come in to visit and look at the merchandise. 

Camouflage uniforms, olive green canteens and gas 
mask filters are some of the items displayed 
throughout the store. 

A sign ouside the store reads: "Gas Masks— $26.95. 
God Bless Our Troops in the Gulf." Yellow ribbons 
and war-relate headlines from recent issues of the 
TetUaJuissee Democrat hang in a display window. 

But N«inan said the stcnre is myt exploiting the war, 
and is trying to stay politically neutral. She criticized 
other businesses in the market which, she says, are 
taking advantage of the crisis by iiKireasing prices. 



"We're not raising the prices like some people are. 
Some of our wholesalers have, and it's sickening," 
Norman said. 

Waldo Kinsey, owner of the Army Surplus Store on 
Blountstown Highway, said that about 30 people 
requested gas masks last week. He added that 
numerous attempts to order any have proved fruitless 
since all of the nation's military supplies are going 
to the U.S. government. 

"I've checked all over the United States and I just 
can't get them." Kinsey said. 'Anything you sell out 
oi you just can't get anymore. With things like boots, 
all of the production is going to the government." 

Kinsey acMed that he is sold out of any piece of 
merchandise with the American flag on it. He said 
the majority of f^ple who call in requesting gas 
masks want them for relative in France.

Teachers, county still argue over raises

After months of debate, the Leon 
Classroom Teachers Association 
and county S4.'hool Ixxird ofTicials are 
still at odds over salary raises for 
teachers. 

The union rejected an offer from 
Leon County School Board officials 
Monday to increase salaries by 
b«»UM the amount would 
not be retroactive, said LCTA iPresi- 
dent Mildred Hall. 

Hall argued that such a raise 
would really add up to only $550 
because the increase would not in- 
clude the first SIX months of the 
fiscal year, which began in July. 

"Basically, this means you work 
half a year with«»»t the raise," Hall 



said T^e^ay. "TMs is the reaM»n 
we've been rejecting it and rejecting 
It. 

But John Muldoon. the school 
board's chief negotiator, said 
despite the fact teachers wouldn't 
be getting the entire raise this year, 
they should agree to the offer 
becaust^ they'd get the entire $1,100 
beginning next fiscal year. 

"In etTect. when you annualize 
. . they pick up the full $1,100 " 

Hall is concerned that the school 
board may not be able to makf good 
cm Its yearly contracts because of 
shortfalls in the state's general 
revenue fund. She said that is why 
teaclwrs are trying to get as much 
money as they possibly can this 



year. 

The union asked the district to 
change the raise Tuesday to $800 
for most teachers and $1,000 for 
those with 17 and 18 years 
experience— with the condition that 
the amount be retroactive. If the 
union and school board agree, this 
would allow teachers with th« most 
experience to collect $450 over the 
district's current offer. 

Less experienced teachers would 
collect $250 over the school Izard's 
current otTer. 

"We think that that's affordable 
and we hope the district .4:an come 
up with that," said David Clark, an 
LTCA negotiatCH* who heads ^veral 
local teachers' unions in the Big 
Bend area. 



Muldoon said that normally, 
negotiations are finisheMl months^ 
before the school year begins. But 
this year, teachers are showing 
uncertainty about the amount of the 
raise because of the .state's budget 
problems. 

"This is an unusual year, " he 
said. 

Muld(H)n said that compared to 
the 4(^ or so other school districts m 
the state which have settle their 
contracts, Leon County's offer is 
"probably in the ball park" of other 
districts with its offer of a 
4.2-percent increase. 

"We're concerned about having a 
competetive salaiy schedule in the 
long haul," Muldoon said.

ACLU says no way is art obscene, and it shouldn't be censored

Xo one i:ox up to walk out of tho 
room when Robyn Bl urn nor 
prot'acod her famous "Sex and 
Censorship" slide show with a 
warning that it contained photos 
and paintings of nude people. 

"Those people who may be 
overcome by the need to commit a 
sexual art upon viewing these slides 
should leave." quipped the 
executive director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Florida. 

Blunmer was in town ft-om Miami 
to present the slide show, which 
chronicles the history of censorship 
in the 20th century, at an open 
ACLU meeting Tuesday night. 

Beginning with the banning of 
James Joyce's novel Vlysess. 
Blumner discussed censorship and 
its "victims" throughout the

century, including George Bernard 
Shaw. Lenny Bruce, Henry Miller. 
She worked her way up to the 
recent controversy regarding 
Robert NLipplethorpe's photos and 
2 Li\ e Crew's album, A'a.s'0 They 
Wanna Be. Both were the focus of 
court cases last year, but were 
deemed not obscene. 

Some of the analogies Blumner 
used in narrating the slide show, 
and illustrating why even offensive 
materials should be protected under 
free expression, angered some 
members of the audience. 



For instance, Blumner pointed 
out that Martin Luther King Jr 's 
flaunting of conventional standards 
was gut-wrenchmg and challenging 
to many members of the 
community, just as so-called 
obscene art often is. 



This

analogy angered Dean 



"I have a hard time believing 
Martin Luther King would side 
with you."' said Mover, a member of 
the non fundamentalist Christian 
Campus ministry. 



Mover fired fast and furious 
questions to Blumner. asking if she 
thought that "as far as sex and 
censorship goes, is there a moral 
issue involved?" 

Blumner fielded Moyer's question 
with references to the Constitution 
and the BUI of Rights 

"Taken from a legal standpoint, 
censorship is wrong for those who 
believe m a free societ \ ." she said. 

Blumner showed slides of a few 
Mapplethorpe photos: the back of a 
naked child, a partially naked 
women and a man with a bullwhip 
coming out of his rectum. 

"The reaction of a 11 year old 
upon seeing this would be Eeww' 
and they'd walk away," she said, 
referring to the latter. 

The presentation also included 
arguments against self appointed 
censors of the past and present, like 



Anthony Comstock. who called 
Shaw "an Irish smut dealer." and 
State Attorney John Tanner, who 
sent letters to Florida bookstores 
and vidoe shops last March saying 
the stores should rethink selling 
some i^f their niatonal. Pink Floyd's 
The Wall was on the list of items he 
thought should be banned. 

Bringing up ni.my well worn 
arguments, Blumner critici/.eu ex 
U.S. Attorney General Ed Meese's 
1984 committee on pornogi-aphy for 
its "ridiculous ambiguity." She said 
that the committee itself admitted 
that some evidence points in the 
direction that guns, martial arts 
and slasher films are likely to 
produce woi si' consequencos th4Ui 
the viewing of pornography. 

"That's the stutT every kid cuts 
his teeth on . . . but I don't see any

People still fishing at lake 
despite recent contamination

Although Lake Munson has been recently 
inundated with more than ii million gallons of 
raw sewage, people continue to use it for fishing 
and recreation purposes. 

That has some residents and exptn-ts. as well 
as the state Department of Environmental 
Regulation, concerned. They say the sewage 
constitutes a health threat. 

"We went down there and told (the people 
fishing' they <the city was dumping sewage." 
said John Gibby. a lakeside resident "Thoy said 
they didn't know anything about sewage being 
dumped. It would be nice if someone put up a sign 
to tell people not to fish there. " 

But the local government agency that has 
jurisdiction over health matters— the Leon 
County Health Unit— has not conducted tests of 
the water. 

"We did not see this as a threat to the drinking 



water." said .-Vrthur Cooper, director of the Leon 
Count V Health I'nit. 

On Jan. 13. almost 4 million gallons of raw 
Sfwage oveiilowed tVom the city's sewer system 
into Black Swamp in the southern part of the 
city. Heavy rams subsequently pushed the 
sewage from that spill— as well as two lesser 
spills totaling 300,000 gallons on Jan. 19— into 
Munson Slough, a wetlands area which flows into 
Lake Munson. 

Cooper said tests were conducted soon 
afterward of private well? adiacent to the slough 
to determine if they had been contaminated by 
the sewage. The tests turned out negative for 
fecal colitorm. a bacteria linked to several human 
diseases, including dysentery, typhus and 
cholera. 

The health unit did not test the open waters 
of the slough or the lake.

("ooper said they did not consider 
conditions at the lake a hazard to 
the health of the population and the 
wells were only checked as a 
precautionary measure. 

But others say the unit should 
have done more because the sewage 
IS a hazard. 

" You ve got to be careful wjiat you 
do around that lakf for a while."" 
said Skip Livingston, a Florida 
State University biologist. "That's 



a lot of sewage for a lake that size 
. . . it's veiT easy to get diseases 
from this material." 

Livingston added that he didn't 
think people should swim or fish at 
the lake. 

Gerry Neubauer. who heads the 
Department of Environmental 
Regulation's Tallahassee district 
branch, also agreed that the sewage 
poses a hazard. 

"We definitelv consider raw 



h 



sewage to be a major 
hazard." said Neubauer. who added 
that DER has conducted its own 



tests. "This discharge was a crisis." 

Other long-time lakeside 
residents said sewage spills happen 

so often that -igns should ho put up 
on a permanent basis until the city 
gets the lake cleaned up. 

"Tf it had happened to Lake 
Jackson, there would have been an 
uproar." said Glenn Carter, a 
resident of the lake area for 21 
years and a past head of Lake 
Munson Preservation Inc., a 
homeowners group. "But 1 gue>< 
we're on the wrong side of the 
tracks to get justice."

Stephen Sondheim has heen 
taiz^ed as the "Steven Spielberg of 
modern theater." Like his almost 
namesake. Sondheim has a way of 
taking the most mundane story 
matter and giving it a new twist. 
Unlike Spielberg, a work by 
Sondheim has a way of staying with 
you and messing with your head for 
a good while after the house lights 
have come up. 

Such is the case with the Florida 
State School of Theatre's latest 
production. Company. After a pretty 
.Hi.mdard opening number, the play 
begins to tell the story of an average 
guy: Bob, or Robert, Bobby 
whatever. Everybody calls him 
something different. Bob (Jay 
Douglas) is 35, unmarried and 
seemingly unconcerned about it 

Not so with all of his married 
friend.N. however. All of them think 
U s time he .settle down and start 
living like a normal guy. 

To accomplish this goal, Bob's 
friends invite him over for dinner, 
drinks or other fun. They attempt 
to show him by example the many joys of domestic 
bliss. Pity though, that hardly any of them really 
seem to be happy together themselves It must be a 
case of misery desperately wanting company 

The entire fir.st act consists of these .'^cenes m a long 
flashback that takes place one ht-ief moment during 
a surprise birthday party. It's in the second act that 
things really begin to heat up for Bob. Despite his 
friends' mi^ivings, he is painfully aware of his 
situation and is trying to do something about it. He 
spends time chasing three women and actually has 
a bit of luck with a charming, attractive, if empty- 
headed, airline hostess, April (Amanda Watkins). 

In fact, he gets really lucky what with the sob story, 
*he baby oil and the champagne until he forgets her 
name and calls her June. It s downhill from there for 
our hero. By the time the play ends Bob is not a happy 
man. It may not be a tragedy of Shakespearian 
dimensions; but to suddenly break the mood of the 
play and have a happy ending would have made it 
seem too much like thuse MGM musicals of decades 
past. 

This is a play that reflects \ hv current mood of life 
in America, where one nut of two marriage.^ ends m 
divorce The underlying message is that many of the 
>ame couples who do stay together, do so out of a deep 
tear of loneliness as much as affection. In the play, 
the happiest couple around is the one that gets a quicky 
Mexican divorce and continues to live together. 

Late in the second act, when Bob is deep in his 
agony and the debate goes around again about why 
people get married or even more stupidly, stay 
married, Bob shouts out "FOR ('< )MFANY '" ( ret it ' 

This play was originally produced 20 plu.-> years ago 
during the height of the previous generation's sexual 
revolution. Apart from updating a few topical 
references, it still retains its punch. There are quite 
a few punches, if you include a funny scene in Act I 
with the first of Bob's married friends taking turns 
trying to out bitch each other over their respective 
alcohol and diet fixations.

Picture the most magnificent 
buck ever created— the mysterious, 
majestic creature that you see only 
once in your lifetime, like a shadow 
that disappears into the wind. It's 
the one that got away. 

It's the one that got away from 
Florida State University student 
Chance Raehn hunting on property 
near Orlando last Thanksgiving 

"It was Thanksgiving morning, 
we were running dogs and I see 
these white things get up and all ol a sudden I see 
the buck run out," Raehn said. He took a shot from 
about 70 yards. "But he didn't fall or flinch and he 
ran off. I never saw him again. 

Raehn went home empty-handed. But about three 
weeks ago he got a call from a relative who hunts the 
same land as Raehn was 

"The antlers were just like I described them. They 
were 18 inches wide, an eight-point, perfectly 
symmetrical bleach-white rack. ' 

Hunters hate to lo^ their game. An occasion where 
a trophy rack gets away and is found months later 
is almost unheard of 

"It was probably about a quarter-of-a-mile from

where I saw it that they found the animal I'm glad 
they found it because it was just going to waste," 
Raehn said. 

Raehn said that this 185-pound buck was one of the 
largest he's ever seen in the state. Florida typically 
has the smallest deer in the United States due to the 
lack of protein- and nitrogen rich food— elements 
necessary for muscle, bone development. Seeing such 
a hu ge buck is a credit to the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission 

Many hunters agree that this has been one of the 
best hunting .seasons on record for deer and other 
game animals. FSU student Bo Bradford said that

Florida State women's basketball 
history could be made tonight if the 
Lady Seminoles beat No. 4 Georgia 
at Athens, Ga.

while he usually hunts deer during 
bdw season, he has seen some of the 
largest animals he's ever seen while 
hunting. 

"The number of deer the hunters 
are harvesting now are the perfect 
ratio for the balance of nature," 
Bradford said. "And what people 
don't know is that bucks will let the 
*'doe eat fir-^^t when there are food 
.shortages, meaning bucks are first 
to starve. It's really important to 
take the right amount of doe too." 

So when hunters see large bucks 
with perf«:t, symmetrical antlers, 
the animal populations are at their 
optimum levels. 

It hunters were not out harvesting 
the game animals, the population 
numbers would grow, hut the 
individual animals would be small, 
weak and generally unhealthy. And 
the deer would be more susceptable 
to disease and have difficulties 
.carrying pregnancies. 

Antler development is an easy 
measure of how healthy a 
population is. When lands are 
overpopulated, deer have small, 
deformed racks. 

However, thanks to the Game 
Commission's carefully set policies, 
this year's d^r are some of the 
healthiest in memory. 

Dr. Robert Venderhoof, a field 
biologist from the Commission, 
confirms these accounts. 

■'From our reports it looks like 
we've had a pretty good season," 
Venderhoof said. 

FSU student Brad Farr agrees. 
, "I've seen ^me of the biggest 
animals I've ever ^n this year and 
some tracks that would knock you 
out While I've had some bad luck 
(hunting* this season. I've .seen deer 
like I've never seen, including a 
14-point non-typical." Farr said. 

Farr credits the Game 
Commission for a job well-done. 

"This is the first year I've gotten 
to hunt on the (Wildlife 
Management Arwea's in Leon 
County. There's more upkeep and 
more protection than I've ever 
seen. Farr said, 'if it weren't for 
the lob they're doing, animal 
^ populations and hunting would be 
endangered for years to come " 

Hunting is an important factor in 
animal population control. Game 
commissions spend a lot of money 
employing field biologists and 
acquiring field offices to set game 
laws. The purpose of the garni- lau - 
are to yield healthy anima, 
populations that will not damage 
the environment.
